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Construction Continues on College Campus 
Major construction efforts are on-going

It is no secret that the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout campus is undergoing some 
drastic changes in its appearance. One of 
these changes is the major renovation of 
Jarvis Hall. The vision of the new and im- 
proved science building has finally come to 
fruition after months and months of intensive 
labor by construction workers who battled 
the freezing winter and the summer heat. 

The 91,000-square-foot wing will be home 
to new science laboratories, classrooms and 
also provide some extra space for the mathe- 
matics and computer science department. An- 
other wing of Jarvis Hall has been torn down 
in preparation for additional renovation but it 
will not inconvenience students and faculty 
nearly as much as the construction that has 
already been completed. The total cost of 
the Jarvis Hall renovation is estimated to be 
$43.2 million 

As successful as the construction has been, 
it has not exactly gone according to plan. 
While summer was winding down and stu- 
dents were preparing to come back to campus, 
a worker struck a water pipe that knocked out 
the air conditioning for Jarvis Hall and some 
other major buildings on campus includ- 
ing Bowman Hall, Robert Swanson Library 
Learning Center and Home Economics. The 
problem was resolved two days later, restor- 
ing air conditioning to all buildings. 

The construction has also affected some of 
the classes that were scheduled to be held in 
Jarvis Hall. Professors have had to think on 
the fly and decide on locations where their 
classes can congregate. Some have been 
held outside and there was even talk of some 
classes meeting in the bowling alley. 


The remodeling efforts continued with the 
Merle M. Price Commons builing. The $4 
million renovations were funded completely 
by the dining operations without using any 
tax dollars. Those who use the dining area 
will have plenty of new food options with the 
Broadway Grill, Stir n’ Wok, D’jour, Egg- 
straordinary Waffles and more. 

In addition to the Merle M. Price Commons 
and Jarvis Hall, one of the residence halls is 
also undergoing a makeover. The Hovlid Hall 
project is a $12.4 million effort which will 
add both a new dining and a new fitness facil- 
ity. There will also be a lobby area that will 
connect Hovlid and Fleming Halls. 

Funds have been allocated toward a re- 
taining wall in front of the Administration 
building and part of Bowman Hall to combat 
erosion. This project, along with a new fire 
alarm system, will total approximately $2.5 
million. 

There are two more major renovations in 
the works. The Memorial Student Center re- 
modeling cost will be in the neighborhood of 
$18 million and $5.5 million will go toward 
remodeling the Harvey Hall Theatre. 

The total cost of all these projects is esti- 
mated to be about $85.6 million. 

“This amount of construction is unprece- 
dented in UW-Stout’s history,” said Chancel- 
lor Charles W. Sorensen. 

The beeping of trucks backing up and the 
sounds of construction have been and will 
continue to be present on this campus in the 
coming months. These distractions are a small 
price to pay for this great improvement to 
UW-Stout.

Restaurant openings/closings around Menomonie

The economic recession is taking a toll on 
all types of businesses nationwide. One in- 
dustry of note that is feeling the effects is the 
restaurant industry. In the past year, Menom- 
onie has seen more than one restaurant go un- 
der including the on-campus hotdog joint, Yo 
Dawg! Yo Dawg! opened in the fall of 2008 
right next to Harvey Hall and did not last for 
even a year. The closing can be attributed to 
expensive restaurant items and lack of expo- 
sure; even though it was in a prime location. 

Off-campus, there have been more restau- 
rant closings than there have been openings. 
Jimmy John’s opened its doors to the public 
last spring and seems to be, so far, successful. 
Burrachos, a Mexican restaurant in the same 
mold of Chipotle, went out of business in its 
location across the street from Wal-Mart. An- 
other mexican restaurant, Dofia Rita’s, went 
under as well, even though they offered an 
all-you-can-eat taco deal every Wednesday. 
More recently, Green Mill, which was locat- 
ed near Interstate 94, has also shut down. It is 
being replaced by another restaurant, Sparx, 
which hopes to thrive in the same building. 

Sparx opens its doors on Sept. 18 and 
promises “incredible burgers and smokin’ 
good steaks.” They are still working on fi- 
nalizing the menu and are even reaching out 


to Twitter and Facebook followers for ideas 
on what they should serve. Since this is a 
brand-new restaurant, Sparx recognizes that 
the reason Green Mill went under was due to 
the fact that people today are going out to eat

expensive, just delicious” and is clearly tar- 
geted at money-conscious restaurant goers. 
The owners of Sparx are no doubt taking a 
risk opening in a location that has proven to 


be unsuccessful. The real test will be if they 
can stay afloat after the novelty of a new 
place to eat dies down.

The Resurrection of the H1N1 Influenza 
Swine flu reports on the rise; vaccinations recommended for students

Reports of early influenza on college 
campuses and the seeming reemergence of 
the HIN] virus in the southeastern United 
States have sparked a renewed interest in 
vaccines to combat these illnesses. 

HIN1 influenza, otherwise known as 
swine flu, seemed to have disappeared over 
the summer, but, according to healthcare 
officials, people are noticing the illness 
surfacing again due to schools starting all 
over the country. Rumors of the outbreaks of 
HIN1 influenza in schools closer to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout and confirmed 
cases in the southeast are making students 
concerned about how this will affect classes, 
their health, and most importantly, how to 
avoid it. 

A vaccine for HIN1 influenza is expected 
to become available in mid-October. Dr. 
Thomas Frieden of the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) anticipates 
that this vaccine will be free, and all are 
encouraged to get vaccinated. He says that it 
is especially important for people with com- 
promised immune systems or chronic health

disorders to get vaccinated because these 
people are prone to have more intense symp- 
toms than otherwise healthy individuals. 
Reports of early influenza on college 
campuses and the seeming reemergence of 
the HIN virus in the southeastern United 
States have sparked a renewed interest in 
vaccines to combat these illnesses. 
Vaccines for H1IN1 are highly recom- 
mended for pregnant women, people who 
live with or care for children under the 
age of six months, anyone who works 
with people with compromised immune 
systems (such as healthcare professionals) 


and anyone between the ages of six months 
and 24 years. UW-Stout is in the process of 
guaranteeing vaccines once they become 
available. It should be said that the seasonal 
influenza vaccine does not cover the HIN1 
virus, and students are recommended to get 
both vaccinations. The seasonal influenza 
vaccine is available now in certain locations. 
Contact your health care provider for more 
information. 

Students are advised to keep vigorous 
hygiene schedules. Normal measures against 
illness such as frequent hand washing and 
covering your mouth or nose with tissues

when you cough or sneeze should be taken. 
It is also important to note that germs spread 
easily by touching your eyes, mouth and 
nose, so those actions should be avoided 
when possible. If you are ill, it is best to 
keep from infecting others. UW-Stout is 
working on plans in the instance of large 
numbers of students becoming ill with 
influenza to continue classes and on-campus 
services.

Their 
musical journeys have led them to settle in 
Raleigh, North Carolina, where they have 
worked closely and toured with the famed 
folk act Akron/Family. 

Megafaun’s unique, unclassifiable 
mash-up of old-time homey folk melodies, 
irregular conga and electronic beats, 
sailing vocal harmonies and progressive 
instrumental jazz breakdowns has earned 


them the attention and respect from 
critics across the nation. Pitchfork Media 
gave their new album a healthy rating of

Finally, the final installment of the Final 
Destination series has been finalized. The 
seemingly never-ending teen horror series 
is back in 3D. This movie, now the fourth 
from the downwardly spiraling Final 
Destination franchise, presents no original 
plot and sticks to the basic formula of its 
predecessors: a group of teens foresee 
“death’s plan” and do their best to avoid 
their own inevitable, gruesome ends. 

Predictably, the movie has received 
mostly negative reviews.

Stand-up comedian Demetri Martin tries 
his hand at acting for the first time in the 
Focus Films release, “Taking Woodstock.” 
Set in 1969, the film dives into the story of 
Elliot Tiber, (Demetri Martin) who volun- 
teers his family’s motel to the organizers of 
the Woodstock festival. 

The film has received both positive and 
negative reviews. Director Ang Lee has 
been criticized for leaving out any sort of 
musical aspect to the film and oversim- 
plifying the monumental event that was 
Woodstock. Melissa Anderson in the Vil- 
lage Voice wrote, “Ang Lee’s facile “Taking 
Woodstock’ proves that the decade is still 
prone to the laziest, wide-eyed oversimpli- 
fications... Little music from the concert it- 
self is heard. On display instead are inane, 
occasionally borderline offensive portray- 
als of Jews, performance artists, trannies, 
Vietnam vets, squares, and freaks.” 


On the other hand, Roger Ebert wrote 
for the Chicago Sun-Times, “But Lee and 
writer James Schamus aren’t making a 
historical pastiche. This is a comedy with 
some sweet interludes and others that are 
cheerfully over the top, such as a nude 
theatrical troupe living in Elliot’s barn, 
and Vilma, his volunteer head of motel 
security, a transvestite ex-Marine played 
by Liev Schreiber. How does Schreiber, 
looking just as he usually does except for 
a blond wig and a dress, play a transves- 
tite? Completely straight. It works.” 

For what it’s worth, “Taking Wood- 
stock” did succeed in entertaining me, 
but some of the inaccuracies and lack 
of music irked me. Overall, it wasn’t a 
bad movie, but I think it could have used 
some work before its final release.

Focus Films is back with their second 
animated effort, “9.”

Naatz / Blue Devils start ‘09 season 
on the right note

The University of Wisconsin-Stout foot- 
ball team began its season last weekend 
when it played host to Simpson College on 
Sept. 5 at the Don & Nona Williams Stadium. 
Coach Duey Naatz enters his third season as 
the Blue Devils’ head coach. Although this is 
only his third year as head coach, Naatz has 
been a part of the Blue Devils organization 
for the past two decades. 

Previously an assistant coach, Naatz said 
his responsibilities have changed since be- 
coming head coach. “The one thing that you 
find out when you move from an assistant 
to the head coach is it’s more administrative 
stuff.” He said, “It’s lining up the travel for 
this weekend, buses, meals and organizing 
practice schedules. As a head coach, you 
don’t get to coach as much.” In his first 
season as head coach, he did not technically 
coach a position, but the last two seasons he 
has been assisting the offensive line.

UW-Stout’s defense stiffened in the second-half, not al- 
lowing any second-half points. 


The Blue Devils’ first game provided 
highlight performances from numerous 
UW-Stout players. An improvement on of- 
fense since last season was apparent as the 
Blue Devils bullied Simpson College, win- 
ning the game 35-7. 

Six minutes into the game, UW-Stout run- 
ning back Craig Warminski ran for an eight- 
yard touchdown, which put the Blue Devils 
on the board for the first time in the 2009 
season. Simpson College responded in the 
second quarter when Renauld Shelton made 
a goal line touchdown with eight minutes 
remaining in the half. It seemed as if Warm- 
inski was vindictive of Simpson College’s 
touchdown and made it a point to put more 
points on the board himself. Capping off an 
eight-play 71-yard drive at the end of the 
second quarter, Warminski finished the drive 
with a 33-yard touchdown run which put the 


Blue Devils ahead 14-7 going into halftime. 

The second half provided reassurance for 
UW-Stout fans as the team’s defense buck- 
led down, stopping Simpson College dead 
in its tracks. 

Blue Devils sophomore wide receiver 
Adam Winberg made an impressive catch in 
the corner of the end zone from UW-Stout 
sophomore quarterback Ross Carey. Win- 
berg’s touchdown went for 30 yards and was 
his first touchdown reception as a Blue Devil. 
With the score at 21-7, UW-Stout’s defense 
again maintained its leverage as cornerback 
Andrew Jeske stopped a Simpson college 
drive midway through the third quarter with 
an interception. 

Continuing its drive into the fourth quar- 
ter, UW-Stout found success through the air 
once again. This time, however, a bigger 
target was used in UW-Stout tight end John 
Sherman. Carey connected with Sherman on 
what turned into a 50-yard bash and dash play 
that ended in the end zone. That play seemed 
to seal the deal for UW-Stout, putting them 

ahead 28-7. Apparently UW- 
Stout running back Carlos 
Concepcion didn’t receive 
the memo to let up as he ran 
in between and past defend- 
ers for a 70-yard run that ac- 
counted for the longest play 
of the day. 

The Blue Devils defeated 
Simpson College 35-7, com- 
bining for 450 total yards. 
299 of which came from 
their ground game and 151 
yards from the air. UW-Stout 
held Simpson College to a 
meager 209 total yards for 
the day. 

Carey ended the day 7-14, 
with 132 passing yards, 51 rush- 
ing yards, two touchdowns and 
an interception. Warminski finished with 93 
yards on 19 carries with two touchdowns. 
Concepcion compiled an impressive 124 
rushing yards on a mere eight carries, aver- 
aging 15.5 yards per carry. He also provided 
the play of the game with a flashy 70-yard 
touchdown run. On defense, Ryan Pearcy led 
the team with eight tackles and linebacker 
Brian Saaf had three tackles as well as the 
lone sack of the game. 

After the game, I spoke with Coach Naatz 
about the current team and what differentiated 
this team to other teams he has coached in the 
past. He responded, “So far going into this 
season this is a very unique group because 
the players are very, very close. That really is 
what we are trying to do here: build a group 
of kids that care about each other on and off 
the field. That really pays off when it gets to 
be crunch time in an important game.”

Last 
year, when we played well and lost, they 
were upset. Now there is that next step of not 
losing, and that’s where we are now.”

Rafael 
Nadal. Dave Feldberg? While Feldberg isn’t 
likely to be the next name to join this list of 
world class championship athletes, he de- 
serves to be mentioned among them for his 
exploits with a disc. Over this past summer, I 
was given the opportunity to meet Dave and 
even drive him to the airport. 

It isn’t often that I am able to be in the 
company of somebody who is as well known 
in their sport as the previous three athletes 
mentioned before him. It didn’t take long 
for me to realize that he isn’t your typical 
pro-athlete. 

His personality is so laid back you would 
think he had fallen off a chair. He was friend- 
ly, personable and in no way, shape or form 
did he exude the swollen ego that so many 
of today’s athletes are reputed for. This calm 
demeanor is influenced by his other profes- 
sional career as a disc golf professor at the 
University of Oregon. His current class load 
features two disc golf classes and a flag foot- 
ball class. Ultimately, his goal is to have 
seven Classes per school term in order to help 


increase the popularity of this relatively un- 
derground sport. 

Feldberg journeyed to Menomonie after 
he accepted an invitation from former Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout Disc Golf Presi- 
dent Michael Broetzmann who organized 
and ran a disc golf clinic featuring some of 
the best in the world right here in Menom- 
onie’s own Wakanda Park. Among Feldberg 
at the clinic were Avery and Valarie Jenkins, 
siblings who rank near the top in wins every 
year, and Ken Franks. 

When it came time for Feldberg to head to 
the airport, I received a call from Broetzmann 
inquiring about using my car to transport a 
friend of his to the airport. After agreeing to 
this, I was introduced to the 2008 World Disc 
Golf Champion. 

I was impressed with how level-headed 
Feldberg was and how easy it was to relate 
to him. Since he is trying to increase the 
popularity of the sport, Feldberg tossed a 
few ideas into air and one of them grabbed 
my attention. 

The concept is referred to as “urban disc 
golf.” A starting point is assigned to a place 
where the initial drive will take place and a 
finishing point will be chosen as to where 


the basket will reside. These urban disc golf 
sessions will take place in heavily populated 
areas and cover miles of land rather than hun- 
dreds of feet. His idea is to have a starting 
point in Times Square and the final basket 
at the Statue of Liberty. Since this would be 
taking place in a heavily populated areas, the 
positive exposure to the sport of disc golf 
would be tremendous. 

While I may never get to hang out with 
Tiger Woods, Ben Roethlisberger or Rafael 
Nadal, I am grateful that I was able to spend 
a day with one of the world’s best at what he 
does. Feldberg had every right to boast about 
his accomplishments but he was always 
thinking about how he could better himself 
and how he could better the sport of disc golf 
as a whole. The attitude he takes towards disc 
golf can be applied to anything in life and 
seeing it done firsthand was as good of a les- 
son as any.

Volleyball starts season with a spike

The University of Wisconsin-Stout wom- 
en’s volleyball team has started its season 
under ideal circumstances, winning five of 
its first six games. Jill Jolliff is entering her 
17th season as the women’s volleyball team 
head coach. 

“Every season is different,” Jolliff said. 
“My coaching staff is always changing/ 
tweaking the way we do things. We do this 
to fit the team’s learning styles and personali- 
ties. We also need to continue to recruit tal- 
ented athletes that can make an impact on the 
team in their first or second year. This keeps 
the competition in the gym during practice 
and pushes everyone to play at the top of 
their game.” 

The Blue Devils began their season on 
Sept. 1 when they played back-to-back 
games against Northland College and the 
College of St. Scholastica. Their debut was 
successful, winning both of their matches at 
the triangular hosted by Northland College. 

UW-Stout beat Northland College 24-23, 
25-19 and 25-17 in the first match. UW-Stout 
then came back to play St. Scholastica, 25- 
15, 23-25, 25-21, 20-25 and 15-13. The trip 
to Ashland, Wis. ended with two victories for 
UW-Stout. 

UW-Stout’s Kate Mikutowski had a great 


debut, racking up 15 kills in the victory over 
Northland College and 13 more in the 3-2 
victory over St. Scholastica. Jamie Olson 
complemented Mikutowski in the second 
match, chiming in with 11 kills. 

On Sept. 4, the Blue Devils again played in 
two games. This time, however, both teams 
were nationally ranked. 

Mikutowski, who is starting as left side 
hitter, again led the Blue Devils for the third 
straight game. 

The Blue Devils topped the 21st ranked 
Gustavus Adolphus, 25-22, 25-23 and 25-13. 
It seemed that UW-Stout had hit a wall in its 
second game losing 3-0 to the 20th ranked 
University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire Blu- 
golds. Although they lost the match, veteran 
leadership was displayed. 

Jolliff explained how this year’s team is 
unique. “We have great leadership in our up- 
perclassmen that truly care about this team , 
on and off the court,” she said. “The athletes 
are talking more on the court and verbally 
pushing each other to be better. There is a 
huge desire to have a successful season and 
the team is going to do whatever it takes to 
get there.” 

On Sept. 5, the volleyball team again par- 
ticipated in the UW-Eau Claire Tournament. 
This time around, UW-Stout was back on 
its game, winning both matches. UW-Stout 
beat St. Scholastica in four sets with scores 


of 25-15, 25-22, 22-25 and 25-23. They then 
came back later that afternoon and defeated 
Judson University in three sets, 25-21, 25-16 
and 25-15. 

Mikutowski and Kendra Pagel both tallied 
14 kills in beating St. Scholastica. Kim Labat 
had 24 assists while Chelsea Culver chipped 
in 20. 

Alicia Mizer was hard not to notice, get- 
ting 25 digs. Mikutowski and Mizer were 
both named to the all-tournament team. 

Having started the season 5-1, Jolliff ex- 
plained how she plans on keeping her players 
focused and composed. 

“The team’s focus will come from the de- 
sire to do well in the Wisconsin Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference,” she said. “We have to 
finish in the top six to make the WIAC tour- 
nament in November. We then have to win 
that tournament to get the automatic qualifier 
to the NCAA tournament. This team is hun- 
gry for a successful season. Keeping them 
focused and on-track will come from remind- 
ing them where we have been and where we 
need to go.”

IT administrators collaborate with Microsoft for upgraded online 
communication applications tailored for educational institutions

The University of Wisconsin—Stout has 
collaborated with Microsoft, the worldwide 
leader in software, services and solutions 
that help people and businesses realize their 
full potential, to bring students a new e-mail 
service that they may continue to use beyond 
graduation. This new service will enhance 
students’ connectivity by providing a mail- 
box 100 times larger than its current state, 
the ability to share calendars with friends and 
family and 25GB of online storage. 

This new service, named Live@edu, gives 
students and alumni access to a reliable and 
security-enhanced e-mail experience similar 
to what they may use in the workplace. 

UW-Stout’s ability to keep up with dis- 
cerning students’ technology needs is ad- 
mirable. Because students are more techno- 
logically savvy than ever before, they expect 
their school environments to have rich, high- 
quality communications capabilities, like 
those they use in their personal lives. 

I had the opportunity to test out the new 


e-mail system. Users of Microsoft Hotmail or 
Windows Live Mail will recognize the clean 
format and add-ons like mobility and Sky- 
Drive. The more natural user interface should 
allow for easier electronic communication. 

Of all the benefits this new e-mail service 
brings, SkyDrive is by far one of the most 
useful tools. Windows Live SkyDrive online 
storage is essentially a large storage drive 
hosted online. Students will have the abil- 
ity to upload and access files internationally 
wherever Internet access is available. Since I 
was issued my UW-Stout laptop, I have been 
relying solely on SkyDrive to synchronize 
papers and presentations between my per- 
sonal laptop and my UW-Stout laptop. 

In order to take advantage of this e-mail 
migration and the added benefits, Stout stu- 
dent e-mail addresses must change from 
doej@uwstout.edu to doej@my.uwstout.edu. 
The current e-mail system will automatically 
forward the e-mail from students’ uwstout. 
edu account to their new my.uwsout.edu ac- 


count. A tool is available that can help current 
students’ move old e-mail messages to their 
new account if they desire. Students should 
choose a day that best fits their schedule to 
begin the transition.

Composting: Your trash is their treasure 


Greensense’s on-going efforts to turn the UW-Stout campus “green”

The phrase “going green” has become the 
mantra for environmentally conscious people 
everywhere. You may not be aware, but we 
have a group here at the University of Wis- 
consin—Stout that is focused on turning this 
campus green. Greensense is a student-led 
group that is trying to persuade UW-Stout to 
institute more environmentally friendly hab- 
its and to promote sustainability around cam- 
pus. The most recent project that Greensense 
has accomplished is composting. 

This vital project is part of a five-year plan 
Greensense has put together that started with 
Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen signing the 
American College and University Presidents 
Climate Commitment. There is plenty of evi- 
dence to back up the motives and actions of 
Greensense. In 2008, it was found that UW- 
Stout wastes approximately 70,000 Ibs. of 
food per semester. As of now, that food waste 
goes to the dump and has little or no benefits 
for the environment. With the new plan, food 
waste along with any other re-usable waste 
will serve a of purpose. 

One purpose is to promote plant growth 
around campus, including plants for the 
greenhouse in the new wing of Jarvis Hall. 
The other is to start a Dunn County compost 
heap that would gather waste from hospitals, 
restaurants and local schools for contribu- 
tions. “We want to use the shit to grow shit,” 
said president of Greensense and assistant di- 
rector of the greenhouse Camille Thorson, a 
junior in Applied Science. 

UW-Stout Dining Services has already 


made some changes to assist Greensese with 
their cause. 

“We have made the commitment and the 
move to use all compostable packaging prod- 
ucts unless there is an item that there is no 
good alternative for,” said director of Dining 
Services Ann Thies. 

“Tt is important to look at all possibilities 
for our community, and if we can work to- 
gether that is the most advantageous and the 
most likely way to succeed in change.” 

The entire campus, along with Dining Ser- 
vices, has already switched from Styrofoam 
to re-usable containers due to the “say no to 
to-go” program that took place last year. 

There are some problems, however, that 
are preventing the composting project from 
moving forward full steam ahead. One is that 
it is not free to transport waste; it is always 
much more cost effective to keep transpor- 
tation within the area. To make this work, 
Greensense may have to incorporate the help 
of an Eau Claire- based garbage company 
called Veolia. Stout Student Association Sus- 
tainability Senator Charles Erickson summed 
up the project saying that, “It’s not about the 
money; we just want to improve our com- 
munity. Garbage would benefit Menomonie 
more if it stayed local.” 

If you want to get involved with 
Greensense they meet on Mondays in the 
Curran-Kranusch-Tustison-Oetting basement 
at 7 p.m.

Wisconsinites Jon Mueller, Chris Rosenau, 
Jim Schoenecker, Daniel Spack, Justin 
Vernon and Thomas Wincek have teamed 
up to record Unmap, the debut album from 
Volcano Choir released on Sept. 22. A 
collection of already successful musicians, 
Volcano Choir looks to push their more 
straightforward, conventional folk boundaries 
into a more experimental realm. 

For those who don’t already know, Justin 
Vernon is the real name of the famed Eau 
Claire singer/songwriter Bon Iver. The rest 
of the group is made up of Milwaukee’s 
Collections of Colonies of Bees, another 
Wisconsin group that has received praise from 
the likes of Pitchfork and The Boston Phoenix. 

The idea for the group was actually 
conceived back in 2005, before Bon Iver or 
Collections of Colonies of Bees had found 
major success on their own. The group 
came together last fall and decided to follow 
through and record some of the songs they 
wrote back in the day. 

The collaboration has been stirring up 
a lot of talk as of late, and National Public 
Radio made the entire album available for 
listening free of charge up until the release 
of the record. “Island, IS” is the first single 
off Unmap, and after hearing it, it’s clear

why Justin Vernon himself called 
the group “definitely more on the 
experimental side.” The track 
features Vernon’s unmistakable 
falsetto crooning, but instead of 
being backed by gentle, folksy 
guitars, the vocals are laid neatly 
over a persistent loop of tiny 
electric guitar riffs, synths and a 
hold-steady beat. 

The album diverges from the 
emotion-filled, heartwarming 
ambiance that came out of Bon 
Iver’s For Emma, Forever Ago, and 
enters into a more ethereal realm 
of airy harmonies, incoherent song 
structure and loads of dissonance.

With the record only containing 
nine tracks and spanning a 
mere 35 minutes, it was a little 
disappointing that it failed to 
make a bigger impact.

Changes on campus on-going 
Plans in place to improve Memorial Student Center

Even before the construction workers ar- 
rived at Jarvis Hall, plans were already un- 
derway to bring more foot traffic across the 
sidewalk to the Memorial Student Center. 
The MSC was built in 1985, and the south- 
east corner, where the Student Organizations 
Center and the Stoutonia office are, was fin- 
ished in 1994. Very little has been done to 
the building since then. Because the mission 
of the Student Center is to be a “welcom- 
ing gathering place,” as well as a student’s 
“home away from home,” administrators 
want to meet students needs to the best of 
their abilities.

designs for the updated MSC provide all that 
and more. According to Lucy Nicolai, director 
of the MSC, the entire building will receive 
infrastructure updates including “mechani- 
cal, HVAC, electrical, plumbing, telecommu- 
nications and life safety systems upgrades, as 
well as window replacements.” There will be 
an interior staircase between floors similar to 
the one in Jarvis Hall, to make it easier for 
new students and visitors to find their way 
around the building. The plans also include 
a clearly identified main entrance, something 
that the MSC has never had before. 

The building will be much more open and 
have more windows and sky lights to capture 
as much natural light as possible. This aspect 
of the remodeling is very important to many 
students, like freshman art major Pang Zong 
Vang. “Natural lighting will bring a warmer, 
more natural feel to the MSC,” said Vang. She 
also points out that it will “not only cut down on 
expenditures but also on energy consumption.” 

Many MSC establishments will be moved 
from their current locations. The Pawn and 
the Terrace will remain in their current lo- 
cations, but the Heritage Café will change.

Some menu items will possibly be incorpo- 
rated into The Pawn. The student organiza- 
tions area will move to a more prominent 
place on the first floor. The Bookstore will 
most likely move into the space now occu- 
pied by The Underground. The Underground 
won’t go away completely, though. 

“The architects have been asked to incor- 
porate the wood from the bowling lanes along 
with the windows and fireplace in Heritage 
Café into the design of the building to pre- 
serve the history,” said Lucy Nicolai 

Students are supportive of the project and 
are excited to see the new renovations. 

“Renovating the MSC is a fantastic idea. It 
will create a more polished look and bring a 
more homey feel to the lower campus,” said 
freshman art major Natasha Miller. 

Unfortunately, as with all big projects, this 
won’t happen for a while. The architect will 
be chosen in November of this year, but the 
renovations are not scheduled to begin until 
Dec. 2010 and to be completed in Jan. 2012. 
With all the wonderful plans in store for the 
building, it should be worth the wait for UW- 
Stout students.

Taking the plunge into sobriety 


An effort to raise awareness concerning binge drinking in Menomonie

Community leaders, area clergy and other 
Dunn County citizens attended the Commu- 
nity Plunge hosted by The Dunn County Part- 
nership for Youth on Sept. 25. 

Arbor Place Prevention Specialist Tim 
Hoel explained, “The purpose of the Com- 
munity Plunge is to build awareness to the 
problem of binge drinking and high-alcohol 
consumption and to engage in possible solu- 
tions. A lot of it has to do with the culture.” 
Hoel said that Wisconsin leads the nation in 
adult binge drinking and that Dunn County’s 
binge-drinking rate among 18 to 25 year olds 
is the highest in Wisconsin. 

The Plunge began at the Off Broadway 
Banquet Center with an introduction. A 
coach bus then took event members to tour 
neighborhoods near campus where plastic 
cups and beer cans and bottles could be seen. 
While on the tour, a film clip was viewed of 
a party last February involving over 125 in- 
dividuals getting ticketed for underage drink- 
ing. The tour also included a trip down Broad- 
way and Main streets where tavern windows 
and doors advertised drink specials. 

The first stop was the Dunn County Judi- 
cial Center where guest speakers were Judge 
Bill Stewart and Lieutenant Wendy Stelter 
of the Menomonie Police Department. Both 
discussed what they have seen and witnessed 
in their careers in regard to binge drinking. 
Judge Stewart said that though alcohol is not 
always the issue, many cases he 
sees such as property damage, do- 
mestic abuse and sexual assaults 
are a result of alcohol abuse. 

Stelter said in a later interview, 
“Over a 30-day time frame, most 
of all MPD contacts on third shift 
deals with alcohol consumption. 
Many of those incidents are un- 
derage drinking, loud noise com- 
plaints and various city ordinance 
complaints such as open container, tamper- 
ing with property, disorderly conducts, par- 
ties selling and serving minors, assaults and 
drinking and driving. Often times, those in- 
volved with the listed offenses are UW-Stout 
students or their friends that are visiting. 
Notice, I am not saying that this takes up all 
of our time within a 24-hour day, but it does 
take up our time on the third shift.” 

Stelter said that in three years the depart- 
ment gave out 1,200 underage drinking cita- 
tions. “That works out to just over one a day, 
every day, for three years straight.” 

This is a problem for a number of reasons. 
People are willing to buy for and provide al- 
cohol for underage drinkers as well as contin- 


ue to serve intoxicated drink- 
ers. As a society, we rarely 
celebrate anything anymore 
without drinking involved. 
Fake IDs are common and 
well made which makes them 
difficult to detect and scan- 
ners for verifying ID’s are ex- 
pensive for business owners. 
Drink specials often encour- 
age heavy drinking. Drink- 
ing, if 21 or older, is not a bad 
thing; drinking that becomes a 
problem is. 

After the judicial center, 
members visited the UW- 
Stout campus. Guest speakers 
there were Hall Director Amy 
Nord and Alcohol, Drug and 
Violence Prevention Coordi- 
nator Dr. Amber Gerber. Both 
ladies spoke of the problems 
associated with students binge 
drinking. Members viewed a 
Facebook slideshow with photos of students 
partying. Students’ faces were disguised. 
Also, the nine students who died last year 
were a theme of that visit. Dr. Gerber told the 
crowd that there has been a shift from beer 
to hard liquor. She also said that though stu- 
dents do experiment with alcohol, the prob- 
lem is not the majority. 

This was also Menomonie City Mayor 
Dennis Kropp’s view. “Sometimes students 
of the university get a bad rap. A small per-

centage tarnishes the image of the majority 
who are well behaved citizens working hard 
for an education. Problems related to the 
abuse of alcohol are not restricted to students. 
Non-students also present a problem when 
they abuse alcohol,” said Kropp. 

The bus tour went on to the Menom- 
onie Fire Station on the north end of town 
with presentations from Menomonie Fire 
and Rescue, Lieutenant Matt Simpson and 
the local 1697 Fire Fighters Union President 
Juan Gamez. Gamez told the audience that 
one great concern was the activity that takes 
place in the downtown area with pedestri- 
ans consuming large amounts of alcohol and 
darting into traffic.

A major theme throughout the day was that 
a contributing factor to the high-risk alcohol 
consumption is the culture in which we live. 
Simpson told the group that the fact that the 
culture cultivates it is not acceptable. The 
room was hushed at Simpson’s final words. 

“When it comes to binge drinking, some 
of the greatest difficulty is spanning our re- 
sources to deal with it, there are other things 
to spend money on said Dunn County Sheriff 
Denis Smith. When high alcohol consump- 
tion takes place, bad choices are 
made such as the use of drugs, 
along with violence and sexual as- 
saults. Heavy use of alcohol and 
property damage goes with it.” 

Smith continued, “As young 
people grow up they will learn 
by their experiences. It would be 
better for them if they could learn 
on a softer note. If alcohol is not 
an issue, there is greater chance of 
success in the future. For instance, if an in- 
dividual gets an operating while intoxicated 
ticket, it’s on their record. There are jobs, he 
or she will be unable to obtain or specialty 
schools that won’t accept people with a crim- 
inal record. If a felony is involved the effects 
are greater. Is it truly worth it?” 

When asked if he had anything to add, Smith 
responded, “Encourage young people to keep 
in mind tomorrow, the next day and the next.” 

Members of the Community Plunge re- 
convened at the Off Broadway Banquet Cen- 
ter and a discussion panel followed where 
participants could ask questions to the site 
speakers as well as the Arbor Place Preven- 
tion Specialists.

Director of Admissions moves on after three decades

The University of Wisconsin-Stout has 
seen many changes throughout the past 32 
years. One of the mainstays that has been 
here throughout the duration of that time is 
now saying farewell. Executive Director of 
Enrollment Services and Director of Admis- 
sions Cynthia Gilberts has retired after over 
three decades of dedicated service. 

“T am so grateful that I have the opportu- 
nity to be part of a thriving university. It’s 
been a wonderful and fulfilling career. I feel 
lucky,” said Gilberts. 

Her time at the university began in 1977 as 
assistant director of advisement and school 
relations. In 1995, she was named director 
of admissions and in 2000 she added the title 
of executive director of enrollment services. 
Gilberts and the rest of her staff became 
accustomed to new technology to recruit 
students to UW-Stout. She mentioned that 
implementing the laptop program was not a 
problem to market to prospective students. 
The addition of more majors for students to 
select from was also a contributing factor in 


the rise of enrollment. UW-Stout currently 
has 37 undergraduate majors and plans to 
add more in the near future. 

One of the reasons Gilberts decided to 
end her tenure at the university was the fact 
that an important milestone was recently 
achieved. A few years back, Chancellor 
Charles W. Sorensen set a goal for the enroll- 
ment of UW-Stout to reach 9,000 students. 
This fall, enrollment exceeded that number, 
reaching a university record 9,016. Her de- 
parture has been in the works for some time, 
but the fact that his goal was met made her 
retirement a much easier decision. 

Her staff, or her “peeps” as she lovingly 
called them, will miss her immensely. Her 
replacement Pamela Holsinger-Fuchs, who 
came over from the University of Wisconsin 
Eau-Claire has nothing but kind words to say 
about Gilberts. “Cindy is an unforgettable 
personality, she has a great laugh and likes to 
make people feel important.” 

Gilbert’s future will be on the National 
Hispanic College Fair Organization advisory 
council. Summing up her time at UW-Stout 
she said, “After 32 and a half years, it’s time 
to move on.”

A gutsy call by the University of Wisconsin-

Jump, gallop and judge: 
Lund hits her stride in 
Wheeler competition

On Saturday, Sept. 26, Elizabeth Lund, 
a senior from the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout, participated in a three-day event in 
Wheeler, Wis. Lund has been riding horses 
for 15 years now and owns a horse named 
Lady Hannah B. Many at the event, including 
myself, felt her performance in the event was 
outstanding and a spectacle to watch. It was 
also interesting to see the horse subculture 
that was exposed at the event. But before ex- 
plaining how Lund performed, you must first 
know how the sport is played. 

Three-day eventing has three stages start- 
ing out with dressage. Dressage is done by 
memorizing a pattern in an arena. The rider 
and the horse go to different letters where 
judges score according to the level of the test 
your riding. All penalties are then added up. 

The second event is cross-country, which 
consists of jumping fences in open fields, 
banks, waters, ditches and coops. A time limit 
is given and any time over that limit receives 
a .4 time penalty. If a horse refuses to jump 
at a fence, 20 penalty points are given. If you 
fall of your horse or if your horse falls down, 
you are eliminated. 

The third event is show jumping. This 
involves jumping over fences that fall down 
in an arena. For every pole that falls down, 
there is a four-point penalty. Also, for every 
second over the time allowance, one penalty

point is noted. If your horse stops at a fence, 
four penalty points are given. Then all three 
of those penalty points are added up and the 
total is the final standing. The judges com- 
pile the scores, and the rider with the lowest 
amount of penalties wins. 

Lund has been a professional rider for 
quite some time. “I am a professional event 
trainer,” Lund explained. “I have competed 
my horse up to the intermediate level of 
eventing. The levels are beginner novice, 
novice, training, preliminary, intermediate 
and advanced. Then, there is the four-star 
level which is above advanced. Finally there 
is the Olympic level.” Although you can 
ride at any age, there are some restrictions. 
“There are some level restrictions when you 
get in upper levels. You have to be 14 to go 
preliminary, 16 to go intermediate and 18 to 
go advanced,” said Lund. 

Her event at Otter Creek Horse Trails 
with Lady Hannah B started at 12:30 p.m. in 
Wheeler, Wis. (located just north of Menom- 
onie). Lund ended the event in second place 
of five riders. Although she did not finish 
first, her sunken road jump was by far the 
best of the five riders. When describing the 
event, Lund said, “You’re galloping at up to 
26 miles an hour over fences that are solid 
and don’t fall down; it is an adrenaline rush. 
Just being able to work with your horse and 
have the connection and trust in each other 
and that you as a rider can navigate where 
your horse is going to go and they will do it 
for you is an amazing 
experience.” 

Although this is 
a beautiful sport to 
spectate and exhila- 
rating to partake in, 
keep in mind that it is 
regarded as one of the 
most dangerous sports 
in the world. 

“We have had 
about 16 deaths in 
the last two years in 
the U.S. mainly from 
rotational horse falls. 
A rotational horse 
fall occurs when the 
horse doesn’t pick up 
its legs and summer- 
saults over the fence 
and lands on the rid- 
er,” said Lund.

New Majors Introduced at UW-Stout 


Three new majors to be available to future students

On Oct. 16, the Board of Regents unani- 
mously approved the new applied social sci- 
ence major at the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout. The applied social science major, which 
will start being offered in 2010, is not the only 
new major making its way to the UW-Stout 
campus. Game design and development as 
well property management are two new ma- 
jors approved by the Board of Regents over 
this past summer. The number of undergradu- 
ate majors offered at UW-Stout is now at 38. 

“The applied social science program is a 
perfect fit with UW-Stout’s designation as 


Wisconsin’s Polytechnic University,” said 
John Murphy, dean of the College of Arts, 
Humanities and Social Sciences.“It takes the 
traditional foundations of the various social 
science disciplines-history, political science, 
sociology, anthropology and economics-and 
develops, in our students, specific applica- 
tions of the theoretical into the practical.” 
Game design and development was avail- 
able as a concentration for the applied mathe- 
matics and computer science majors. Student 
demand, along with industry growth, helped 
the university to develop the new majors. 
“The game design and development pro- 
gram complements UW-Stout’s polytechnic 
program array. It uses the strengths of long- 


established programs at UW-Stout and focus- 
es on the fast-growing video game industry,” 
said Diane Christie, program director for the 
new major. “The video game industry con- 
tinues to blossom in Wisconsin, and employ- 
ment opportunities are predicted to continue 
to grow regionally as well as nationally.” 

Property management has been a minor at 
Stout since 1985. 

“While a number of universities offer a 
degree program in real estate, most of those 
programs only offer a single course in prop- 
erty management,” said Doug Kennedy, 
program director for the new major. This 
new major will be offered by the department 
of hospitality and tourism.

UW-Stout will offer three-year graduation plan 


Select majors will be able to complete their bachelor's degree in three years

At a time when the average number of years 
to finish a bachelors degree is approaching five, 
the University of Wisconsin-Stout is allowing 
members of three popular majors to graduate 
in just three. On Oct. 14 Chancellor Sorensen 
announced that he had accepted the recom- 
mendations of a task force composed of Edwin 
Biggerstaff, Damien Hanft, Karen Martinson 
and Associate Vice Chancellor Janice Coker to 
offer students majoring in Psychology, Busi- 
ness Administration and Hotel, Restaurant and 
Tourism Management the opportunity to finish 
their degrees in three years. These three majors 
were chosen because they are some of the larg- 
est majors on campus and consistently offer 
summer and Winterm classes, an important ele- 
ment of the plan. “I just think they can be more 
efficient in how they go to school,” said Chan- 
cellor Sorensen in support of the plan. “In these 
challenging economic times, we need to offer 
our students every avenue possible to complete 
their degrees quickly.” 


Graduating in three years has always been 
an option in the past. “We always have a 
few students who decide on their own to fast 
track their degrees,” said Coker. “This puts a 
more formal process around it and provides 
the student with the support to accomplish 
it.” According to Hanft, UW-Stout is the first 
school in the University of Wisconsin system 
to have an official three year program and 
it is the first school in the country to allow 
Hotel, Restaurant and Tourism Management 
majors to graduate in three years. 

Beginning in the fall of 2010, interested 
students can sign a contract with the Uni- 
versity outlining both parties’ obligations for 
the three year plan. Students who sign the 
contract get priority enrollment so they can 
get the classes they need to complete their 
majors. These students are required to take 
summer and Winterm classes and meet with 
their advisor on a regular basis to stay on 
track. The members of the task force expect 
about two to five percent of students in each 
major will opt for the acceleration program. 
“In Hotel, Restaurant and Tourism Manage- 


ment we have about 600 students so about 
15 or 20 will likely take advantage of this 
program,” said Hanft. It will be easiest for 
freshmen starting in 2010 to utilize the new 
program, but anyone in any year is welcome 
to join. Hanft warns however that it may take 
longer than three years depending on when 
you start. 

Taking classes during breaks may sound 
unpleasant but it has been very beneficial for 
many students like applied psychology grad- 
uate student Sadie Larson. She never feltlike 
she lost touch with school because of the 
summer classes and WinTerM. Because of 
her accelerated program, Larson could grad- 
uate with her master’s degree before many of 
her friends earned their bachelors degrees. 

There will be no changes in admission 
requirements to enter any of these majors, 
nor will credit numbers or general education 
requirements decrease. Students also must 
complete all co-ops, internships or field ex- 
periences needed for the major. The require- 
ments will simply be filled faster. Students 
who participate in this program won’t save 


any money on tuition since Stout charges 
per credit but they will save at least a year’s 
worth of campus living expenses and will get 
a job and a paycheck earlier. Freshman Busi- 
ness Administration major Alyssa Mabb sup- 
ports the idea. “It sounds like a lot of work 
and you would have to be really focused but 
it is a good idea,” said Mabb. According to 
Coker, if the three-year program goes well 
for Psychology, Business Administration and 
Hotel, Restaurant and Tourism Management 
students, the plan will likely be applied to all 
majors in the coming years. 

All members of the task force pointed out 
the greater flexibility granted to students who 
sign up for the accelerated program. Students 
could complete more than one degree in four 
years or spend an entire year studying abroad 
rather than the traditional semester. They 
encourage all students to consider participat- 
ing. Contract signing will not occur until Fall 
2010 but if you are interested and in one of 
the three applicable majors, please talk to 
your program advisor to find out how this ex- 
citing program can work for you.

A Stronger Student Aid Program

The Student Aid and Fiscal Responsibility 
Act, which I recently voted for in the House 
of Representatives, is the single largest 
investment in aid to help students and 
families pay for college. The passage of 
this bill will not only help a student graduate 
with less debt, but eases the financial aid 
application process, stabilizes the student 
loan program, invests in education, and 
helps us build a stronger, more competitive 
American economy. 

Larger Pell Grants and the expansion 
of low-cost loans put students’ needs first. 
Funds available under this bill will help 
provide needed support for the growing 
number of student aid applicants and help 
students graduate with less debt. Over 
the next 10 years, the bill allows us to

invest nearly $500 million in Pell Grants 
to Wisconsin students. In the Third 
Congressional District alone, this increases 
the total number of students receiving grants 
by 75 percent and more than doubles the 
amount of funding for grant awards, over 
today’s amounts. 

This legislation also helps simplify the 
federal student aid application process, 
making the FAFSA form easier to fill out 
and allowing students and families to apply 
for aid using the information on tax returns. 

More affordable interest rates and more 
low-cost federal loans will be available by 
strengthening the Perkins Loan program 
through more reliable funding from the 
government. Through a less expensive, 
streamlined program run by the Department 
of Education, we will be able to stabilize the 
federal student loan program, preventing 
parents and students from worrying about 


whether or not fluctuations in the financial 
market will hurt their access to low-cost 
student loans. In addition, this program will 
eliminate the lending middleman, lowering 
interest rates, saving taxpayers $87 billion 
over 10 years. The private lending industry 
will continue to play a role ina public-private 
partnership by servicing loans; ensuring 
students get the best loan education and 
customer service available and preserving 
jobs in our communities. 

Savings generated from this bill will be 
used to reduce the deficit by $10 billion 
and will also be invested right back into 
education.

Recently recognized by Billboard Magazine 
as one of “five up-and-coming jambands” in the 
country (alongside such names as EOTO and 
Glitch Mob), Minneapolis-based Roster Mc- 
Cabe hosted its first Green Guerilla Fest on Oct. 
2 and 3 at Owsley’s Golden Road in Denver. 


Guitarist and vocalist for the group, Drew 
Preiner, 24, said that the focus of Green Gue- 
rilla is to bring “local musicians, local concert- 
goers, local vendors and a local environmental 
organization together to enjoy live music and 
inform everyone in attendance about current 
environmental issues.” 

The inaugural event boasted six Colorado- 
based bands along with Steve Molitz, key- 
board player for Particle and Phil Lesh & 
Friends, who sat in with the group each night. 
Also for the event, Roster McCabe teamed up 
with Environment Colorado, a citizen-based 
advocacy group, helping to raise money and 
awareness for the green cause. 

Preiner said they hope to host several 
Green Guerilla’s throughout the country, 
with the next one scheduled for a Midwest 
location in the spring. 

Along with hosting a series of Green Guer- 
rilla events over the next year, Roster McCabe 
is keeping busy with heavy touring, working 
on a new CD and trying to hit as many festi- 
vals as possible in the upcoming summer. 

Preiner said that they will play 137 shows 
by the end of 2009 and are planning on playing 
over 150 in 2010. “The only way we can get 
to a level where we want to be is to keep writ- 
ing and to keep touring — we want to make our 
live shows a party that everyone can get down 
to,” said Preiner. 

Roster McCabe’s sound is an amalgama- 


tion of reggae, progressive rock, ‘70s funk and 
electronica, and its live shows are truly indica- 
tive of such varied influences. 

Lead singer and keyboardist Alex Steele 
brings a high-energy, roots reggae meets hip- 
hop appeal to each song, while the rhythm 
section of bassist Scott Muellenberg and 
drummer Jeff Peterson keep things tight 
and constantly grooving. Meanwhile, Pre- 
iner sinks in the middle with quick riffs and 
thick rhythms as lead guitarist Mike Daum 
unleashes a fury of notes that soar over the 
crowd in an electric frenzy. Together they 
are ultra tight, extremely funky and certainly 
know how to get a crowd moving. 

Roster McCabe will play at The Waterfront 
on Tuesday, Oct. 27 as part of its Halloween 
Tour. Preiner says, “It will be the best Hallow- 
een show that [you] will ever see, ever!” It will 
return again to The Waterfront on December 5 
to play a Benefit for the Bridge to Hope near 
the end of the fall semester with three other 
musical acts. 

The band is currently in the middle of an 
extensive 30+ run of shows that ranges from 
right here in Menomonie to Southern Illinois 
and out to Colorado.

The Menomonie Theater Guild Presents: Proof

It took me only a few minutes of talking 
with University of Wisconsin-Stout professor 
James Miller to appreciate his passion for the- 
ater. Another five minutes and I realized he is 
a walking encyclopedia on all things theatri- 
cal. Miller’s office in Harvey Hall even pos- 
sesses a little stage whimsy itself with an old 
prop wood stove aglow for ambiance. There, 
he sat down with me to talk about his current 
Menomonie Theater Guild project, the stage 
production of David Auburn’s “Proof.” 

“Last spring, I designed and directed Mar- 
garet Edson’s “Wit for the Guild,” said Miller. 
“Proof” and “Wit” have a similar scope; both 
plays have intellectuals and intellectual life at 
their core.” 

The Menomonie Theater Guild opens its 
51st season with “Proof,” a mathematically 
themed “whodunit” that in 2001 won both the 
Tony Award for best play and the Pulitzer Prize 
for drama. 

“Directing “Proof’ was something I had 
considered several years ago while director 
of theater at UW-Stout,” said Miller. “At that 
time, UW-Stout professor Steve Collie and I 


talked about him playing the lead character, 
Robert.” All good things eventually come to 
pass as Collie is now cast as Robert along with 
three UW-Stout alumni that Miller had previ- 
ously considered for roles in “Proof.” 

“T remember talking to Dan Zabrowski 
when he was a UW-Stout student about playing 
Hal,” said Miller. “At that time, Dan thought 
it would be too difficult to play Hal since the 
character was so much older. Now, eight years 
later, Dan is the exact age of the character - 
come to think of it; all of the actors are not too 
far off from playing themselves.” 

In unbelievable depth, Miller spent the 
next 45 minutes explaining to me the “Proof” 
plotline. 

“The four-character play takes place on 
the back porch of a house near the University 
of Chicago, where Robert (Stephen Collie) 
was once the star of the math faculty, having 
made unparallel contributions to three differ- 
ent fields of mathematics by the time he was 
23-years-old. Unfortunately, his brilliant mind 
began to unravel at about the same time, not 
unlike the delusional John Nash whose in- 
stability and schizophrenia was portrayed in 
the film ‘A Beautiful Mind.’ While his eldest 
daughter Claire (Laura Oliver) fled to make a 


life of her own in New York, his other daugh- 
ter Catherine (Ricki Millevolte) remained to 
look after her “bughouse’ father, sacrificing her 
own plans for college and a career in order that 
her dad might continue to live in his familiar 
home and neighborhood rather than a mental 
institution,” he said. 

“During a brief remission, Robert tutors 
a promising graduate student, Hal (Dan Za- 
browski), who goes on to become a math pro- 
fessor himself at the University of Chicago. 
Having slipped back into madness, Robert has 
spent the last few years compulsively filling 
dozens of notebooks with meaningless scrib- 
bles and disjointed ‘word salad,’ which both 
Catherine and Hal painstakingly examine in 
hopes of finding some genuinely brilliant in- 
sight hidden among the detritus of his disinte- 
grated genius. Though she had dropped out of 
college, Catherine demonstrates an impressive 
knack for mental arithmetic and lightning fast 
calculation, which leads her, Claire and Hal to 
wonder exactly how much of her father’s bril- 
liance and how much of his instability she may 
have inherited. When an extraordinary math- 
ematical proof is found among Robert’s note- 
books, these questions of genius and heredity 
take center stage as Auburn explores big ideas 


about love, responsibility, hidden motives, and 
ultimately about the tension between trusting 
each other unconditionally versus the demand 
that nothing be accepted without unequivocal 
and compelling “proof.’” 

“This is a very simple and elegant play that 
is about how we strive to balance the brain’s 
drive to solve puzzles with the heart’s moti- 
vation to connect and commune with those 
around us,” said Miller. He explains that 
“Proof” recognizes that human life is fragile, 
that not everyone who is broken can readily be 
fixed, and that real life is not about heroes and 
villains but about compulsions and disappoint- 
ments. “There is humor and drama in Proof, 
which is why we have kept the set very mini- 
mal in order to focus on the amazing dialogue, 
and there is some math but there’s no test,” 
said Miller with a smile. 


“Proof” will be presented Nov. 6-15 at the 
Mabel Tainter Center for the Arts located 
in downtown Menomonie. Tickets can be 
purchased the day of the performance or in 
advance at the Mabel Tainter Box Office by 
calling (715) 235-0001.

They Live Amongst Us | The Ghosts of Menomonie

When you travel from downtown Menom- 
onie to Jeter-Tainter-Callahan Hall and out pass 
the Red Cedar Trail to Devil’s Punchbowl, you 
never know who or what might be following 
along the way. Legends tell of ghosts that live 
amongst us in western Wisconsin. That’s right, 
you don’t need to travel too far to talk with the 
living dead. In fact, there is even a guide, a road 
map per se, to haunted locations in Wisconsin. 
University of Wisconsin-Stout applied psychol- 
ogy alumni Chad Lewis coauthored with Terry 
Fisk “The Wisconsin Road Guide To Haunted 
Locations,” one out of five books the duo has 
written about haunted sites throughout the state, 
some right here in Menomonie. 

“So we started looking for a book to help 
us find those haunted places,” said Lewis in a 
2006 interview with the Dunn County News. 
“We found out that a lot of the history was 
made up and that the directions to get there 
were horrible.” 

Over the next few years, Lewis and Fisk 
started collecting stories and investigating 
haunted locations. They eventually formed 
Unexplained Research Publishing Company 
to publish their findings and the ghost stories 
from over 100 emails received each week. To 


date the duo has published haunted location 
books for Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, South 
Dakota and Illinois. 

Arecent paranormal investigation took place 
in the heart of downtown Menomonie at the 
Mabel Tainter Center for the Arts. Named after 
the 19-year-old girl who died unexpectedly in 
1886, the Mabel Tainter has been a source of 
haunted rumors for decades. People talk about 
seeing strange lights in the windows, hearing 
chains rattling and seeing a woman in white 
haunting the 119-year-old building. 

“Some folks think it’s Mabel herself or even 
her mother that has been seen on the lower lev- 
el,” said Erik Simonsen, Mabel Tainter execu- 
tive director. “I have never seen her but I have 
been a victim of her mischief such as turning 
lights back on after I leave a room.” 

On Dec. 6, 2008, the Mabel Tainter permit- 
ted 11 paranormal investigators from Sanity 
Check Paranormal Investigators (SPCJ) to stay 
overnight in the theater. 

“T had read about the Mabel Tainter on the 
Web and talked to locals about various inci- 
dents,” said Ken Ganji, lead investigator for 
SCPI. “It appeared that the potential for mul- 
tiple apparitions existed, so we asked for per- 
mission to investigate.” 

The SPCI crew consisted of six technicians 
with a variety of devices to detect activity, in-

When they arrive at the Eden resort, it is more 
than they expected. Apparently, couples therapy 
is mandatory, and anyone not participating will 
have to leave the island immediately. After 
agreeing to stay, they awake at 6 a.m. to start 


their journey and meet their counselors. Two 
of the couples didn’t think their marriage was 
troubled until they came to Eden. Their days 
on the island now bring up underlying issues in 
their marriages. To add to the disaster, the hotel 
staff tries to drive husbands and wives against 
each other. 

Couples Retreat opens very strong but then 
goes slowly downhill and gets lost, before 
coming back together in the end. This comedy 
works in some areas because of the big names 
and the breathtaking scenery of the island, but 
has its pointless moments. This wasn’t the best 
movie I’ve ever seen by Universal Pictures, but 
I did find myself laughing from time to time. 
Couples Retreat is a movie that couples may en- 
joy watching together because of the different 
aspects of relationship problems.

asked psychic sensitives 
Judy and Erin to join us be- 
cause they had in the past 
located apparitions within 
a building that our instru- 
ments did not detect.” 

They began the investi- 
gation on the lower level, 
and immediately Judy and 
Erin left the group and dis- 
appeared into a back room 
under the stage. “The sen- 
sitives claimed that they 
were pulled back to that 
room by a strong feeling,” 
said Ganji. “Judy and Erin 
sensed a male presence 
back in the dressing room 
under the stage.” Ken at 
that point recommended 
that they do a brief walk 
through to get familiar with all the rooms. 
Once reaching the stage on the main floor, 
both Erin and Judy again felt the presence of 
what they felt was a male above the stage on 
the catwalk. They also reported seeing shad- 
ows moving up on the catwalk. The shadows 
quickly disappeared and the team proceeded 
back to the lower level to pair up into teams. 

“T took Judy and Erin to the hallway in front 
of the women’s bathroom and was explaining 
what I wanted them to do,” said Ganji. “While 
talking to them, Erin quickly grabbed her shoul- 
der and turned around claiming that she was just 
tapped on her shoulder.” They looked to see if 
anything was near her or hanging from the ceil- 
ing, there was nothing. She then proceeded to 
walk into the women’s bathroom and immedi- 
ately backed out because of such a “heavy feel- 
ing.” Another investigator went into the bath- 
room and he also immediately came out. 

Due to both experiencing an eerie feeling, 
the team was prompted to set up equipment 
immediately and begin recording EVPs (elec- 
tronic voice phenomena). EVP recorders are

highly sensitive digital recorders that enable 
the investigator to carry on a discussion while 
picking up phenomena. What the EVP recorder 
captured was a female voice eerily whispering, 
“Get out.” 

“The most interesting EVP for me was 
the simultaneous recordings in two separate 
rooms on the second floor of a scream or high 
pitched shriek,” said Ganji. “The investigators 
were at least 50 feet away from each other and 
captured the same sound.” 

Although SCPI recovered only one phe- 
nomena photograph of an orb passing by a 
member on the staircase outside the lower 
level woman’s bathroom, they feel the Mabel 
Tainter deserves further inquiry. “We look for- 
ward to coming back,” said Ganji. “There is 
enough evidence to indicate that some form of 
paranormal activity is occurring right now at 
the Mabel Tainter.”

Three runners also 
ranked within the top 300: Kyle Richards, 
a freshman from Champlin, Minn., Mitch 
Easker, a freshmen from Antigo, Wis. and 
Matt Babcock; a freshmen, Chanhassen, 
Minn., placed 257th, 264th, and 291st. The

Beginning October with a bang, Johnston 
once again ranked high at the Blugold In- 
vite. In Colfax on Oct. 3, the Blue Devils 
cross country team finished seventh out 
of the18 teams running in the Invitational.

One student organization at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Stout has its eye on con- 
ducting community service at both the local 
and national levels.

Manifesta’s Destiny 
Student-led group able to book internationally known author, Dr. Clarissa Pinkola Estes

A little known group on campus has been 
able to secure a prominent author and poet to 
come give a free lecture at The University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. The lecturer is Dr. Clarissa 
Pinkola Estés. She is an internationally rec- 
ognized scholar, award-winning poet, diplo- 
mate senior Jungian psychoanalyst and post- 
trauma specialist. She is probably most well 
known for authoring her international best 
seller, “Women Who Run With the Wolves.” 
The book spent 145 weeks on the New York 
Times Bestseller list and has been published 
in 35 languages worldwide. 

Estés’ post-trauma expertise has been in 
high demand after some of recent and most 
devastating events on record that have oc- 
curred within the past 50 years. She started 
by providing therapy at hospitals in the 


1960s for severely injured children and 
shell-shocked war veterans and their fami- 
lies. She has given her services to natural 
disaster sites as well, providing help to Ar- 
menian earthquake survivors and training 
others in the field of post trauma on site. She 
has provided her services domestically to the 
community of Columbine, Colo. after the 
1999 massacre in Columbine High School. 
She also worked with families of survivors 
of the attacks that occurred on 9/11. Estés 
will share stories of her experiences in the 
Great Hall of the Memorial Student Center 
on Monday, Nov. 9 from 7-8 p.m. She will 
make an appearance in Milwaukee before 
coming to Menomonie. Funds totaling near- 
ly $6,500 were raised to bring the speaker to 
campus. They were provided by the English 
and Women and Gender Studies programs 
along with the College of Arts Humanities 
and Social Sciences, the Stout Student As-

University was launched in 2007 to engage 
college campuses around the world into the 
event. President Bill Clinton hosts the CGIU 
meeting with 1,200 students and leaders of 
some of the most innovative non-profits in 
the world attending. Celebrities, philanthro- 
pists and university presidents also attend 
the conference. 

“This was our first year participating in 
CGIU. We were absolutely astounded by the

The group was formerly known as Wom- 
en’s Issues, but former president and recently 
graduated Erica Idso decided to change the 
name to Manifesta.

Manifesta’s goal is to provide a safe envi- 
ronment that students can use as a sounding 
board on human rights issues. 

“People of minority groups, marginalized 
groups and different religious groups have a 
common struggle for equality. We’ve started 
having meetings between various diversity

Design majors participate in Make a Difference Day

Design students have been busy making 
a difference. Students in Professor Julie 
Peterson’s Design Theory and Methods 
course were assigned to invent something 
as a part of Make a Difference Day, which 
according to its Web site, is a “day cele- 
brating helping others.” 

Susie Lepro, a junior graphic design major 
in the class, said the assignment was “to rec- 
ognize a problem in our community, then de- 
sign and implement something to solve it.” 

Lepro and her project partner Christine 
White, a junior industrial design major, cre- 
ated a hose warmer. Lepro explains that a 
hose warmer is “a container built from chip- 
board and 2-by-4s with a rod and crank made 
from PVC pipe. The hose is reeled onto 
that. The warming component comes from 
the heat lamp recessed inside the box that 
is designed to keep the hose warm enough 
to keep the water inside from freezing. It is 
strictly for storage because any attachment 
to a water source would expose it to freezing 
temperatures.” 

The inspiration behind the hose warmer 
came from White’s work on a farm in Down 
ing, Wis. Farmers often use hoses to water 
their livestock, and in the winter the water 
freezes in the hose, making it more difficult 


for farmers to take care of their animals. Lep- 
ro and White’s hose warmer will solve that 
problem. The hose warmer is currently at the 
Downing farm, but Lepro and White have 
considered marketing their product. 

“We’ve generated quite a lot of interest,” 
said Lepro. “If we were to market the hose 
warmer, it would be around $50.” 

Other inventions included a bike seat cover 
invented by sophomore industrial design ma- 
jor Paul Kolter and junior multimedia design 
major Ben Wolf. 

According to Kolter in an interview with 
the Leader Telegram, he and Wolf noted, 
“One problem with bike seats is the water 
that lands on them. It doesn’t bead off.” Wolf 
added, “It’s uncomfortable for students to 
have to sit through class if their pants get wet 
on their bike.” 

To solve this problem, Wolf and Kolter 
invented a bike seat cover similar to a wind- 
breaker that is attached to the bike seat and 
can be unrolled as needed. 

The Make a Difference Day assignment is 
useful for design students to get more prac- 
tice designing, but it is also very beneficial 
to the community at large. Even though 
preventing water from freezing and keeping 
bicyclists’ pants dry may seem trivial, the 
inventions created by Lepro, White, Kolter, 
Wolf and their classmates will certainly make 
a difference.

Pumpkin Road Rally 


Stout Auto Club hosts race through Menomonie area

Fast drivers are normally penalized, but 
this Saturday the fastest driver will win 
a prize. On Nov. 7, the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout Automobile Club will host the 
Pumpkin Road Rally. Cars, trucks, bikes, 
boats, lawn mowers, mopeds and all other 
vehicles are welcome to enter. 

The race starts at the Dunn County Rec- 
reation Park and goes through Downsville 
and Knapp on back roads to finish at Wa- 
kanda Park. The track runs completely on 
blacktop roads, so drivers must follow all 
Wisconsin traffic laws, including the speed 
limit. A flyer advertising the rally reminds 
participants that, “Airbags are not required, 
but are suggested.” 

According to a statement issued by the 
Auto Club, “No GPS or cell phones are 
allowed during the rally to help navigate 
the course.”

Hotdogs, soda 
and water will be sold at reasonable prices. 

According to a representative from the 
Stout Auto Club, “This event is not meant for 
just fast cars.

The Menomonie-ville Horror 


A team of ghost hunters investigates the Mabel Tainter Theatre

It was a relatively quiet Sunday evening. 
The street and sidewalks lit by the yellow- 
ish streetlamps were wet; the air was damp. 
The moon, though not full, hung bright and 
silently behind the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout clock tower. Across Main Street, the 
Mabel Tainter Center for the Arts sat just as 
it had over a century when Andrew Tainter 
built it in 1889 in memory of his daughter 
who died at the age of 19. Over the years, 
much paranormal activity has been reported 
to have taken place there in one of Menom- 
onie’s most historical buildings. 

Aric Hanusa, a Stoutonia photographer 
and PR manager for Stout Media, arranged 
the evening’s events. Hanusa and the media 
crew which I was a part of would investigate 
the reported paranormal activity. With video 
cameras and other electronic equipment in 
hand, we were met by General Manager of 
the Mabel Tainter Theatre Vickie Ekblad. 
She would be giving us a quick tour of some 
of the building’s “hotspots.” We started in the 
theater that displays stained-glass windows, 
hand-carved woodwork and lustrous brass 
throughout a house that seats 313 people.

Ekblad told us that in her ten years here, 
she has heard and seen a lot of things she can- 
not explain rationally. 

“We’ve had a variety of mists throughout 
the building. Downstairs in the studio we’ve 
had mists, and backstage we’ve seen orbs. 
Up top, where Henry Doty Maxson’s study 
is, people have claimed to see a shadowy fig- 
ure in the doorway observing them.” Ekblad 
explained that employees often experience 
the sounds coming from the stage, as though 
somebody is walking across it. 

“One of the most common things that em- 
ployees find is the footsteps on the stage itself 
at night. Usually it’s preceded with a feeling 
as they’re closing, like somebody’s following 
them through the place observing them. They 
feel a presence.” Footsteps are also heard in 
other places throughout the Mabel Tainter 
Theatre, and Ekblad believes the peak activ- 
ity happens at show time when there is high 
energy in the building. 

Other than footsteps, orbs and mists, re- 
ported paranormal activity includes cold 
spots and a lady in white seen in the base- 
ment kitchen and ladies’ room. Other reports 


include an older woman who looks to be from 
the 1950s and unexplained odors of lavender 
and cherry tobacco. 

With this information, we broke up into 
teams. My team included Aric Hanusa, a 
photographer and another member of Stout 
Media. With the lights turned off, flashlights, 
cameras and a tape recorder in hand, we first 
went to the basement where Hanusa tried to 
summon the lady in white by asking ques- 
tions into the silent darkness. Our focus was 
mainly the kitchen, hallway and ladies’ room. 
Though we saw nothing, we did experience 
chills at various moments. 

We then went to the study of the Rev. Hen- 
ry Doty Maxson and pulled the curtains and 
sat in the darkness. Hanusa was under the im- 
pression that he was not being well received. 
The air in the room felt heavy, making it dif- 
ficult to breathe. 

“T don’t think he likes me,” Hanusa com- 
mented during our stay in that room. “I get a 
real heavy feeling.” 

I visited the Reverend’s study three times 
that night, twice with my team and once with 
Stout Media President Ian Itow. When I en-

tered with Itow, the room was the same as 
being in any other room at any other time. 
When I was with Hanusa, I had to pull my 
sleeves down over my arms to stop from 
shivering. 

The only visual either team caught was the 
opening of a heavy oak door in the kitchen. 
Two members of Stout Media witnessed and 
investigated it. As it was a heavy door, they 
believed it to be impossible to have been 
opened by a gust of wind. Stout Media has 
not posted its findings on its Web site. 

Later, after listening to my tape record- 
ings, I could hear unexplainable sounds in 
the background throughout the evening, such 
as the sound of rushing air that lasted 45 sec- 
onds, the faint sound of music at one point, 
singing at another and a low whisper at yet 
another spot in the recording. Even the be- 
havior of the tape recorder was questionable. 
As for Hanusa’s feeling that he was not well 
received there, “Perhaps Rev. Doty was test- 
ing him,” Ekblad said.

UW-Stout professor receives prestigious award

Nominations are being taken for the 15th 
Annual Outstanding Women of Color in Ed- 
ucation Award. The University of Wisconsin 
System Women’s Studies Consortium and 
the Office on Equity, Diversity and Inclusion 
is set to host the event. 

The University of Wisconsin-Stout Asso- 
ciate Professor Hollace Anne Theuber says 
that this year’s conference theme is “Leader- 
ship and Collaboration in Shaping the Future: 
The Intersections of Gender, Race, Ethnicity 
and Sexuality.” 

Each campus in the UW System will rec- 
ognize one woman who has advanced in edu- 
cational opportunities to help other woman. 

Theuber says, “Those women are women 
of color and minorities who understand is- 
sues for other women.” 

The Outstanding Women of Color Award 
Ceremony began in 1994. UW-Stout began 
participating in 1996. Nominees can be fac- 
ulty members, students or community citi- 
zens. The selection process is campus-based. 
It looks for women who have worked in areas 
dealing with diversity for women and those 
who have worked to improve the lives of 
other women, mainly women of color. 

According to the Women’s Studies Con- 
sortium, “The charge is to identify women 
of color who have consistently demonstrated 
their ability to rally diverse forces together 
to advance the agenda of women who have 
created positive changes at their institutional

level. This includes curriculum development, 
infusion, receiving grants, mentoring women 
and demonstrating an understanding of the 
interplay of family, community and culture 
in the lives of women of color.” 

Theuber has received the award twice. The 
first time was through the University of Wis- 
consin-Superior in 1998. She received the 
award again through UW-Stout in 2004-2005. 
At this time she also received a Congressio- 
nal Recognition due to the fact that it was the 
10th anniversary of the Outstanding Women 
of Color in Education Award. Theuber be- 
came aware of the Women’s Studies Consor- 
tium in 1997 and shortly thereafter became 
involved in women’s issues. 

She says, “This program is an initiative the 
UW System has that really helps to recognize 
women of color. Women have many roles and 
issues that are very compelling. Just to know 
that there’s some type of recognition helps to 
motivate us and ensure our success. No one 
does the work they do because they think 
they’ll win an award. We do the work we 
do because it’s natural for us. The Women’s 
Consortium has a commitment to improve 
the lives of women.” 

The nomination deadline is Nov. 15. Once 
the nominee is selected, she will receive her 
award on April 17, 2010 at the University of 
Wisconsin-Whitewater. Information on the 
nomination process can be found at http:// 
www3.uwstout.edu/diversity/upload/POST- 
ER.pdf.

My name is Ben Klingenberg, and | am a student at UW-Eau Claire. | am 

writing to inform my fellow students about the bill that would ensure 
a more geographically diverse Board of Regents, and | am also urging 
them to contact their state representatives and encourage them to vote 
in favor of this legislation. 
The Board of Regents is an 18-member body that appoints top officials, 
sets admission standards and approves university budgets for the UW 
System. Fourteen of the board’s members are appointed by the Governor 
to seven-year positions. Currently, 10 of these 14 live in Milwaukee or 
Dane County. 

This week, the state legislature will vote on a bill that will divide the 

state into seven districts and require that at least one member of the 
Regents be from each district. 
As a UW student, | believe it is vitally important for the Board of Regents 
to represent the opinions and concerns of all institutions of higher 
education within the UW System. The board makes decisions about 
tuition increases and major system-wide policies, and these decisions 
significantly impact the lives of students. 

Currently, the composition of the board is heavily skewed to two of 
the 26 UW System schools. By adopting the proposed bill, state residents 
will be assured that decisions made by the Board of Regents will better 
represent the UW System and the state as a whole. 

Students, our voices need to be heard, regardless of where we live. Please 
call your state representatives and ask them to support Assembly Bill 
276/Senate Bill 223 regarding geographic representing on the University 


of Wisconsin Board Of Regents.

“Tt’s funny you should ask me ‘Why Sylvia?’ because ‘Why 
a dog?’ is the first thing Kate asks her husband Greg in the 
play,” said Paul Calenberg, director of theater at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout. “When her husband Greg brings home an 
abandoned dog from the park, Kate immediately exercises her 
right to veto with a very big NO — N period O period.” 

So begins the UW-Stout Theater Department’s production of 
“Sylvia,” A.R. Gurney’s 1995 comedy of entangled relationships 
between a middle-aged man, his uncompromising wife and a 
stray dog named Sylvia. 

The play stars UW-Stout students Laura Drew as Kate, Justin 
Hahn as Greg, Will Schipke in three roles as Tom, Leslie and 
Phyllis and Brittany Waltz as Sylvia. Paul Calenberg is the one- 
man production team working as 
director, scenic design, publicity 
manager and technical director. 

“Thankfully ‘Sylvia’ is a small 
ensemble,” said Calenberg with 
a weary smile. “And I have the 
incredible talents of Chris Nimm as 
lighting designer and Sam Bochek 
as costume designer. Without them 
I would be lost.” 

The Theater Department’s 
Technical Director position was not reinstated this year, and 
the prospect of it being funded again is uncertain. So for now, 
Calenberg must “burn the candle at both ends” to get Sylvia 
ready for opening on Nov. 11. 

The story of “Sylvia” begins shortly after empty-nesters Greg 
and Kate have moved to Manhattan from the suburbs. Greg’s 
career as a financial trader is beginning to tire him while Kate’s 
work as an English teacher is providing more career growth 
opportunities. 

“Kate’s a hard-ass; she doesn’t hold anything back and she 
is enjoying her second life without children,” explains actress

Greg an excuse to escape from his 

job and the cloud of middle age. With 
Sylvia, he feels “real.” In a sense, Greg falls in love with his 
dog. Sylvia is everything his life is not — exciting, spontaneous 
and carefree. But to Kate, she is the other woman — a rival for 
Greg’s affections. 

“T love dogs,” said Calenberg. “That’s part of the appeal for 
me, but it is also the hilarity of Greg and Kate bantering back 
and forth trying to resolve this dilemma. It is an honest look at 
the nature of relationships.” 

In the play, Sylvia thinks Kate just doesn’t understand the 
relationship between a man and his dog. 

“Kate has a heart; she is simply trying to keep Greg on 
track so he doesn’t screw up at this point in their lives,” said 
Drew. “She is maybe a little emotionally threatened by Sylvia 
but certainly not physically. Kate isn’t afraid to get down on 
all fours with Sylvia — which is actually one of the funnier 
interactions in the play.” 

Their marriage is headed for serious jeopardy when Kate’s 
college friend Phyllis and the 
couple’s androgynous marriage 
counselor Leslie, both played 
to comic perfection by Will 
Schipke, get involved in the 
debate. After Leslie has a therapy 
session with Greg, she tells Kate 
to get a gun and shoot Sylvia 
saying, “I hope you get her right 
between the eyes.” 

After a series of hilarious and 
touching complications, Greg and Kate come to an impasse that 
will determine Sylvia’s fate. 

“You are treated to a comical, yet poignant slice of life,” 
said Calenberg. “It’s a story that reflects on the importance of 
compromise in relationships, both human and canine.”

When brothers Kyle and Ryan Fosburgh 
decided to form The Blind Owls, they did so 
in honor of blues legend Alan “Blind Owl” 
Wilson. 

“It was Wilson’s music with Canned Heat 
that inspired us as beginning musicians,” said 
Kyle, a blues and roots music historian who 
writes musicological analyses for the Alan 
“Blind Owl” Wilson biography Web site. “We 
started The Blind Owls in part to revitalize 
traditional roots music.” 

American roots music, also considered 
by some musicians as folk music, is a broad 
category that includes bluegrass, gospel, blues 
and country. The music is considered “roots 
music” because it is the basis for music that 
later developed in the United States, including 
rock and roll, rhythm and blues and jazz. The 
duo performs mostly blues and bluegrass, but 
their versatility as musicians makes it possible 
to “turn up the volume” and rock the house in 
any genre of music from country rock to a ‘60s 
rock n’ roll jam. 


Ryan, an audio recording engineer, musician 
and student at the University of Wisconsin- 
River Falls, tends to be more of a classic 
rocker than Kyle, drawing influence from ‘60s 
and ‘70s blues music. 

“Now that we have built our musical 
repertoire as a duo, it’s time to start pursuing 
the full band sound Ryan appreciates,” said 
Kyle. “We were a trio for a short period, but a 
natural process led us back to being a duo—at 
least for the time being. We want to draw other

musicians to us, instead of seeking out people 
to simply fill a role in a band.” 

This natural progression of developing their 
own brand of music brought the brothers to the 
point of recording their first album. 

The Blind Owls recently finished 
producing its debut album, “Rising from the 
Roots,” with eight original acoustic songs 
that define the group’s music. The Blind 
Owls’ sound is very similar to the iconic 


southern roots music of The Wood Brothers. 
It has an unpretentious feel that blends blues, 
folk and rock through a finely tuned filter 
of guitar and bass. Kyle and Ryan shared 
responsibilities on vocals, guitar and bass 
with Ryan mixing and mastering the album. 

“This is where we started; the traditions of 
roots music mean a lot to us,” said Kyle, who 
is also the founder of the Roots Music Revival 
organization. “Right now, as a duo, the blues 
and roots music works great in the smaller 
venues we play throughout the Midwest. The 
intimacy of a place like the Acoustic Café 
lends itself to not turning up the volume yet 
achieving a full, rich sound that reverberates 
with the audience.” 

The Blind Owls will present its unique 
mixture of blues, rock and roots music at the 
Acoustic Café on Friday, Nov. 13 at 7 p.m. 
The show is free with a suggested donation for 
the band. The Blind Owls will have its new 
recording “Rising from the Roots” available 
for purchase at the performance.

Hockey team toppled by St. Norbert

The Blue Devil men’s hockey team is con- 
siderably well known around campus. After 
dominating last season where it made it to 
the NCAA Division II Frozen Four in Lake 
Placid, there have been higher expectations 
this semester than ever before. The team is 
known for long winning streaks and for play- 
ing its hardest. Last season was arguably its 
best season ever with a 23-6-2 win. 

It also won its first Northern Collegiate 
Hockey Association (NCHA) tournament cup 
championship with a 4-3 win against Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Superior. This proved to 
its competitors that it never takes its losses 
to heart and that it will keep plowing down 
the ice with speed and agility. A few play- 
ers have even gone farther with their talents. 
Last April, four of the players were chosen to 
the USCHO.com West All-Star team. These 
players include Derek Hanson, a junior from 
Bemidji, Minn., Jack Wolgemuth, a senior 
from Anchorage, Ala., Joel Gaulrapp, a ju- 
nior from Owatonna, Minn., and Matt Morin, 
from Brooklyn Park, Minn. 

Following this stream of victory it beat its 
conference rival, St. Scholastica, and earned 


its first Frozen Four trip. Coach Terry Wat- 
kins seems to be optimistic about their chanc- 
es this season but also wants to be cautious. 
The NHCA is known to be tough. 

“T see us as one of three or four teams that 
will be very competitive,” Watkins said. “We 
are a contender.” 

The NCHA coaches have expressed inter- 
est in the University of Wisconsin-Stout for 
earning the conference title. During a pre- 
season poll, it received the five first place 
votes. St. Norbert only received second place, 
and under them are University of Wisconsin- 
Superior and the University of Wisconsin- 
Stevens Point. 

UW-Stout seems to be famous for finding 
ways to win in difficult situations. It has it 
blowouts, but sixteen of UW-Stout’s wins 
last season were determined by two goals 
or less and eleven by one goal. Watkins 
said that his coaching staff are determin- 
ing the weaknesses and getting past them 
through practice. 

“We did not have enough depth in the goal. 
We didn’t have enough depth scoring and we 
needed to get bigger,” Watkins said. 

One big question that still has not been an- 
swered is about the team’s goalie. Jesse Pis- 
chlar, a junior from Sundbury, Ontario, is the

Tetons to climb a mountain. The climbing 
tested my strength, endurance and patience.

A new deal, a new streak

A shining start to the 2009 football season 
turned ugly when the team suffered its first 
two losses of the season. If that wasn’t bad 
enough, the team failed to score a touchdown 
in either of those contests. With four crucial 
games left in the season, the Blue Devils 
were able to do what good teams do and step 
it up when the going got tough. 

In back-to-back road victories over rivals 
the University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire and 
the University of Wisconsin-La Crosse, the 
Blue Devils were able to ring up a combined 
879 yards of total offense and 71 points. 
Quarterback Ross Carey was a big reason for 
this offensive resurgence as he accounted for 
535 yards of total offense to go along with 
six One-way tickets to the end zone. 

This kind of performance did not 
happen overnight. 

When asked if the game planning changed 
or if the offense simply executed better, Car- 
ey responded, “The coaches got on us a little 
in practice, and we had the two best weeks 
of practices of the season. The offensive 
line was blowing people off the ball and our 
running backs were running wild. It really 
didn’t take much except a little extra effort 
on everyone’s part.” 

This extra effort certainly showed as the 
offense began to come alive and operated on 
all cylinders. 

Earlier in the season, the team had been 
relying on its staunch defense to keep it in 
games, but Carey did not always want it to 
take the brunt of the pressure. 

“As an offense, we wanted the defense to 
be able to lean on us for a change and take 
some of the pressure off them,” said Carey. 

Carey also added that the chemistry between 
the members of the team is as strong as ever 


while it makes its final push toward a playoff 


berth, but it needs to take it one game at a time 


since it is not in control of its own destiny. 

During their first road win against UW- 
Eau Claire, the Blue Devils jumped out to 
a 22-0 first half lead and never led by less 
than 13 points for the duration of the game. 
The defense continued its play by limiting 
the Blugolds’ ground game to a mere 40 
yards on a 1.7 yard per carry average. Mar- 
cus Ball, who has just begun to see regular 
playing time, backed-up his pre-season, All- 
American billing by harassing Eau Claire 
quarterback Kyle Paulson in the form of two 
sacks and a quarterback hurry. This constant 
pressure led to two interceptions by defen- 
sive back Adam Churchill, his third in two 
games. His final pick stopped an Eau Claire 
scoring opportunity, and the final score was 
set at 36-15. 

The following week, the Blue Devils trav- 
elled to La Crosse to face a team they had 
beat seven out of the previous 10 times they 
faced each other. This game was a roller- 
coaster of scoring as the teams were trading 
touchdowns with each other up to halftime 
and a 14-14 ball game. The Blue Devils 
then showed their second half swagger and 
put up 21 second half points to eventually 
win the game 35-28. The second half fea- 
tured a 99-yard scoring drive and a fumble 
by Craig Warminski that was returned for 
a touchdown that brought the Eagles score 
closer than it should have been. Despite his 
fumble, Warminski contributed 128 of his 
teams’ 304 yards on the ground to go along 
with three rushing touchdowns. 

The Blue Devils will wrap up their sea- 
son by hosting the University of Wisconsin- 
Platteville at Don & Nona Williams Stadium 
before heading to the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Oshkosh to face the Titans in their sea- 
son finale. For their efforts against UW-La 
Crosse, Carey was named to the D3football. 
com Team of the Week while Churchill was 
named the WIAC Defensive Player of the 
Week with his 12 total tackles.

Budget Meeting 


SSA delegates funds and more

The University Student Senate of the Stout 
Student Association congregated on Tues- 
day, Nov. 17 to discuss new resolutions and 
to approve contingency funds for the fall of 
2009. President of the SSA Phil Rizzo began 
the meeting with his shared governance re- 
port followed by reports from Vice President 
Michael Broetzmann and the rest of the SSA 
directors. 

Issues addressed in the reports involved 
goings-on around campus. Ten more bike 
racks are to be put up around campus with 
the focus on the area in front of the library 
where there currently are none. Repairs 
needed on the track on the east side of the 
Johnson Fieldhouse will be completed as 
well. A survey was proposed to find out how 
students get their news around campus. An 
example of how technical and detail-oriented 
these meetings are was shown during the sur- 
vey motion. One response to a question on 
the survey was debated for nearly 10 min- 
utes. There were three different motions to 
change the wording of the response before it 
was tabled indefinitely. 

As for more pressing issues, the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Stout campus is currently 
unable to meet the standards of the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act, so minor adjust- 
ments need to be made. These adjustments 
are mostly topographical issues that will be 
taken care of so that the campus is able to 
comply with the ADA. Updates on the con- 
struction were also given. The Hovlid Hall 
renovations are on schedule and, when com- 
pleted, will provide students living on north 
campus with a new dining hall as well as a 
fitness center on the level below it. The con- 
struction efforts on Jarvis Hall are not going 
as swimmingly. They are behind schedule 
and will not be completed until August 2010. 
This bad news is compounded with the flood- 
ing incident that happened last month that 
caused significant damage to all three floors 
as well as the basement of Jarvis Hall. 

After the shared governance reports, the 
focus shifted to two new important resolu- 
tions. The first resolution called “Access to 
Learning” is at the end of its 10-year cycle 
and needs to be renewed. “Access to Learn- 
ing” allows students the opportunity to in- 
teract and gain leadership skills through 
supported services. Students receive direct 
benefits through program funds allowing 
them affordable childcare services and par- 
ticipation in a cooperative education pro- 
gram while attending UW-Stout. In 2008, the 
co-op program made ties with more than 835 


employers. Students paid $260,558 toward 
the program and their earnings exceeded $7 
million, with each participant earning an av- 
erage of $12.85 per hour. 

Seventy-five percent of the “Access to 
Learning” fees allow the addition of student 
employees and supports students within 29 
departments. The differential tuition gener- 
ates roughly $1.8 million annually. This reso- 
lution passed unanimously. 

“By having “Access to Learning,” it en- 
hances the applied learning aspect on cam- 
pus,” said Jason Abrahamson the director of 
legal affairs for the SSA. 

The second resolution of the evening that 
would be put to a vote was focused on cus- 
tomized instruction. The students that are 
enrolled in customized instruction programs 
will not pay segregated fees and will not have 
access to segregated fee activities such as e- 
Scholar and textbook rental. This program 
allows non-traditional students access to un- 
dergraduate as well as graduate programs; 
the focus is on asynchronous education. 
Out-of-state students who are enrolled at 
UW-Stout will be charged in-state tuition in 
an attempt to attract people to complete their 
degrees. The costs of customized instruction 
go toward the direct costs of instruction and 
program support. There are 24 combined un- 
dergraduate and graduate programs that are 
offered; the number of full-time students en- 
rolled in this program has risen from 24 in 
1999 to 982 in 2008. The vote to continue 
this program passed with 21 votes in the af- 
firmative one no and one abstention. Both of 
differential tuitions will be presented to the 
Board of Regents in February. 

The final order of business involved new 
group recognition. The first group attempt- 
ing to be officially recognized by UW-Stout 
was the Veterans Corps. Its goals are to con- 
tinue military bonds on campus and pursue 
its overall goals by conducting charitable 
events. Its motion passed and UW-Stout now 
officially recognizes them. The second group 
that moved to be recognized was PMI-Stout 
Chapter. This group is dedicated to helping 
students create contacts within the project 
management community and to promote gen- 
eral knowledge of project management. This 
motion also passed and it too is now officially 
recognized by UW-Stout. 

The USS of the SSA meets every Tuesday 
at 7 p.m. in the Cedar/Maple/Oak room of the 
Memorial Student Center.

Proposal to keep library open 24 hours during finals falls through

It is the reason that college students pull all- 
nighters by using an array of various drugs. 
No, [’m not talking about a typical Friday 
night at the University of Wisconsin-Stout, 
rather finals week and its drawing closer 
with each passing day. Students’ options for 
preparing for the end of semester onslaught 
of exams and projects are somewhat limited 
from the evening to the wee hours of the 
morning. The Robert S. Swanson Learning 
Center, or the library as it is more commonly 
referred to, has had the same hours of opera- 
tion for years. It closes at midnight Sunday 
through Wednesday, at 11 p.m. on Thursday 
and at 4:30 p.m. on Friday and Saturday. Col- 
lege students are notorious night owls and 
the library is one of the most popular study 
areas on campus. To accommodate the needs 
of the students, the library will remain open 
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until 2 a.m. from Dec. 15-17 as well as Dec. 
21 and 22. Weekend hours will be extended 
to 10 p.m. on Friday, Dec. 18 and 6 p.m. on 
Saturday, Dec. 19. 

The initial idea was to keep the library 
open 24 hours during finals week. Many oth- 
er college campuses have instituted that pol- 
icy during finals week including UW-Stout’s 
neighbor to the east, the University of Wis- 
consin-Eau Claire. A Facebook group called 
“Stout Students in Support of a 24-hour Li- 
brary during Finals Week” was created to 
view feedback about this idea. The group at- 
tracted 840 members, some in support of the 
idea and some who opposed it. One member 
of the group mentioned how many students 
have classes, jobs and extracurricular activi- 
ties and that sometimes their day doesn’t end 
until 10 or 11 p.m. Students in this situation 


would have only one or two hours to get their 
work done at the library. The point was also 
brought up that homework could actually be 
done at home. Having multiple roommates, 
all with different schedules, however, does 
not always allow for the most conducive 
studying atmosphere. Many people posted 
on the Facebook group that they enjoy the 
ambience that the library provides and would 
much rather study there than anywhere else. 
Access to available research tools is also a 
plus to students who wish to see the library 
remain open. The majority of people who 
posted on the wall of the group felt the plan 
to remain open until 2 a.m. was sufficient to 
most people’s study needs. 

This idea came under much scrutiny from 
students, especially those students who dou- 
ble as employees of the library.

“The first and foremost issue of keep- 
ing the library open 24 hours is that the li- 
brary doesn’t have the budget to do so,” said 
Amanda Greene, who is a senior graphic de- 
sign major as well as the UW-Stout Library 
student manager. “Suppose we did somehow 
find the money. This would mean that each 
student worker would have to put in a 40- 
hour work week, and we all have our own 
finals to prepare for.” 

One idea was to pay the workers a higher 
wage for working the overnight shift. UW- 
Eau Claire pays its library workers an elevat- 
ed wage, and they have been able to make 
it work. Another option proposed by one 
student on the same Facebook group was to 
hire Wal-Mart employees that were already 
accustomed to working the graveyard shift. 

“This is an interesting idea; however, I’m 
not sure that it would work for a couple of 
reasons,” said Greene. “It would be virtually 
impossible to train new workers in such a 
short time period—our jobs consist of a lot 
more than just checking out books. The new 
employees would have to learn how to use 
the databases, shelve books, check-out equip- 
ment, transfer phone calls, place items on re- 
serve, pull and package books for Universal 
Borrowing and Interlibrary loan, be able to 
handle tech problems, take fines, add library 
printers to laptops, use the microfiche ma- 
chines for periodicals and understand emer- 
gency procedures.” 

There are also security issues involved 
with keeping the library open 24 hours. There 
would not be enough people on staff to moni- 
tor the entire library, leaving it prone to al- 
cohol abuse, pornography and other student 
mischief. Students who are celebrating the 
end of the semester may also feel the tempta- 
tion to enter the library intoxicated, even if it 
was just to use the bathroom. One idea from 
a student was to shut down the upper floors 
and keep all activity confined to the first two 
floors. 

Whether or not the library would even be 
utilized that late into the night was another 
question. 

“T honestly don’t think there will be many 
students there,” said Greene. “We keep track 
of how many patrons enter and exit the li- 
brary on the hour, every hour with a simple 
counter on the security gates. For example, 
this past Saturday, only 67 students entered 
throughout the entire day.” 

The schedule has been decided and stu- 
dents will be able to utilize the library on the 
dates above until 2 a.m. to prepare for finals. 
Greene closed by saying, “We are open at 
7:30 a.m. as well; I really feel that students 
can study in their own rooms for five and a 
half hours.”

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Parking Permits, Meters, Tickets and Campus Commuters 
An in-depth look at the parking situation on campus

On-campus parking has been a hot-button 
issue for students and faculty alike. As the 
frigid winter months approach, the number 
of students opting to drive to classes over 
walking will inevitably increase. Students 
who purchased parking permits this year are 
not guaranteed to find convenient spots to 
park, and those who try to find a meter to 
park at will have even less of a chance at 
finding a spot to their liking. 

“Purchasing a permit gives you the op- 
portunity to find a spot, but not assurance,” 
said Parking Manager Keith McCarten. 

The amount of permits sold depends on 
extensive research conducted by the parking 
department. 

“We have to sell to the worst case sce- 
nario. It is based on a system of peaks and 
valleys,” added McCarten. What this means 
is that the number of permits sold is deter- 
mined by how many cars are in the lots at 
the busiest time of day and at the least busy 
times of the evening. If a lot is seen at maxi- 
mum capacity during any time of the day, 
that lot will be considered to be sold out. 
More parking spots are available than stu- 
dents think; convenience is the most com- 
mon complaint. 

The University of Wisconsin-Stout has a 
total of 3,014 parking spots; 1,639 of these 
are dedicated to resident parking and cost 
$166 each. Those permits are only sold to 
students who live on campus. There are 
1,026 commuter spots available, and those 
permits are sold for $125 each. Due to ro- 
tating availability of parking spaces, the 
department is able to sell more than one 
permit per space. The reason for this is that 


commuter spots are often used as intermedi- 
ary stops for many people needing to simply 
stop at campus due to an increasing avail- 
ability in the online curriculum. The math 
works out to being able to sell 1.8 permits 
per space. There are 86 reserved parking 
spaces and 73 handicapped spaces. The 
number of handicapped spaces must be high 
enough to comply with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 

Many students wonder why these permits 
cost so much. One reason for the cost of the 
permits is the fact that the parking depart- 
ment does not receive any funds from tu- 
ition or taxes. 

The cost is competitive with the prices 
that students pay for parking permits in high 
school, which is something that students are 
becoming accustomed to as more and more 
high schools are adopting this policy. 

“The department acts like a small busi- 
ness; we are completely self-funded,” said 
McCarten. “The money from parking per- 
mits and tickets is meant to expand revenue, 
not to gain profit.” 

Parking tickets are another way that the 
department gains revenue. The cost of each 
ticket is carefully considered and is in no 
way an arbitrary amount. The cost of each 
ticket is meant to deter people from parking 
illegally, not to cause people to go broke. 
“We use the cost of parking tickets as a form 
of negative reinforcement,” added McCa- 
rten. “The prices are set high enough to cre- 
ate the behavior we desire.” 

The reason that this year has been espe- 
cially difficult for students to find conve- 
nient parking spots is due to the construction 


at Jarvis Hall as well as on north campus. 
The total number of available spots in those 
lots has been reduced, and permits for north 
campus are no longer being sold due to a 
fear of overselling the lot. This reduction in 
parking spots did not begin with the recent 
construction. Past building projects have 
been eliminating parking spots for years. 
Millennium Hall, Don and Nona Williams 
Stadium and Jarvis Hall were all built on 
sites that were former parking lots. 

There have been suggestions that a park- 
ing structure should be constructed on the 
UW-Stout campus to accommodate all park- 
ing needs. The fact is that a parking ramp 
would be too costly for the department and 
is most likely not a viable option for the fu- 
ture. 

Research has been conducted at all cam- 
puses in the UW-System to determine which 
campus has the best parking system. “We 
ranked in the middle, not the worst but not

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the best,” said McCarten. “We are constantly 
rebuilding our system and making improve- 
ments.” 

The cost of creating one new parking 
space on campus is approximately $3,000. 
“The outcome of not paying for parking is 
that there would be no parking,” said Keith. 
“You pay for parking everywhere you go; 
there is no such thing as free parking.” 

Most of the time; parking is paid for indi- 
rectly, so people are not used to paying one 
lump sum to be able to park. 

There are plans to make parking-related 
questions easier to answer. With online ex- 
pectations growing, a new management sys- 
tem is being prepared to be implemented on 
the parking Web site. The new system will 
allow you to pay for your fines and permits 
online and also search for any past citations. 
The new system is set to launch by February 
of 2010.

are 18 years old with an underlying medical 
condition, persons who live with or provide 
care for infants six months and younger and 
pregnant women.

An Update on the 
HINT Response

Many Americans are worried about the 
2009 HINI1 virus, and many of you are still 
waiting your turn to be vaccinated. Like 
you, I am deeply saddened by the illness and 
death caused by the H1IN1 flu. As a mother, 
I understand the frustration and anxiety 
parents feel when they cannot find vaccine 
for their children, and all of us feel when our 
expectations exceed our options. 

Like the flu itself, flu vaccine production 
can be unpredictable. We expected to have 
significantly larger quantities by now, but due 
to a host of factors, vaccine production has 
been slower than anyone expected, despite 
the best efforts of all involved working 
around the clock. Still, our clear focus is to 
get safe, effective vaccine to the people who 
need it as quickly as possible. 

When the first HIN1 vaccine arrived ahead 
of schedule in early October — in fact, in 
record time — we made the decision to get it to 
communities so they could begin to administer 
it, even though we knew there would initially 
be a small number of doses. While millions 
of doses have now been distributed, many 
more Americans are still waiting. I would ask 
people to please be patient. More is coming. 

Americans across the country have stepped 
up to meet the challenges posed by the HIN1 
virus and are working together to prevent the 
spread of the flu. You can see them washing 
their hands, coughing into their sleeves, 
staying at home when they’re sick and, yes, 
standing in line for a vaccination. 

Many people who get the flu will get only 
a mild case, but the flu can be serious for 
anyone, and there are groups at especially 
high risk for serious complications, such 
as young children, pregnant women and 
anyone with health conditions like diabetes 
or asthma. That’s why they’re at the front of 
the line for vaccine. Even if you get sick, you 
can protect yourself and those around you by 
staying home, avoiding contact with other 
people and seeking prompt medical attention 
if you have a health condition or become 
seriously ill. 

Our goal from the start has been to do 
everything we can to protect the health of the 
American people. President Obama ordered 
an aggressive, all-hands-on-deck response 
from the moment this virus first appeared 
last spring. Since then, we have not let up 


and we have seen strong bipartisan support 
for our efforts. Vaccination is the best means 
of preventing and reducing the spread of the 
HIN1 flu, and we have worked very hard to 
make the vaccine available. 

We have also enhanced our national 
vaccine safety monitoring system to ensure 
we can rapidly identify any signals that arise. 
In addition, we have deployed an extensive 
new distribution system, with up to 150,000 
sites, and released antiviral drugs from the 
national stockpile to help get people the 
medicine they need when they need it. 

Earlier this fall we launched a new Web 
site - flu.gov - where you can get up-to-date 
information on the flu. On flu.gov, you can 
find educational materials, like Flu Essentials, 
to help you recognize early warning signs in 
case you ora loved one gets ill, an explanation 
of health conditions that would put you at risk 
for flu complications and a self-evaluation 
survey where you can check your symptoms 
and get help making a decision about whether 
to seek treatment. Flu.gov also has a vaccine 
locator with the latest information on where 
to get vaccinated. 

I can’t tell you whether this wave of HIN1 
virus will get worse or be followed by another 
wave later in the season, but I can tell you 
that vaccine supply will slowly grow to meet 
demand. Each day, more vaccine will be shipped 
around the country, and more Americans will 
have the opportunity to be vaccinated. 

Without question, we need significant 
improvements to our vaccine production system 
in this country. The Department of Health and 
Human Services continues to make critical 
investments in expanding our domestic vaccine 
manufacturing capacity and developing new 
technologies that will make pandemic vaccine 
available faster. 

Every day we are learning critical lessons 
that we have already begun applying to future 
planning. But right now, our highest priority 
is responding to the current outbreak and 
protecting Americans’ health. 

So, if you’ve stood in a line, were frustrated 
and left, please consider coming back as more 
vaccine becomes available. Check out flu. 
gov for more information about where and 
when vaccine will be in your community. And 
in the meantime, please don’t forget to keep 
doing all the things that can keep you and your 
community healthy and flu-free. Together, we 
can fight H1N1.

Compassion Over Killing

The moment my mom set that first Tofurky down on the table in front of me six years ago, I 
knew I made the right decision. Even though many people thought it defied logic, becoming a 
vegetarian right before Thanksgiving solidified my commitment to my new meat-free diet. It 
was my freshman year of college and to this day, I still consider it the best, and perhaps most 
life-changing, decision I ever made. 

Growing up, we’re taught that Thanksgiving is about celebrating life and giving thanks for 
our families, friends, and fortunes. I’d never thought about exactly what—or who—we were 
about to feast on. That is, until my 18th Thanksgiving celebration. That day, I was thankful to be 
carving into my first Tofurky dinner. And I was celebrating my decision to choose a meal that 
doesn’t involve killing animals. 

The overwhelming majority of the turkeys on our tables spent their short lives—about 5 
months—crammed inside poorly ventilated warehouses that typically house up to 25,000 birds 
ina single shed. Each bird is afforded as little as one square foot of living space. Such intensive 
confinement denies birds the opportunity to perform many of their most natural behaviors and 
often leads stress and disease. To make matters worse, turkeys are bred to grow large so quickly 
that their skeletons often cannot keep up with their abnormal body weight; many suffer crippling 
leg disorders preventing them from reaching food or water. 

About 20 weeks later, turkeys are transported to slaughter without food, water, or protection 
from extreme temperatures. At the slaughter plant, they’re dumped onto conveyors, shackled 
upside down by their legs, and their throats are slit. 

Animal agribusiness is a cruel and inhumane industry responsible for slaughtering more than 
225 million turkeys each year, more than 65 million of whom are killed for the winter holiday 
season alone. The day-to-day horrors of factory farming are kept hidden from public view 
because, let’s face it—if most people saw how their Thanksgiving turkey was raised and 
killed, they probably wouldn’t feel like celebrating anymore. 

The abuses that turkeys and other farmed animals are forced to endure would lead to criminal 
prosecution if inflicted upon the cats or dogs with whom we share our homes. To most people’s 
surprise, turkeys are inquisitive, affectionate, and social animals who enjoy life and have 
individual personalities much like the dogs and cats with whom we are familiar. Throw an apple 
to a group of turkeys and they’1l play a game with each other. Should a fight start, some will play 
peacemaker by deliberately standing in the way of a charging turkey. 

Losing the turkey doesn’t mean losing those traditional flavors and tastes that we all crave this 
time of year. At my first Thanksgiving as a vegetarian, my mom prepared a Tofurky roast. Since 
then, I’ve discovered many more delicious, easy to cook cruelty-free options. From Tofurky to 
Field Roast to Gardein, finding animal-friendly Thanksgiving options is easier than ever. Every 
time we sit down to eat, we can each make compassionate choices —and that’s something we 
can all be thankful for, even turkeys. 


coverage through their employer will be able 
to purchase coverage at group rates through a 
health insurance exchange. The plans in the 
exchange will be completely transparent on 
the prices charged and the services covered. 
Under the bill, the quality of coverage will 
also improve. Approximately 67 percent of 
the district’s population, 478,000 residents, 
who receive coverage from their employer, 
will be able to keep their coverage and it will 
get better. Insurance reforms in the bill will 
also eliminate co-pays and deductibles for 
preventative care, rate increases or denials for 
pre-existing conditions, gender or occupation. 
Currently, we spend over $700 billion each 
year on tests and procedures that do not work 
and do not improve patient care. In too many 
instances, because of over treatment, this care 
actually makes patients worse off. Based on

I know this care works because the health care 
providers in our region have practiced high 
quality, low cost care. 

The bill does all of this and is fiscally 
responsible, reducing the deficit by $109 
billion over the next 10 years. The Affordable 
Health Care for America Act helps us control 
health care spending and will ensure the 
affordability of care while at the same time 
guaranteeing our country isn’t driven further 
into debt as we reform the health care system. 

The Affordable Health Care for America 
Act will ensure the sustainability of our health 
care system. It will provide stable, affordable, 
high quality health care to all Americans, 
regardless of health status or occupation, and 
guarantee we do not leave a legacy of debt to 
our children.

Thank you, Eau Claire, for presenting the world with another musical gem in The Daredevil Christopher Wright. The talented 
folk rock threesome will be concluding its nine-month nationwide tour with a show here in Menomonie on Thursday, Dec. 10 
at 8 p.m., brought to you by Blue Devil Productions. Joining them at The Underground in the Memorial Student Center will be 

Minneapolis-based Peter Wolf Crier and University of Wisconsin-Stout’s own Alex Clark as The New Audrey. 

The Daredevil Christopher Wright’s quirky, harmonious folk rock is as daring and adventurous as the name implies. 
“The daredevil is an extreme, interesting line of work,” said lead singer/guitarist Jon Sunde. “Pairing 
a bland, normal name like Christopher Wright with a really eccentric, extreme character seems to 
match some of what we’re doing.”

Bailey is a graduate of University of 
Wisconsin-Eau Claire and apprenticed in 2007 
with Eau Claire potter David Caradori. Her 
pots, vases and cups are void of complexities 
with an organic look and feel. 

“Often, to add to the simplicity of my pieces 
and the intimacy between the piece and the 
user, I will omit handles and create a notch that 
allows for the hand to mold into the piece,” 
said Bailey. “Overall, my goal is to achieve a 
relationship between my pieces and those who 
use them.”

“Jane and Bob’s willingness to underwrite the God’s 
Pottery performance really made this opportunity happen,” 
said Simonsen. “Well...actually their personal relationship 
with former University of Wisconsin-Stout Dean of Students, 
Pinckney Hall, and his wife Susan helped a little, too.” 

If you haven’t heard of God’s Pottery, you’re in for a surprise. 


Jeremiah Smallchild and his “best buddy” Gideon Lamb are 
the inspirational duo who began “strummin’ and singin’” their 
special folk music with a message while roommates at Christ 
Our Leader College. After graduation, they moved into a small 
apartment and pursued a career as the singing duo Community 
Unity, a socially inclusive acoustic duo. Although successful, it 
just didn’t feel right to the boys, so they formed Conservation 
Conversation, an eco-friendly, two-man drumming circle. That 
group lasted a little longer until a fated meeting with Pastor 
Elaine Lyndale inspired Smallchild and Lamb to become the 
acoustic Christian folk duo God’s Pottery. 

“Our first song we performed for Pastor Lyndale’s 
congregation was, ‘Jesus,’ said Smallchild. “After an 
overwhelmingly positive response from the congregation, we 
wrote the follow-up tune, ‘Jesus Jesus.’” It was an instant hit, 
so the next week they played “Jesus Jesus Jesus,” thus defining 
what would become God’s Pottery musical legacy. 

The duo was first brought to national attention as finalists 
on NBC’s Last Comic Standing and immediately rocketed 
to international acclaim winning the 2006 Best Newcomer 
Nomination at the Edinburgh Fringe Festival. Upon returning 
in 2007, it sold out its festival performances. God’s Pottery has 
tours non-stop throughout the U.S., most recently appearing at 
Seattle’s Bumbershoot, Washington State’s Sasquatch Festival 
and the Charleston Comedy Festival.

Now that you have met God’s Pottery, we would like to 
introduce you to Jeremiah Smallchild’s alter ego, Menomonie 
native Wilson Hall. That’s right, he’s Pinckney and Susan Hall’s 
son. 

“Tt feels fantastic to bring God’s Pottery home to Menomonie,” 
said Hall. “I spent a lot of time seeing and performing in shows 
at the Mabel Tainter when I was a kid, and to come back and 
perform my own work there is very exciting.” 

According to Hall, the Mabel Tainter show will be true to 
form for God’s Pottery, with plenty of music aimed at the youth 
of today. “But we’ll also act out a couple scenes from our Life 
Skillz series, where Gideon and Jeremiah examine teen issues 
and provide some creative solutions through ‘the magic of 
theater,’” said Hall. ‘“We’ll also talk a bit about our new book, 
‘What Would God’s Pottery Do?,’ published by Three Rivers 
Press/Crown Publishing.” 

Hall graduated from Menomonie High School and still 
remembers the impact the performing arts program had on his 
life. 

“Without a doubt, my MHS experience in the performing arts 
influenced my career choice,” said Hall. “I was active in music 
and theater, and there are, of course, elements of both in God’s 
Pottery.” 

“Many of my friends from high school have pursued careers 
in the arts, which I think is a direct result of the support we 
received from MHS and the community when we were growing 
up,” Hall continued.

A strong season finish

Throughout the 2009 football season, the 
Blue Devils have made play after play to put 
themselves into position to earn their first 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) tournament berth since the 2000 
season. While they failed to earn that elusive 
berth, they were able to achieve multiple ac- 
complishments that made this season the most 
successful one since the 2000 campaign. 

With two games remaining in the season, 
the Blue Devils had to win out in order to 
stay in contention for the tournament, but 
their destiny was not in their hands. They 
would need the University of Wisconsin-Ste- 
vens Point and the University of Wisconsin- 
Whitewater to stumble in order for them to 
leap-frog in to the WIAC standings. 

The second-to-last game against the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Platteville allowed the 
Blue Devils to showcase all of their talents 
and demonstrate why they can play with any 
team in the country. Both offense and defense 
displayed prowess as each side of the ball 
had outstanding performers. For the defense, 
Kendall Wade and Marcus Ball each returned 
interceptions for touchdowns while Wade 
also contributed a blocked punt. 

On the offensive side of the ball, the team 
ran for a combined 240 yards on the ground 
with Carlos Concepcion picking up two of 
its four rushing touchdowns. This, combined 
with its stellar defensive effort, allowed UW- 
Stout and its largest senior class in years to 
pick up a 43-10 victory in its final home game 
at Don & Nona Williams Stadium. 

In order to keep their postseason hopes 
alive, the Blue Devils need to pick up a win 
in Oshkosh, a place where they have won 
only once in the past 20 years. This stat must 
have gotten lost on the bulletin board as UW- 
Stout came out and put on a performance for 
the ages. 

Knowing that it could be the last game of 
their college careers, several UW-Stout seniors 
left all they had on the gridiron in Oshkosh 
against the Titans. Quarterback Kyle Provos 
was playing his last game as a Blue Devil and 
made it a memorable one as he threw three 
touchdown tosses to tight end Patrick Men- 
glekoch. Wade had himself another game to 
remember as he intercepted two passes, in- 
cluding one to seal the game late in the fourth 
quarter with a 27-24 victory. 

“One of our rules this season was to move 
faster than your opponent,” said Wade. “We 
always had a great game plan thanks to our 
coaching staff.” It is a good thing that Wade 
likes to follow the rules as he was able to help 
his team out in a big way. 

For the offense, three parts of the line 
were playing their last game in the trenches. 
The play of Nate Newholm, Jake Graycarek 
and Cody Weltzin allowed UW-Stout to 


pave the way for another 100-yard ground 
game for tailback Craig Warminski, who 
was also able to break the 1,000 yard mark. 
This milestone was the first for a UW-Stout 
tailback since the 2003 season. While the 
veterans up front did their part, they weren’t 
about to shy away from commenting about 
the future of the line. 

Starting left tackle Nate Newholm was 
the first to dish out the compliments, “Tyler 
Butzler, the right tackle, is only a sopho- 
more, and I enjoyed watching him demolish 
his opponent every game and can’t wait to 
see how he develops into what I believe will 
be one of the best offensive lineman to come 
out of UW-Stout.” 

Newholm didn’t leave the compliments to 
just his fellow line mates. When asked about 
several of the other teammates in which he 
blocked for along the way, Newholm replied, 
“Carlos [Concepcion] is a very dangerous 
back. His speed and desire to get in the end 
zone is astonishing.” Newholm also added 
a high compliment of Warminski, “I’m just 
glad I’ve never had to be one of those guys 
between him and his end zone.” 

While the season won’t continue into the 
postseason, there were still plenty of mem- 
ories over the course of the year and over 
the course of the careers of several UW- 
Stout seniors.

Hockey without borders 
UW-Stout student coaches hockey overseas

Pavel Datsyuk. Derek Boogaard. Trevor Au- 
brecht? For you hockey fans out there, those 
first two names should be familiar to you. Dat- 
syuk is the reigning Lady Byng Memorial and 
Frank J. Selke trophy winner and was also a 
runner-up for the 2009 NHL MVP. Boogaard 
is the mammoth enforcer for the Minnesota 
Wild who delivers as many haymakers as Dat- 
syuk does goals. The third and not so recog- 
nizable name on the list, Trevor Aubrecht, is 
a senior in business here at the Univrsity of 
Wisconsin-Stout and works coaching hockey 
fundamentals to 9-15 year olds. 

So, what could Aubrecht possibly have 
in common with these two NHL superstars? 
The answer is the Pavel Datsyuk Hockey 
School. Over this past summer, Aubrecht was 
able to apply his hockey knowledge all the 
way across the world for a two-week hockey 
camp where he taught the basic hockey fun- 
damentals of skating, stick handling, shoot- 
ing and passing to a group of underprivileged 
youth in Datsyuk’s hometown of Yekaterin- 
burg, Russia. 

However, one just does not wake up in 
the morning to find himself sitting next 
to the six-foot-eight-inch tall Wild de- 
fensemen on a cross-Atlantic flight to the 
former Soviet Union; there must be some 
preparation involved. 

For the past four years, Aubrecht had been 
teaching the same hockey skills to kids here 
in the United States through a program called 
Northern Edge Elite Hockey School. During 


his experience at Northern Edge, Aubrecht 
developed relationships with people who 
know their way around the NHL. Some of his 
other traveling companions for this trip in- 
cluded Jay Woodcroft, assistant coach for the 
San Jose Sharks; Todd Woodcroft, pro scout 
for the Washington Capitals; Pierre Groulx, 
goalie coach for the Montreal Canadiens; 
former NHL player Rob DeCiantis and Jer- 
emy Clark, strength coach for Minnesota Top 
Team. This wide body of NHL knowledge al- 
lowed Aubrecht to learn from the best 
and apply that to his coaching expe- 
rience at the Northern Edge and the 
Pavel Datsyuk Hockey Schools. 

Even after meeting all of these high- 
profile individuals, the most influential 
introduction was that of Jeremy Clark. 
Clark works for Minnesota Top Team, 
a hockey core strength training school 
that focuses on martial arts and other 
fighting styles to train some of the top 
enforcers in the league, including Derek 
Boogaard. He also is the head strength 
coach for the Pavel Datsyuk Hockey 
School, which is how Aubrecht was 
able to find himself 7,000 miles away 
from home this past summer. 

During his time in Yekaterinburg, 
Aubrecht noticed a few distinct dif- 
ferences from hockey in Russia to 
hockey in the United States. 

“Their financial situations are far 
worse than any family in the United 
States,” said Aubrecht. He added that 


the team. Her excellent passing skills have 
assured the coach that team spirit instead of 
individual talent is what wins the games.

Taking the plunge into ice cold water for a good cause

Swimming is a popular pastime in the 
summer but not usually in February. On Sat- 
urday, Feb. 6, hundreds of people will par- 
ticipate in the first Menomonie Polar Plunge 
to raise money for the Special Olympics. The 
event will take place from noon until 2: p.m. 
at Elk Point Resort on Lake Tainter. 

It costs $25 per person to plunge. For $75, 
you can plunge and receive the official Po- 
lar Plunge long-sleeve shirt. For $150, you 
will get the official shirt and a Polar Plunge 
towel and $350 gets you the official shirt and 
a Polar Plunge hooded sweatshirt. For $600, 
you will receive the official shirt and a Polar 
Plunge jacket. The official shirt, the towel, 
the hooded sweatshirt and the jacket will 
cost $1000, and if you give $1,500, you will 
also receive a $100 Kwik Trip gas card. The 
money raised will go toward funding Special 
Olympics. 

According to the Special Olympics Web 
site, “There are nearly 10,000 individu- 
als who participate in Special Olympics in 
Wisconsin. Your efforts help them reach for 
their dreams as they train and compete in 18 
Olympic-type sports such as track, downhill 
skiing and basketball. Special Olympics is 
about more than just sports, it’s about chang- 
ing lives...This is only possible because of 
supporters like you.” 


The money from the Polar Plunge will be 
used very close to home. A gymnastics and 
basketball Special Olympics event will be 
held at Johnson Fieldhouse on March 13, 
Plunge Coordinator Andrea Sullivan hopes 
that, “Plungers will drop in during the day or 
volunteer to help and see how their plunging 
turns into smiles for our athletes.” 

The Special Olympic coordinators would 
like as many University of Wisconsin-Stout 
students as possible to sign up to plunge 
and are doing whatever they can to make it 
easier for you. Special registration will be in 
the Northwoods room in the basement of the 
Memorial Student Center on Feb. 3 from 4 
p.m. until 7 p.m. At that time you can pay, 
get your prizes, sign a waiver and get your 
plunger number and plunging time. You can 
also sign up at Elk Point Resort, the location 
of the Plunge, on February 5 from 4 p.m. un- 
til 7 p.m. you can also sign up the day of. 

There will be free bus rides leaving every 
half hour from 11:30 a.m. until 1:30 p.m. 
from the Memorial Student Center for any- 
one who wants to watch or participate in the 
Plunge. Spectators are very welcome to come 
cheer on their friends, free of charge. If you 
would like to drive yourself to the event, go 
east on Highway 25 and then make a right 
onto County Road D until you see the sign 


for Elk Point Resort. There will be Polar 
Plunge signs to help you find your way. 

Anyone is allowed to plunge, and if you 
don’t want to jump completely into the wa- 
ter, you can opt for the “Chicken’s Plunge” 
where, as coordinator Andrea Sullivan says 
you can “tastefully dip a body part in the wa- 
ter.” There will be plastic ducks and boats in 
the water that you can grab on the way out 
to win a prize. Sullivan says that the prizes 
could be anything from a toothbrush to din- 
ner at a fine restaurant. After plunging, you 
will be provided a towel and a spot in a heat- 
ed cabin. You are asked to bring your own 
change of clothes. There will be a reasonably 
priced concession stand where you can buy 
a hot dog or hot chocolate to warm up after 
your icy swim. There will also be souvenirs 
available for purchase. 

To add to the fun, there are several con- 
tests at the Polar Plunge. Costumes are not 
required for plungers, but there are prizes for 
best individual and best group costumes as 
well as fastest individual and group plung- 
es.

University Honors Program opens up 
UHP allowing non-honors students to get involved

Would you like to make your transcripts 
more impressive or gain a greater under- 
standing of chemistry, economics, drawing 
or literature than you could get from any 
regular class? The University Honors Pro- 
gram headed by Robert Horan and Lopa 
Basu is offering non-Honors students the op- 
portunity to take Honors courses if they have 
a 3.0 GPA or above. The classes currently 
available for spring semester are Narrative in 
Contemporary Drawing with Tamara Brant- 
meier, Principles of Economics II with Dr. 
Rula Kemp, College Chemistry with Marcia 
Miller-Rodeberg and Environmental Litera- 
ture with Joan Menefee. 

One of the major qualms students have 
about enrolling in honors courses is that the 
work will be difficult. This is readily ac- 
knowledged by Kemp. “It is hard,” she said. 
“Students will need to study about two and 
a half hours outside of class for each hour 
of class time.” This may sound daunting, but 
experts have always recommended two to 
three hours of study time per each hour of 
class time. Kemp’s suggestion falls right in 
the middle of that time interval. According to 
the official UHP’s brochure, “[Honors work] 
is not simply more or harder work — it is an 
entirely different approach to learning.” 

Professors and students alike are big 
fans of honors classes. “Students like hear- 
ing other students talk. They like exchang- 
ing ideas,” said Horan. “There is not a lot of 
cultural diversity on campus, but there is a 
lot of diversity of ideas. These courses allow 
people to share that diversity.” 

Danielle Olson, a UHP senior who will 
graduate in December said that one of the 
best parts of honors courses is that they fo- 
cus on “less busy work and more real learn- 
ing and discussion.” Every honors’ professor 
talked about the closer relationships among 
the students and professors in honors class- 
es. This is best described by Horan, who 
said, “Classes are smaller so the students 
are known by the teachers, and the students 
know one another.” 

Contemporary Drawing with Brantmeier 
will be held on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
8 a.m. until 11:05 a.m. in room 301 in Ap- 
plied Arts. According to the official descrip- 
tion of the class that can be found on posters 
throughout campus, the class will focus on 
“narrative structures in contemporary draw- 
ing and painting. Students will be introduced 
to contemporary and historical artistic move- 
ments and individual artists as well as the 
visual terminology relevant to the narrative 
genre.” Unlike the regular sections of Brant- 
meier’s class is a studio course. The class 
will include discussion, in-class and out-of- 
class drawing assignments, various readings, 
one paper and one presentation. 


Principles of Economics II with Rula Qa- 
lyoubi-Kemp will be held on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 9:40 a.m. until 11:05 a.m. in 
room 315 of Harvey Hall. According to the 
official description, the class will examine 
“the public sphere, the business sphere and 
the household sphere and how the underly- 
ing behavior, motivations and actions of 
these agents have a profound impact on their 
ecosystem.” Kemp said that information will 
come from a variety of sources and students 
will not focus just on the textbook. 

“We will use the textbook but I will supple- 
ment it with original literature,” said Kemp. 
“We will address the literature to see what 
modern thinking comes from it.” Students in 
Principles of Economics II will create a re- 
search paper that stems from their interests 
or something they learned in another class as 
long as it is centered around economics. The 
students will present their papers in a confer- 
ence and have them published in a student 
journal. “Students really become socially 
responsible,” said Kemp. “They’ll come out 
with a better grasp of the principles of eco- 
nomics than they would in a regular class.” 

College Chemistry with Miller-Rode- 
berg will meet for lecture on Mondays and 
Wednesdays from 9:05 a.m. until 10:10 a.m. 
and on Fridays from 9:05 a.m. until 11:05 
a.m. in a room that has yet to be assigned. 
Labs will meet on Thursdays from 8:00 a.m. 
until 11:00 a.m. in room 254 in Jarvis Hall. 
The course will focus on inorganic chemistry 
and, according to the official description, will 
emphasize “experimentation and analysis to 
elucidate fundamental principles.” The stu- 
dents will learn about kinetic principles, ba- 
sic thermodynamics, chemical reactions and 
the composition and structure of matter. 

Environmental Literature with Joan Me- 
nefee will meet Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays from 11:15 a.m. until 12:10 p.m. in 
room 312 in Harvey Hall. According to the 
official description, students in Environmen- 
tal Literature will “examine human relation- 
ships with non-human, biological and other 
worlds” and will “come closer to understand- 
ing fully what is means to live on Earth at this 
moment in history, when global warming, 
economic disorder and fuel politics dominate 
newspaper headlines.” Menefee says that 
“special attention will be paid to the foun- 
dation of North American environmentalist 
movements; this will include examination of 
Native American texts, American Romantic 
and Transcendental Philosophy and Freder- 
ick Jackson Turner’s Frontier Thesis.” She 
also says that the roles of gender, class and 
ethnicity in environmentalism will be looked 
at. This would be a great class for anyone, but 
Dr. Menefee sees it as a wonderful opportu- 
nity for “hunters, anglers, rock climbers and 


dog lovers to get together and talk about how 
the natural world is portrayed in literature.” 
Signing up for any of these new classes is 
very easy. All you have to do is come down 
to the UHP room, room 42 in the basement 
of Harvey Hall. There is a round table in the 
middle of the room with envelopes with the 
names of the classes written on them. Simply 
find the envelope with the name of the class 
you want and pull out an add/drop card al- 
ready signed by Horan. Then send the card 
through the proper channels to get the class 
added to your schedule. Many schools charge 
extra for students to take honors courses, but 
at the University of Wisconsin-Stout it is free, 
so take advantage of this great opportunity. 
You may find that you enjoy honors cours- 
es so much that you want to become a part of 
the University Honors Program. UHP direc- 
tors Robert Horan and Lopa Basu, as well as 
program assistant Beverly Deyo-Svendsen, 
can be found in 42 Harvey, the same place 
as the add/drop cards, and would be happy 
to help you with the paperwork necessary to 
join. Becoming an honors student is free and

earns you many perks. Honors students have 
priority class registration, so they are never 
unable to take a class because it is full. There 
are also many honors events ranging from 
theater trips to movie nights to colloquiums 
to Second Wednesday Soups, where hon- 
ors students meet for conversation and free 
soup. According to the official letter sent by 
Horan to prospective honors students, “Ev- 
ery single one of our graduates said they’d 
happily participate in UHP again—and many 
more UW-Stout students say they wish they 
had taken advantage of the UHP when they 
had the chance.”

Magnificent Monday morning muffin mania with Yvonne Cox

The fragrance of chocolate, apple, cherry, 
strawberry and baked goods spills over the 
cool, crisp air every week. Depending on 
the season, different aromas and flavors can 
be smelled. As students at the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout walk to class around 10 
a.m., a stand with a basket of muffins awaits 
at the top of Harvey Hall hill. Just who is 
this mysterious muffin lady you may ask? 

Meet Mrs. Yvonne Cox, the “muffin lady.” 
She is the Campus Ministry Coordinator 
at The PLACE, a church ministry located 
above the Acoustic Café. 

“IT would be happy to give you an inter- 
view,” said Cox. I guess I think I have a 
pretty boring life, but...I really do love the 
idea of handing out muffins. It gives a good 
start to my week, too.” Cox’s life is far from 
boring, and her friendly personality when 
handing out muffins with a welcoming smile 
is no different on her days away from the 
UW-Stout Campus. 

I met her at her home away from home, 
The PLACE. I walked up the old creaky 
stairs not knowing what to expect. I was 
greeted by a “Hello, you must be Tiffany!” 
Cox had a smile on her face and led me to 
a big, spacious room with white doors, pale 
yellow walls, light green tapestries and a 
big couch. The lighting was dim, and Cox 
lit candles, making me feel welcomed and at 
home. Almost forgetting I was to interview 
her, she assured me that the most important 
thing was that I felt comfortable. 

The muffin idea started with Cox and 
Nita Fitzgerald, from the United Church 
of Christ, seven years ago when they asked 
themselves “What could we do that could 
make a difference with our ministries?” 
The idea of baking interested both Cox and 
Fitzgerald, and Cox said, “Monday rhymes 
with muffins.” 

“Monday Morning Muffins is an off- 
shoot to making a difference with our minis- 
tries. 1am employed for 20 hours per week. 
Although I work many more hours than 20, 
Monday Muffins are part of that employ- 
ment,” said Cox. The muffins are funded 
through donations for both ingredients and 
time of several women at the church. In fact, 
a fellow church member built Cox’s muffin 
cart out of a wheelchair. The free muffins 
are what students look forward to in the 
mornings as they trot up the Harvey Hall 
hill to class. 

Just how are the muffins made? A group

of eight women from the Menomonie Unit- 
ed Methodist Church hand-makes 60 dozen 
muffins every four to five weeks. The third 
Wednesday of every week is when the muf- 
fins are completed and packaged by the doz- 
en to freeze and to be served on Mondays. 
Before Monday, the muffins are taken out of 
the freezer and put in the oven for a warm, 
fresh taste. 

What is the secret ingredient to the muf- 
fins? Cox let me in on the secret, “The reci- 
pe for the muffins is one cake mix, one and 
a third cups of liquid, a fouth cup of oil, two 
eggs and a half cup of baking mix. Fruits, 
raisins, nuts or chocolate chips are then add- 
ed to give the muffins flavor.” The cake mix 
is what makes the muffins come out moist, 
yet still like a muffin, and it is quicker to 
produce with the amount that needs to be 
prepared each week. 

“T really like the pumpkin (flavor); it’s 
for the fall season!” said Cox. After hearing 
about the amount of work that goes into pro- 
ducing the muffins, I wondered if Cox had 
ever considered opening up her own bak-

ery. Little did I know, she was the in-store 
bakery manager at Snyder’s IGA in Yukon, 
Okla. for two years. “When I left that posi- 
tion, I considered purchasing a bakery, but 
my husband was on active duty in the Air 
Force, and that life style doesn’t lend itself 
to self employment at a stationery shop. In- 
stead, I went to work as a bakery technician 
with a food distributor in Oklahoma.” 

What is her inspiration for serving muf-

fins every Monday? Hearing exclamations 
such as, “This will be the only meal I get 
all day long” and “I wouldn’t go to class if 
it wasn’t for the muffins” are Cox’s inspira- 
tions. She waits a little longer 
than her assigned scheduled 
time of 10 a.m. even after 
the big rush comes because 
she says that it is “those who 
come after the big rush that 
matter the most.” 

Cox continues to run her 
muffin stand every Monday, 
so, if given the chance, make sure to give 
her a visit. Cox said, “My goal is to make 
sure that the week starts out right for the stu- 
dents at UW-Stout. When you do for others, 
you benefit so much more than they do.” 

I believe Cox does just this and even 
more. Her life is the complete opposite of 
what she says, it’s far from boring.

An Interview with Mayor Kropp 
Discussing current events and the future with Menomonie mayor

A man of charm, wit and intelligence, 
Mayor Dennis Kropp recently sat down at 
City Hall to do an interview for the Stouto- 
nia to share his views on Menomonie and the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout. 

For the last 12 years, Kropp has held the 
position as mayor and has developed a fond- 
ness for Menomonie. 

“T love it,” he says. “I’ve never been sorry 
that I moved here. Menomonie is just perfect 
for raising a family. Menomonie has a unique 
quality of life. ’'ve always felt perfectly safe 
here. I’ve never felt like I was in danger at 
all.” Kropp appreciates the people, local 
businesses and the university, which he says 
is a great asset to the local economy. 

“The university is the biggest employer in 
town. There are over a thousand employees. 
I think some of the industries that have come 
to Menomonie were primarily attracted to the 
collaboration they can have with UW-Stout. 
It was a big selling point to some of them.” 

Raised in a Faribault, Minn., Kropp says 
his hometown was about the same size as 
Menomonie. “What I like about a town this 
size is that you can be as anonymous as you 
want to or be as well-known as you want to. 
I also like the fact that there are lots of dif- 
ferent activities and choices of what you can 
do.” 

A jogger and bicyclist, Kropp says he uses 
the Red Cedar Trail a fair amount and that 
his calendar is full with community activi- 
ties. “Anyone who says they are bored isn’t 
trying very hard. There are productions at the 
Mabel Tainter Theater, sporting events and 
recreational opportunities. If you look in the 
Dunn County News in the entertainment and 
events sections, you’ll find there’s virtually 
something going on every day and night in 
Menomonie. Sometimes, it gets too busy.” 

Kropp graduated from Gustavus Adolphus 
College in St. Peter, Minn. with a degree in 
teaching. He then moved to Flint, Mich. and 
taught while he earned his masters. Finding 
Flint to be a city of high crime and unrest, 
Kropp and his wife decided to leave and move 
closer to home near family and friends. 

“T just wanted to get out of that area, and 
I started looking around on a map.” With a 
smile and a chuckle he adds, “I discovered 
this big blob between Michigan and Minne- 
sota. It’s called Wisconsin.” 

When he came to Menomonie to interview 
with the local school district, he says he fell 
in love with Menomonie. 

“When you come into town, you can see 
the lake,” Kropp said. I could see there were 
parks. Looking around Main Street, I could 
just tell it was my kind of town. That was 
1970, and I’ve been here ever since.” Since 
then he has taught grade school for the 
Menomonie School District at River Heights, 


Little Elk Creek and, his favorite, East El- 
ementary. He finished his teaching career at 
Oaklawn Elementary. 

After 32 years of teaching, Kropp was 
elected mayor. Before that, he spent 10 years 
on the city council. His duties as mayor in- 
clude budget planning and finalizing and 
public appearances. “A lot of my job as may- 
or is ceremonial,” explains Kropp. “I work 
with the public cutting ribbons and appear- 


ing at different functions. Service clubs call 
once a year, and I go and give them a state- 
of-the-city message. I am here at City Hall 
virtually every day for a couple of hours in 
the morning, often in meetings where we’re 
going through issues and making decisions. 
Harry S. Truman said, ‘The buck stops here.’ 
And quite often it does. It comes down to me 
to make the final decisions.” 

Kropp feels positive progress has been 
made in the last twelve years. “We’ve put in 
a water park, a skateboard park and the dog 
park is now open. Every year, we’ve been 
able to accomplish something for the qual- 
ity of life for people. We’ve put in the trail 
in North Menomonie, which we’d like to ex- 
tend all the way to Cedar Falls Road.” 

Phillips Plastics, Cardinal Glass and Ander- 
sen Windows are among some of the indus- 
tries that have come to Menomonie in recent 
years. “We are constantly working on eco- 
nomic development,” Kropp says. “Things 
have been slow the last two years due to the 
national economy. Businesses we were ex- 
pecting to attract, I think, are on hold. We’ve 
positioned ourselves very well. We’ve got 
about 400 acres of land that the city already 
owns. We’ve got infrastructure in. We’ve got 
water, sewer, storm water ponds and roads in. 
We're waiting now for the economy to turn 


around and quality industry to come in.” 

There are some industries which Kropp 
feels are not good enough for Menomonie. 
Some things he looks to avoid with poten- 
tial businesses are such issues as doing harm 
to the water or putting up a “junky-looking 
building.” 

“Tf they are going to pay minimum wage 
then they are discouraged from coming 
here,” he explains. “We want high-quality 
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companies in Menomonie, and so far we’ve 
achieved that.” 

Kropp says he developed an interest in 
politics at a young age. “When I was growing 
up,” he recalls, “my family went for breakfast 
every single Sunday after church. We’d meet 
several different aunts and uncles and family 
friends. It was in the days when the women 
would sit at one end of the table, and the men 
would all sit at the other end. The kids were 


kind of in between, and I would listen to the 
adult conversation. The men would invari- 
ably talk about what was wrong with the city. 
It was constant complaining about: ‘The city 
council didn’t know what they were doing; 
the mayor didn’t know what he was doing; 
the school board didn’t know what they were 
doing and the street department didn’t know 
what they were doing. At one moment there 
was a flash where I decided that, when I 
grow up, I’m either going to keep my mouth 
shut, or I’m going to get involved. When the 
chance came to get involved, that’s what I 
decided to do.” Kropp feels that his years in 
teaching have helped him to develop a tough 
skin, which is what he says a person needs to 
deal with the detractors in politics. 

The message he would like to share with 
UW-Stout students is this. “When you gradu- 
ate, even before you graduate from UW-Stout, 
give back to your community either in time or 
money. There are many things that UW-Stout 
students already do. They volunteer for lots 
of different activities here in the community. 
For instance, lots of them are in the big musi- 
cal plays at Mabel Tainter. If it weren’t for 
the students and the faculty, many of these 
productions couldn’t even be put on. 

“T know there are a lot of negative feelings 
about the UW-Stout students from the town’s 
people,” he adds. “It’s more the rowdy be- 
havior, the noise and the parties that they fo- 
cus in on. Traffic gets bad once in a while and 
people don’t like that, but that’s only a minor- 
ity of the students,” he emphasizes. “What I 
tell people when they complain to me is that 
Menomonie would be just a wide spot in the 
road if it weren’t for UW-Stout because of all 
its brought in.”

When the Iranians finally revolted in 
1979, they used this philosophy of anti-western 
imposition for political gain. For the sake of 
exposing these factions for what they really are, 
we elected a president who has put an end to 
these coercive policies of the past, making their 
politicians anti-American argument irrelevant. 
Since being sworn in, the 44th president 
has traveled to multiple countries, held town 
halls with students of foreign universities, and 
met with leaders from Europe, Asia, Africa, 
South America, Australia and most importantly 
the Middle East, to discuss matters that are 
threatening the world’s stability. One featured 
stop was in the country of Egypt, at Cairo 
University, where Barack Obama addressed 
the Muslim world directly, a monumental step 
toward a coalition of cultures, but a speech 
nonetheless to address the myths associated 
with America’s presence in the world. In this 
speech, he explained that we must stand taller 
than the negative stereotypes designed to sooth 
hate. He went on to say that, “Just as Muslims 
do not fit a crude stereotype, America is not the 
crude stereotype of a self-interested empire,” 
a myth that grew in popularity largely due to 
George W. Bush.

This was old news, but was not known by many 
and had never been spoken of in a speech of 
this scale. He went on to call out Iran for its role 
in hostage taking and acts of violence against 
USS. troops. By acknowledging mistakes that 
have been made in the past by both countries, 
our President has taken the moral high ground. 
“Rather than remaining trapped in the past,” 
our president has recognized that grievance (in 
both the public and private sphere) gives way 
for reflection, which paves the way for progress 
to be made. 

Every crisis America faces, the world also 
faces. From the ideological wars we wage, 
to the ever so volatile economic spectacle, to 
the dreams of self sustaining planet- we face 
humongous hurtles in the months and years to 
come. Unless we are united in combating these 
pervasive problems head on, our future looks 
dreary. Politicians were not elected to fight for 
their political organization; they were elected 
to fight for the people they represent. If we 
continue to blunder our way through bloody 
political campaigns of deception and character 
killing, then America will lose its standing in 
the world faster than you can say Palin! 

On Dec. 1, 2009, President Barack Obama 
laid out his new strategy for Afghanistan and 
his plan to bring this war to an end. His highly 
controversial decision to add 30,000 troops 
to get the job done came with a statement to 
those who would benefit from the myth of an 
American Empire. “For unlike the powers of 
old, we have not sought world domination. Our 
union was founded in resistance to oppression. 


We do not seek to occupy other nations. We 
will not claim another nation’s resources or 
target peoples because their faith or ethnicity is 
different from ours. What we have fought for- 
what we will continue to fight for-is a better 
future for our children and grandchildren.” If 
we fail to repair the problems (some argue) we 
have created, then not only will we have failed 
our country, but we will have failed the world. 

A new age of American leadership is at the 
forefront. The challenges we face will not be 
easy and the actions we must take together 
will not be popular. The world has yearned 
for a perspicacious American president who 
understands the complexities of the world. 
When Barack Obama was elected, even Iran 
(for the first time in 30 years) sent a letter of 
congratulations. We must not be deceived 
though, nor tricked into a short term mentality 
of thinking. That mentality breeds greed, a 
curse this country needs to leave behind for 
posterity’s sake. Our problems may be fierce, 
but they will only get worse if we choose not to 
act, or if we let small thinking get in the way of 
long term goals. 

In his closing remarks at West Point, the 
President said, “This vast and diverse citizenry 
will not always agree on every issue—nor 
should we. But I also know that we, as a 
country, cannot sustain our leadership, nor 
navigate the momentous challenges of 
our time, if we allow ourselves to be split 
asunder by the same rancor and cynicism and 
partisanship that has in recent times, poisoned 
our national discourse.”

iting. We need to get in and out quickly when 
using the studio; Ed makes that happen.” 

It is a bit of an understatement that the Stout-

takes five to six hours to prep and tape a show. 

“Tt is a commitment; if you want to work at 
StoutMedia you need to commit to the process,” 
said Krueger. “Overall, it’s an hour long weekly 
meeting, at least another hour to film and then 
two to three hours for editing.” 

Hosting StoutNation 
allows no days off. 

“T start preparing a 
couple of weeks out, 
depending upon the 
segment, but there is 
always that last min- 
ute rehearsal before the 
show,” said Fassino. 
“Or that ‘run out n’ 
film it fast’ moment, 
like when I needed to meet the Beater of the 
Month guy in the parking lot. All the StoutMe- 
dia members multi-task and fill whatever role 
is in demand.” 

“T don’t know if Austin would consider him- 
self the voice of the UW-Stout student body, 
but that is one of StoutMedia’s values,” said 
Krueger. “We live in two worlds at StoutMe- 
dia, the work done for the university adminis- 
tration and StoutNation. eighty percent of our 
filming is on campus, the other 20 percent is 
off-campus events that connect with the stu- 
dents, like the Acoustic Café coverage.” 

When planning the first show, members of 
StoutMedia looked at other universities with 
similar productions. 

“We looked at the show produced at the 
University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh and a few 
other universities,” said Krueger. “But really, 
the show is authentic and original. We look 
at the people that interest us — Stout students. 
That’s probably why Snuggieman received the 
best response of all the shows; because he’s 
one of us.” 

If you have an idea for a story or always 
dreamed of filming your own movie, animation 
or episode of UW-Stout mania around campus, 
contact the crew at StoutMedia. They meet ev- 
ery Wednesday at 6 p.m. in the Badger Room in 
the Memorial Student Center. 

“Next semester we will be looking 
for additional journalists,” said Krue- 
ger. “Like I said, we really hope a few 
women will join, and we’re also look- 
ing for a couple of sports journalists 
to cover games.” 

A few of the positions at StoutMe- 
dia are paid, with plans for increased 
funding and staff to accommodate 
more work for the university. If you 
are interested in attending a meeting 
or want to send in your creative ideas, 
email stoutmedia@uwstout.edu. 

“We are open to any story that is 
of a journalistic nature,” said Fassino. 
“Everything is reviewed by a media 
supervisor to ensure it is up to the 
quality of StoutMedia standards.” 

“Next semester, we hope to expand 
programming, but we need more stu- 
dents to get involved,” said Krueger. “Also, 
StoutMedia can provide services to other stu- 
dent organizations that need events videotaped 
and edited.”

A passion for art and a desire to share it with the community has brought 10 University of 
Wisconsin-Stout students together to renovate 111 Main St. E with the goal of creating a classy 
and cozy art gallery. 

Art education major Hannah Schroeder is spearheading the efforts, as it was her original idea 
and motivation that got the project off the ground. 

“T was thinking it would be cool to have a show in my apartment with my friends, but that was 
too small of a space,” said Schroeder.

Every Thursday night, 32 people gather 
around four tables, each filled with 20 cups 
and two ping-pong balls. To most college stu- 
dents, this would be a casual game known as 
beer pong, but to these 32 individuals, this is 
no game; this is a sport. 

They come to a house called the “Bellagio,” 
a rundown garage fully loaded with a wooden 
bar, stadium seating, a high-quality sound sys- 
tem and televisions seemingly stuck on ESPN. 
Teams look at their schedule to see which two 
teams they will play for the night and then go 
to their assigned table to begin their warm-up. 

It’s now season five of the Wash Your Balls 
League, or WYBL, at the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout, a league created simply for the 
love of beer and friendly competition. 

“There was nothing to do on Thursday 
nights when it got cold out,” said Jerome 
Butchee, president of WYBL and fifth-year 
senior at UW-Stout. 

For the unfamiliar student, beer pong con- 
sists of ten cups positioned in a triangle forma- 
tion on each end of a table. It is played with 
teams of two that throw ping-pong balls with 
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the intent to land them in the cups of beer. 
When a cup is made, the opposing team must 
drink the remainder of the cup. The team to 
drop its balls in all of the opponents’ cups first 
is the winner. While the rules vary from party 
to party, the goal is the same. 

In the fall of 2006, WYBL was established 
by a small group of guys with one table. With 
more teams wanting to join the league, its one 
table quickly became two. Next thing they 
knew, they had to divide the league in half and 
play at two different houses. 

“It was all about standardization,” said 
Butchee. “It needed to be the same consistent 
experience each time.” 

That’s when Butchee realized the potential 
of his once smelly, cluttered garage, which now 
has hosted the past three seasons of leagues. 
Nearly four years later, the tradition continues, 
and the league has grown even more with a 
cut-off of 16 teams per season. 

“We’ve become more advanced throughout 
the years. With more people wanting to join, ac- 
commodations had to be made,” said Butchee. 

This year they swapped out four older tables 
for new ones that were identical in size to re- 
inforce the standardization policy. With ad- 
ditional lighting, each table now has its own 
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spot light, ideal for players to play at their best 
performance. 

With one man making schedules, handling 
money, buying new equipment, running and 
updating the Web site, as well as scoring and 
computing statistics, the league started to fal- 
ter. To create more of democracy, WYBL de- 
cided this season it would be best to delegate 
out the responsibilities. 

Butchee says keeping everyone coordinated 
has been this year’s most difficult task. With 
five officers in charge of vital parts of the 
league, they have struggled with communica- 
tion. “There is always room for improvement,” 
said Butchee. 

You might be thinking, statistics? In a beer 
pong league? Yes, they have taken it that far. 

“Tt’s all about bragging rights,” said 
Butchee. The guys were desperate for a way, 
besides word of mouth, to show off their pro- 
found pong skills. Based off.a bootleg program 
called Ruit Leaguer, data software specifically 
designed for beer pong, the league came up 
with its own way to take stats for each player 
and compute scores by hand. 

Each player is tallied for total shots made, 
requiring a judge to score all three games 
against two teams. Statistics taken can include

cups made, cups missed and cups with a rim 
hit. Players receive an overall shooting per- 
centage, a rim percentage and a rim-plus-hit 
percentage. Teams receive a combined shoot- 
ing percentage and margin of victory. 

In 2008, the league created its own Web site, 
as well as a Facebook page, which allows it to 
keep organized and send out alerts quickly. On 
the Web site home page (www.wybl.info), you 
can find a team and player of the week, along 
with vital league and school updates which 
range from new stats being posted to last day 
to drop a class without an “F.” Throughout the 
rest of the site, you can find the current week’s 
schedule, team and individual statistics, pictures 
of each team and a random link which consists 
of whatever they feel like. 

WYBL has morphed this once casual col- 
lege drinking game into a competition of the 
best of the best. It has become more than just 
something to do on a cold Thursday night; it 
has become the thing to do. When describing 
his favorite part about league, Butchee said, 
“This is my college experience; I get to so- 
cialize with new people of all ages who share 
a passion for pong. We have this bond with 
each other, even though we could only tell you 
about their shooting percentage.”

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Art and Design Senior Show: A Visual Extravaganza

Before you leave campus this semester, plan to attend the Art 
and Design Senior Show on Dec. 18 from 7 p.m. to 10 p.m. in the 
Applied Arts building. The incredible exhibit converts the entire 
building into a giant gallery space with exhibitions from graphic 
design, industrial design, interior design and multimedia design. 

“Twenty interior design seniors will be showcased in our classroom 
studio,” said Shelley Pecha, professor of interior design. 

“Each senior is provided with a five to six foot space in which 
they display the semester’s work, including rendered floor plans, 
two perspectives, set of construction documents, research book 
and material finishes. Focus for the projects ranges from health 
care facilities to environmentally sustainable construction that 
adheres to the Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design 
(LEED) green building rating system. The interior design major 
is the second largest program in art and design and believed to 
be the third or fourth largest on 
campus,” Pecha explained. 

“We have 20 seniors this 
semester; in the next semester 


be attentive to the psychological state of the victims when 
establishing tone for the space.” 

Interior design senior Kelly Greff needed to be acutely aware 
of the patient’s perception when she designed a chemotherapy 
treatment room. 

“For my senior project, I designed an oncology unit 
which focuses on radiation and chemotherapy treatments,” 
said Greff when describing the psychological effects of her 
design.

“After graduation, I would like to concentrate on 
healthcare or hospitality design,” said Greff. 


we increase to 40 seniors,” said 
Pecha. “The seniors are focused 


on producing socially conscious 
design which is an intentional 


aspect of our program.” 

“T designed a food co-op with 
an attached restaurant located in 
Stillwater, Minn,” said Laura Smith, 
interior design senior, explaining 
components of her design. 
“The project is environmentally 
sustainable through the use of 
eco-friendly materials and energy 
efficient appliances. Materials 
include concrete flooring, recycled 
glass tiles and countertops made 
from recycled products. My 
design perspective of the deli and 
refrigerated grocery department 
shows a view of the restaurant 
through =the _ floor-to-ceiling 
windows that overlook the grocery area.” 

Smith’s carefully rendered digital perspectives will be on 
display at the Senior Show along with samples of the material 
finishes and a complete set of construction documents. 

In past shows, interior design seniors have presented designs 
that integrate the psychology of a space. 

“Last year, one student designed a crisis center for rape 
victims,” said Pecha. “As you can imagine, it was critical to 
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Kelly Greff’s design of a short-term chemotherapy room. 


“Job prospects in interior design are a challenge right now,” 
said Pecha. “Architecture is seeing 50 percent layoffs, but design 
of healthcare and senior living facilities is still strong. Seniors 
looking for commercial design work will be designing senior living 
or memory care facilities and temporary housing for recovery 
of disabilities or drug use. New studies about arts and healing 
have shown that design elements, such as soothing colors, water 
treatments and sculptures, assist the patient in healing faster.” 


The reality of a competitive job market is already on 
the minds of Greff and Smith. However, the seniors are 
dedicated to interior design with passion that will ensure a 
successful career. 

“T intend to work in the field of commercial design,” said 
Smith. “Hopefully, P’ll find a position with a design firm in the 


Minneapolis/St. Paul area.” 

The Senior Show is sure 
to captivate the thousands of 
people that attend each year. 
The diversity of projects offers 
something of interest for 
everyone, from sports enthusiasts 
to trendy fashionistas. 

“The seniors in industrial 
design will be exhibiting a 
wide range of new product 
designs, including innovations 
in assistive technology, 
sportswear and consumer 
goods,” said Noah Norton, 
professor of industrial design.

the arc. The young team fell to UW-Stevens 
Point, 78-63, but quickly returned to action 
the following weekend. 

On Dec. 5, the team fought the undefeated 
University of Wisconsin-Whitewater, who 
is rank sixth. After an aggressive start, the 
team never trailed far behind and it won 65- 
54. After about a minute had gone from the 
clock, the team had already scored a 3-0 lead. 
This was courtesy of Kim Stokke, a senior 
from Menomonie, Wis., who finished with 
12 points. UW-Stout kept UW-Whitewater 
closely tied and took an 11-6 lead four min- 
utes in. It also won baskets from four differ- 
ent players on the run. 

“There were many aspects of our game 
against Whitewater that went well,” Hirssig 
said. “One of the biggest reasons we did well 
was our defense. We were committed to it 
and played great all around.” 

The Blue Devils will be playing and against 
the University of Wisconsin-Eau Claire on 
Saturday, Dec. 12. Hirssig has expressed con- 
fidence in the performance of the team. 

“If we work hard, make a group commit- 
ment to work together, get out of our comfort 
zones and do more than is expected, we will 
be successful,” Harssig said.

“Tt’s like tightrope walking on steroids!” 
said Rebecca Hamm. Hamm is talking about 
the sport of slacklining. The Slackline Ex- 
press Web site defines the sport as “tightrope 
walking on a bouncy line that is stretched 
between two points.” Though it has been 
around for a while, slacklining has only re- 
cently exploded in popularity, according to 
Slackline.com. 

This is a sport that Hamm was introduced 
to in July 2008 by her cousin, Libby Sauter. 
Sauter is one of the most famous slacklin- 
ing women in the world, Hamm said. Sau- 
ter was the first woman in the world to walk 
across the highline at the Lost Arrow Spire in 
Yosemite National Park, according to Slack- 
line.com. The Lost Arrow Spire, at 2,890 feet 
high and 55 feet long, is the highest highline 
in the United States and is located in Yosem- 
ite Valley, Cal. Last spring, Hamm followed 
in her cousin’s footsteps and became the third 
woman in the world to ever complete walk- 
ing the Lost Arrow Spire. 

“Tt’s just you and the line; you can’t think 
or worry about other things,” said Hamm 
when asked about her favorite part of the 
sport. Travis Loeffler, age 22, agrees with 
Hamm, saying that it is calming, relaxing 
and helps to put his mind at rest when he is 
stressed out. 


Neither Hamm nor Loeffler slackline as 
much during the winter months as they do 
throughout the summer. Hamm’s reasons for 
this include, not only the cold of winter, but 
also her busy schedule during school. Loef- 
fler’s main concern is that slacklining is a 
sport that is best done barefoot, and winter 
weather often requires footwear. 

Not only is slacklining relaxing, but it is 
also good for you. According to HealthKey. 
com, it is a very good core exercise. Hamm 
agreed saying, “It’s a good workout; you can 
feel it in your muscles.” 

As slacklining increases in popularity, it is 
no longer a sport only for climbers, accord- 
ing to Slackline.com. Slacklining is showing 
up in city parks, back- 
yards and even on col- 
lege campuses, which is 
where Hamm and Loef- 
fler slackline most often. 
For the first month of 
the semester, these two 
slackliners could be seen 
practicing between two 
trees on the lawn of the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Stout into the late hours 
of the evening. 

When asked if he 
would recommend the 
sport to others Loeffler 
said, “Absolutely!” His 
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reasons were everything from it being a fun, 
challenging activity to it simply being some- 
thing that a lot of people have never tried be- 
fore. Hamm also said she would recommend 
it, saying that you can always keep challeng- 
ing yourself because there really is no limit to 
what you can do. 

If you have any interest in the sport, the 
main recommendation that these two slack- 
liners have is to simply approach someone if 
you see them doing it and ask to try. As Loef- 
fler said, “Don’t be afraid to ask someone to 
try it if you see them doing it because they 
would love to show you!”

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Stout students are super steppers 
Walking program provides easy, alternative exercise

If you are like most people, you have prob- 
ably gained some weight during this winter. 
It is easy to exercise in the summer when you 
can be out in the sun, but in the winter, the 
couch in front of the TV can be a much more 
appealing place to be than out in the cold. 
This is also the time of year when we are sur- 
rounded by delicious, but fattening, foods, 
and the mentality that just one more cookie, 
cupcake or piece of pie can’t hurt. According 
to nutritionist Dustin Driver, the average per- 
son gains between three and four pounds in 
the winter, sometimes more. Losing weight is 
a popular New Year’s resolution but, like all 
resolutions, usually doesn’t last past Febru- 
ary. Fortunately, there is a way to keep your 
resolutions and lose the extra holiday weight 
while also having fun with your friends and 
building camaraderie within your dorm or 
campus organization. 

Student Health Services and the Universi- 
ty Recreation’s Health and Fitness Center is 
sponsoring the second annual “Step it Stout,” 
an exciting walking program in which you 
can virtually walk from Eureka, Ore. to 


Channel Islands, Calif. while never leaving 
Wisconsin. There will be daily newsletters 
that include information about the Pacific 
Coast area you have “walked to” as well as 
tips for a healthier lifestyle. University of 
Wisconsin-Stout students, staff and faculty 
can sign up in groups of three or individu- 
ally to be put on a team. Students pay a fee 
of $5, and faculty and staff must pay $10. 
The fee gets participants a pedometer and 
eligibility for weekly prize drawings and the 
final celebration. Each group will choose a 
leader and a team name. Prizes are given out 
at the final celebration for the best name, so 
be creative. 

Teams will be responsible for walking 900 
miles from now until March 21. This works 
out to be a little over six miles per person per 
day or about 12,245 steps. This may sound 
daunting, but you would be surprised how 
many miles you already walk each day. 

One testimonial of a respondent to a sur- 
vey taken after participating in the event last 
year noticed, “In an average week I walk 
about 50-55 miles. I really didn’t change any 
of my walking habits for this...It was rather 
surprising to me.” 

The miles are only suggestions and meant 


to serve as goals. Your team will not be pe- 
nalized if you do not walk all the miles. The 
whole point of this is to encourage you to de- 
velop a healthier lifestyle. 

Team leaders are in charge of recording the 
steps of their teams each week and submitting 
them to the online forum. A week is defined 
as midnight Sunday, until 11:59 p.m. Satur- 
day; miles must be submitted on Tuesdays at 
noon. Once a team’s miles have been submit- 
ted, it will be entered into weekly drawings 
for prizes. According to Coordinators Janice 
Ramaeker and Anoop Balachandran, last 
year’s prizes included “walking socks, sun- 
tan lotion, water bottles, picture frames, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Stout athletic apparel 
and passes to the fitness center.” Balachan- 
dran and Ramaeker “guarantee you that (the 
prizes) are worth your team entering.” 

At the completion of the program there 
will be a final celebration, that according 
to Ramaeker, is to “allow for camaraderie 
among the walkers, to share success stories 
(gained strength, lost inches/weight, eating 
healthier, helped to stop smoking), for our 
group to thank the participants and to encour- 
age everyone to keep moving.” Last year’s 
celebration was a Hawaiian luau, and this 


Blue Devil with Haitian ties 
Student receives good, bad news 


A University of Wisconsin-Stout student 
from Haiti has learned that two immediate 
family members, a brother and sister, are 
safe but that other relatives and friends died 
in the devastating Jan. 12 earthquake that hit 
the country’s capital city. 

Cleandfee Alexandre, 26, who is major- 
ing in engineering technology, said that 
his sister who lives in the capital, Port-au- 
Prince, narrowly escaped unharmed from 
a bank where she was working when the 
quake damaged the building. 

Their brother was not in the city at the time, 
but when he returned he found his girlfriend 
trapped in rubble with two broken legs. “He 
was able to get help to free her,” said Alexan- 
dre, who spoke with his brother by phone. 

However, one of Alexandre’s aunts and her 
family died when their home in Port-au-Prince 
collapsed. Six people were in the home, in- 
cluding Alexandre’s uncle, and four cousins. 

Alexandre’s parents live in Cap-Haitien, 
which is located on the country’s north coast 
about 120 miles from the capital. Alexandre 
moved to the capital when he was about age 
14 to attend a private school before coming 
to the United States on a college scholarship 
more than two years ago. Along with family 


updates, he also has learned of several friends 
and two former teachers who died, the latter 
at the school he attended. The school col- 
lapsed. “The more days pass, the more you 
learn who died,” Alexandre said. “What can 
you say? Not much.” 

Alexandre was in Port-au-Prince in August 
before coming to UW-Stout, where he lives 
in a dorm. He had planned to go home dur- 
ing the semester break — he would have been 
there when the quake hit — but decided not to 
because of the cost of airfare. 

“T can’t really say I’m lucky when you 
consider the number of people who died,” he 
said, referring to the possibility that he could 
have been in the capital during the quake. 

He hopes to graduate from UW-Stout in 
about one year, but he doesn’t expect to re- 
turn to Haiti to begin his career as.an_indus- 
trial engineer. 

“IT don’t see aybright future in (Haiti) for 
five or 10 years at all. I’m not being pes- 
simistic but realistic. “We’ll see,” he said. 
“That’s where my family-and best friends 
are, but it’s my future first.” 

He expects that his brother and sister will 
have to move away from the capital now be- 
cause there are “no other options” for work. 


Alexandre said that the earthquake 
represents another challenge for the 
people of Haiti. “We’ve been surviv- 
ing, not quite living. We’re survivors,” 
he said.

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So long Conan, we hardly knew ye 
Jay Leno to again host “The Tonight Show” amidst controversy

After a brief stint with NBC’s “The To- 
night Show”, Conan O’Brien has gotten the 
axe. Weeks after viewer ratings began to 
drop, NBC decided that parting ways with 
the corky, wavy haired comedian was the 
best course of action. 

O’Brien, widely renowned for his comedic 
prowess, previously hosted “Late Night with 
Conan O’Brien” from 1993 to 2009. Prior to 
his career as a talk show host, O’Brien also 
wrote for “Saturday Night Live” and was one 
of the original writers for “The Simpsons.” 

In 2004, after O’Brien had received mul- 
tiple offers from other networks, NBC and 
O’Brien decided to construct a new contract 
that would give him the rights to “The To- 
night Show” in 2009. He would then take 
over for Jay Leno. O’Brien, a guest on Leno’s 
final episode in May of 2009, clearly seemed 
humbled by the opportunity to take over as 
the leading man in late-night television. Leno 
clearly stated that there was no other choice 
for the job and that he wished the best of luck 
to Conan in the future. 

However, shortly after O’Brien’s de- 
but, Leno’s new show, “The Jay Leno 


Show,” aired. Ratings were not up to 
par, so NBC decided to take an immedi- 
ate course of action. 

Commenting on “The Jay Leno Show,” 
regarding the situation, Leno said, “Through 
all of this, Conan O’Brien kind of has been 
a gentleman. He is a good guy; I have no 
animosity towards him. This is all business. 
You know, folks, if you don’t get the ratings 
they take you off the air. I think you know 
that in this town you can do almost anything, 
if you get ratings they keep you on the air. 
I wasn’t getting ratings, he wasn’t getting 
ratings, that was NBC’s solution, it didn’t 
work.” 


In an attempt to see how University of 


Wisconsin-Stout students felt 
about the situation, inter- 
views were conducted. 
Justin Prestrud, a junior 
psychology major, said, 
“T think it’s unfortunate 
what happened to Conan. 
He clearly is the 
funniest man on 
television, and 
the fact that 
NBC got rid 
of him halfway 
through his first year 
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arises some concerns.” 

Conan could have buckled down and 
fought back, but his concern was with the 
rest of his staff. Before accepting any buyout 
deals from NBC, he made it clear that the rest 
of his 200-some staff needed to be taken care 
of as well. Although exact numbers were not 
provided, an estimated $40 million buyout 
was offered, $12 million of which was to be 
dispersed amongst his remaining staff mem- 
bers. His contract was paying him about $12 
million a year and he had two and a half years 
left on it, so essentially NBC paid O’Brien 
what he would have got in two years any- 
ways. However, with this buyout came stipu- 
lations. O’Brien cannot work for any other 
television broadcasting station until Sept. 1, 
2010. 

With O’Brien’s departure comes the return 
of Leno. A year ago, when NBC harnessed 
both Leno and O’Brien on contract, they had 
the best of both worlds. But when Leno left, 
ratings began to plummet. This may have 
had to do with the incoming replacement for 
O’Brien, Jimmy Fallon. Not having their one- 
two-punch on the NBC network may have 
played a huge role in NBC’s lack of ratings. 

When asked why he thought ratings 
dropped, Prestrud said, “I think that 

“The Tonight Show” is predominantly 
watched by an older audience. Conan’s co- 


medic style seems geared towards a younger 
audience; so it may have turned many off to 
“The Tonight Show.” 

In O’Brien’s last episode of “The Tonight 
Show”, he said, “Between my time at “Sat- 
urday Night Live”, “The Late Night Show”, 
and my brief run here at “The Tonight 
Show”, I’ve worked with NBC for over 20 
years. Yes, we have our differences right 
now. Yes, we are going separate ways. But 
this company has been my home for most of 
my adult life. 1am enormously proud of the 
work that we have done together and 
I want to thank NBC for making it 
all possible, I really do.” 

O’Brien ended his career at 
a NBC by say- 
ing, “TH 
be hon- 
est with 
you, 
walking 
away 
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from The Tonight Show” is the hardest thing 
I have ever had to do. Making this choice has 
been enormously difficult. This is the best 
job in the world; I absolutely love doing it. 
I have the best staff and crew in the history 
of the media, I will fight anybody who says 
I don’t, but no one would. Despite this sense 
of loss, I really feel this should be a happy 
moment. Every comedian dreams of hosting 
“The Tonight Show,” and for seven months 
I got to do it. I did it my way, with people I 
love. I do not regret one second of anything 
we have done here.” 

Prestrud went on to say, “In my honest 
opinion, the man has great hair, great jokes 
and great fun.” With O’Brien now gone, 
NBC will air rerun episodes until Leno re- 
claims his job on March 1.

UW-Stout to assist in Haitian aid

The devastating earthquake that struck 
Haiti on Jan. 12 is one of the most destruc- 
tive natural disasters that has occurred in 
recent memory. The amount of damage 
caused by the quake will rival and possibly 
surpass the damage caused by the tsunami 
in Indonesia back in 2004, as well as Hur- 
ricane Katrina that struck the Gulf Coast in 
2005. Even after the initial seismic activity 
registered 7.0 on the Richter scale, the coun- 
try was continually bombarded with after- 
shocks with magnitudes of 5.0. The death 
toll has reached a staggering 150,000 with 
the total amount of lives lost expected to 
reach somewhere around 200,000. 

Images of the tragedy have been strewn 
across the Internet, newspapers and maga- 
zines prompting numerous humanitarian ef- 
forts coming from people around the world. 

Many people watched Hope for Haiti 
Now: A Global Benefit for Earthquake Re- 
lief, a fundraiser arranged by actor George 
Clooney. Some of the biggest names in mu- 
sic performed at the benefit including Ma- 
donna, Jay-Z, Bruce Springsteen and Haiti 
native Wyclef Jean who aside from the tele- 
thon, also set up a charity foundation called 
Yele Haiti. The telethon that was broad- 
casted over the Internet and numerous cable 
television channels managed to raise $57 
million to give to the struggling country. 

It is not just those in the public eye who 
are making a significant contribution. Char- 
lie Simpson, a seven-year-old boy from 
London has managed to raise $250,000 for 
Haitian relief through a sponsored bike ride 
with the total dollar amount still growing. 

The catastrophe occurred more than 
2,000 miles away from the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout, but the earthquake has 
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struck a chord with the students and faculty 
here the same way it has with people around 
the world. The campus community is show- 
ing that it is more than willing to help those 
who are in need. 

The Ally Center for Civil Rights and Civ- 
ic Responsibility along with the Internation- 
al Office, International Relations Club and 
other campus organizations is sponsoring a 
clothing and new shoe drive to aid the vic- 
tims of the earthquake. Food and water are 
still the keynote supplies that need to be de- 
livered to the area, but in the coming months 
the survivors in Haiti, mainly in the capitol 
Port-au-Prince, will have a high demand for 
clothing and shoes. 

The desired items for the drop boxes that 
will be located all around campus are gen- 
tly used, clean summer clothing and new 
shoes in both child and adult sizes. The 
drop boxes will be located in the Memorial 
Student Center at the Student Organization 
Center desk, Service Center and the hallway 
between The Pawn and The Underground. 
They will also be located in the Merle. M 
Price Commons on the first floor near the 
stairs to Dining Services as well as in the 
Jeter-Tainter-Callahan dining room. 

In addition to this clothing drive, a pro- 
gram is currently in the works that will in- 
volve the entire UW system. Every student 
from all UW campuses would be asked to 
donate $1 to the relief fund. 

Those who wish to contribute through 
other programs are encouraged to send 
their donations to the American Red Cross 
or other reliable agencies. Any questions 
about UW-Stout’s relief efforts should be 
directed to the Ally Center at allycenter@ 
uwstout.edu.

“I want to change our image on campus 
and present ourselves as gentlemen and show 
that we are getting good grades, are involved 
in extracurriculars and are supporting good 
causes around town. We really just want to 
get the word out there that we are here to help 
the community, help better other people and 
make a good impression,” said Pfundheller. 


Chi Lambda has put on numerous activi- 
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ties to raise money for Dunn County Food 
Pantry. Every year it has a chili feed, in 
which they invite students and members of 
the community. “We make the chili ourselves 
and sell it for $4 all you can eat. It’s support- 
ing a really good cause; and this year we had 
areally good turnout,” said Pfundheller. This 
year was considered a great success for them 
due to the fact they raised over $500. “Af- 
ter how successful the chili feed was; it was 
just a great feeling for all the guys to know 
that we made a difference in the community,” 
said member Jon Hunter. 

“T think it went well because we had a bet- 
ter opportunity to market the event this year. 
We had posters made and then used Facebook 
to invite the students. This helped because 
then everyone knew where the proceeds were 
going and who they would be helping by 
coming,” said Pfundheller. 

“Chi Lambda’s donation will buy an enor- 
mous amount of food for families in need. It 
will be roughly 400 meals that it provides,” 
said Food Pantry Coordinator Lana Ander- 

n. “When we purchase food through the 
food bank, the money donations are stretched 
times 10. It’s because of groups like this that 
we are able to do this and keep our organiza- 
tion going.”

There are many other ways in which Chi 
Lambda is helping out the community this 
semester. In April, its Milk Party will be tak- 
ing place at the Chi Lambda house. 

“This is where we invite all members of 
the community to come to our house for milk 
and cookies. We are doing this because we 
just wanted to have a social gathering where 
everyone can learn about where we came 
from and what we support, while sticking to 
our roots of being the dry fraternity on cam- 
pus,” said Pfundheller. It also participates in 
Adopt-a- Yard. This is where elderly mem- 
bers in the surrounding area sign up to have 
their yards taken care of. 

“We basically rake and help prepare for 
winter and help them do the things they can’t 
do anymore,” said Pfundheller. 

Another way it is helping is by adopting a 
highway. Twice a semester it helps clean up 
Highway 25 south of Menomonie. “We just 
try to get out there and make it more present- 
able to the community,” said Pfundheller.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout seems to be 
upholding a form of hierarchy when it comes 
to student athletes, or lack thereof. Since I en- 
rolled at UW-Stout in 2005, it wasn’t my lack 
of motivation that got me out of shape; it was 
the lack of locations to burn off the calories.

Multiple dorms at UW-Stout provide a

An American victory

It appears the Democratic Party failed 
to heed the advice of one of its legendary 
leaders, President Harry S. Truman, 
who said, “Given the choice between 
a Republican and one who acts like a 
Republican, people will vote for the real 
Republican all the time.” In a shocking 
display of democracy in action, the people 
of Massachusetts elected a Republican by 
the name of Scott Brown to the Senate seat 
formerly held by the late Ted Kennedy for 
just under five decades. 

“Downtown” Scotty Brown, as_ his 
friends call him, is a six-term legislator in 
Massachusetts. He served three terms as 
a state representative and three terms as a 
state senator. He is a Lieutenant Colonel in 
the Massachusetts Army National Guard. 
Although he has never been on active duty, 
he assists many veterans with a variety 
of issues. He campaigned as a populist 
Libertarian (similar to that of Ron Paul) 
who recently gained the financial support 
of the Republican party when it was 
perceived that the Democratic candidate 
was complacent with her campaign. He 
took control of the special election debate 
by tapping into the new felt insecurities of 
the nation: slow economic and job recovery 
and health insurance reform. It also helped 
that almost 60 percent of the people of 
Massachusetts like their government-run 
healthcare system and were afraid the 
federal government was going to change 
it. Even though Brown’s opponent Martha 
Coakley proved to be an exceptionally weak 
candidate, it was still a huge upset and one 
that might change the political dynamics 
for the upcoming 2010 elections. 

With the Republicans glowing from 
their recent unforeseen victory, there is no 
doubt that the destructive rhetoric against 
the Obama Administration will continue 
on with a full head of steam. The 111th 
Congress is on the cusp of passing the 
biggest piece of legislation in a generation: 
Health Insurance Reform. Currently, most 
Americans are fed up with the rising costs 
and discriminatory practices of the health 
insurance industry, but they are equally fed 
up with what Congress is offering. 

Even though his approval ratings have 
dropped dramatically but maintained above 
the 50 percent mark, the public perception 
of the Obama Presidency is that he has not 
done enough fast enough. For some reason, 
everyone expected that Obama could solve 
within a year all the foreign and domestic 
problems that the Bush administration 
created in eight horrendous years. The 
election in Massachusetts represents what 
I like to call the ambivalence of American 
voters. We tend to only look at the short 
term, and if things aren’t going well, the 


voters will want something different. 
Sometimes they’1l even go back to the same 
party that caused the problem in the first 
place. It can be explained no better than by 
a lack of patience and a lack of trust in our 
political system. 

A perfect example of this lack of patience 
and trust is in the stimulus package. When 
coming into office, Obama was faced 
with the worst economy since the Great 
Depression. Almost every economist 
suggested that a package similar to the New 
Deal was needed to help turn our economy 
around. It was passed only a couple of 
weeks into the Obama Presidency, and only 
months after it was passed, Republicans 
were already saying it failed. How is that 
possible? Currently, only $264.9 of the 
$787 billion awarded under the bill has even 
been paid out. Even more disturbing is the 
fact that in that same stimulus is the biggest 
tax break in American history- $288 billion 
to be exact. Where are the anti-tax tea 
partiers on that one? The stimulus will be 
a long-term project, but if parts of it don’t 
get going soon (like the cross continental 
high speed light rail system that will create 
thousands of jobs), then the administration 
will have some serious explaining to do. 

The American public needs action, but 
the public perception has been captured 
by the same political exploits that lead 
us into this mess in the first place. It 
appears that the Obama administration 
has been reluctant to implement the 
changes it campaigned for in fear that 
this exploitation will only get worse. If 
Obama doesn’t make a change with the 
people who are advising him, it could 
be a difficult year for the midterm 
elections and possibly for his long-term 
presidential agenda. 

Will “Downtown” Scotty Brown be 
the next lion in the Senate? Doubtful, 
but it is definitely a wake-up call to 
the White House. If in the next year 
Washington continues to bloat with 
political name-calling and_ finger 
pointing, then I’m sure voters will be 
done with both parties and a Libertarian 
like Ron Paul might get his chance on 
the bully pulpit. But it has only beena 
year, and there is still a lot of progress 
that can be made. If I were President 
Obama, I would look to what Harry S. 
Truman once said, “Men make history 
and not the other way around. In 
periods where there is no leadership, 
society stands still. Progress occurs 
when courageous, skillful leaders 
seize the opportunity to change things 
for the better.” 

I hope in the next year both parties come 
together to change things for the better. 
That would not just be a Democratic 
victory, that would be an American 
victory.

The attention Mexico has received 
from the media in the past year has made 
me eager to share my own experiences in 
Mexico. This is partially because I feel that 
most Americans, especially those in the 
Midwest, know little about Mexico. People’s 
knowledge of the country generally stems 
from news of violence and drug cartels or 
vacations at all-inclusive resorts, neither of 
which accurately represent the country. 

When I told people I was going to 
Cuernavaca, Mexico to study abroad during 
the spring semester of 2008, the general 
reaction was the same. People would 
question my sanity and then express concern 
for my safety. I went there expecting the 
worst. Leaving the comfort of home to 
live and study abroad is nerve-wracking 
enough. Leaving 
with tales of 
human trafficking 
and random 
acts of violence 
dancing in your 
head is down 
right _ terrifying. 
However, adventure beckoned and off I 
went. 

I was immediately struck by how little 
is known about Mexico here in the United 
States. The violence in Mexico makes the

MADISON, Wis. (Dec. 15, 2009) — On 
Monday, Gov. Jim Doyle vetoed a bill that 
would have required some members of the 
University of Wisconsin System Board of 
Regents to be from certain geographic areas 
of the state. 

The Board of Regents is an 18-member 
body that appoints top officials, sets 
admission standards, approves university 
budgets and determines UW System 
policies. Fourteen of the board’s members 
are appointed by the Governor to seven- 
year positions. Currently, 10 of these 14 
live in Milwaukee or Dane County. Senate 
Bill 223 would have divided the state into 
seven districts and required that at least one 
member of the board be from each district. 

The original version of this bill was 
first introduced in 2003. Over the last two

news every day. Peaceful, self-sufficient 
communities that extend the lives of 
dying languages are featured in obscure 
documentaries at most. There is still a 
thriving and diverse indigenous culture. 
Various dialects of Mayan are still active 
and indigenous influence is obvious even 
in modern society. Mexico City is not 
just a crime-ridden abyss, as I was led 
to believe: It is actually full of historical 
art, Spanish architecture and_ five-star 
restaurants. The ruins we visited in Mexico 
were breathtaking, awe inspiring and 
largely unexcavated. There are some truly 
wonderful things in Mexico, but it is a land 
of opposites and extremes. 

I went to the most expensive school in 
Mexico, called Tecnologico de Monterrey. 
It was well-equipped, high-tech and 
progressive. Wealthy students drove 
Hummers to school and were accompanied 
by bodyguards. On the bus 
ride to school every morning 
we saw mansions, sculptures 
and well-kept neighborhoods, 
as well as sick dogs, starving 
horses and children selling 
flowers on the side of the 
highway. It was not uncommon 
to see someone with a laptop and an iPod 
walking down the street in close proximity 
to someone in indigenous dress selling live 
chickens bound by the feet. Our ventures 
beyond the crowded cities revealed vast 


jungles, uninhabited mountains and virgin 
beaches. 

Indeed my trip to Mexico revealed a 
fascinating culture and hidden wonders, 
but this is not to say that violence was 
not prevalent. At times I was scared 
and I recognized that I was vulnerable. 
Violence was beginning to trickle down 
from Mexico City into Cuernavaca and 
people were starting to talk about it. 
Neighborhoods where students were 
housed seemed to be increasingly 
dangerous. We were warned about the taxi 
drivers who often scammed foreigners out 
of money or worse. However, we were 
very reliant on taxi services and though 
we tried not to ride alone, it sometimes 
seemed unavoidable. 

Eventually, the novelty of living in 
a foreign country wears off and fear 
subsides but with it goes ones sense 
of caution. Perhaps this was the case 
on Nov. 29, 2009 when a 22-year-old 
University of North Carolina student, 
who was studying in the same program in 
Cuernavaca, was stabbed seven times by 
a taxi driver who was attempting to rob 
her while she was riding alone. She was 
sent home in critical condition but is now 
expected to recover. 

There are many different sides to 
Mexico, some of which I am sure I 
do not fully understand. Culture is a 
complex system of survival tactics and

months, many UW System students across 
the state rallied around this legislation, 
holding press conferences to bring attention 
to this bill and urging their legislators to 
vote in favor of it. 

Scott Asbach, University of Wisconsin- 
Stevens Point student government president, 
echoes the disappointment shared by many 
other students over Doyle’s decision to veto 
the bill. 

“The Student Government Association of 
the University of Wisconsin-Stevens Point, 
on behalf of the more than 9,000 UWSP 
students, rejects Governor Jim Doyle’s 
decision to veto Senate Bill 223,” Asbach 
said in a written statement. 

“The bill would have brought proper 
geographical diversity to the Board of 
Regents of the University of Wisconsin and 
ensured equal representation for the entire 
UW System,” he said. 

Some schools, like the University of 


Wisconsin-Green Bay, passed resolutions 
to support the bill. According to student 
government vice-president Nicholas Vlies, 
the bill was a critically important piece of 
legislation to UWGB and other schools. 

“The Green Bay area and northeast 
Wisconsin have historically been 
underrepresented on the Board of Regents 
and it seems that this situation is not likely 
to change now with the vetoing of the bill,” 
he said. 

United Council, Wisconsin’s statewide 
student association, has supported this bill 
since it was first introduced. United Council 
believes passage of this bill is especially 
important to creating better administrative 
representation of the entire UW System. UC 
is now working with student leaders across 
the state to contact the governor’s office to 
express their disappointment in the vetoing 
of the bill. 


social techniques, built by ancestors and 
ingrained in the behavior of individuals. 
An outsider can observe, picking out 
characteristics by comparison, but that 
does not make a fair judge. 

To the best of my knowledge, the 
University of |Wisconsin-Stout _ still 
participates in the exchange program with 
Tecnologico de Monterrey. Despite recent 
events and my own brushes with danger, 
I would not discourage other students 
from going; I would only advise extreme 
caution. Danger, of course, is not unique 
to Mexico and common sense is crucial 
no matter where you are. However, in this 
time of high tensions, there is little room 
for error. I was reminded of the fact that a 
temporary lapse in judgment, for instance, 
taking a taxi alone just this one time, can 
end with your life in the balance. 

I am conflicted when I relay stories and 
experiences from studying and traveling in 
Mexico. Most people immediately want to 
hear about the bad things that I saw, and 
part of me wants to tell them. But there is 
so much more to Mexico, and I fear that 
if it remains overlooked, it will not be 
protected. I think that our ignorance about 
our neighbors is shameful, especially when 
it is founded on problems that, in part, we 
are fueling. I hope that people take some 
time to discover what is really right over 
the border, because there is so much beyond 
violence and all-inclusive resorts.

As most Midwestern college kids already know, Brother Ali 
is a truth-spitting, hard-hitting, awe-inspiring hip-hop master- 
mind who has dedicated the past decade to perfecting his craft 
right here in the Twin City locale.

The semester will kick off 
with a treat when Blue Devil Productions hosts 
Jeremy Messersmith and Derek James at The 
Underground on Thursday, Feb. 4.

Jeremy Messersmith has been enjoying the 
past few years as one of the most critically 
acclaimed and well-received Twin City 
singer-songwriters. The City Pages called 
him the premiere under-30 
singer-songwriter in the 
Twin Cities, and many have 
compared his work to the 
likes of Elliott Smith and 
Simon & Garfunkel. His 
beautifully crafted melodies 
and melancholy _ lyrics 
conjure up vivid sentiments 
reminiscent of 60s peace, 
love and understanding. 

I was lucky enough to 
share a few words with 
Messersmith recently 
about his transformation 
from a computer 
science technician to an 
accomplished songwriter, 
as well as his experience 
working with Minnesota 
legend Dan Wilson. 

“(Working with Wilson] 
was amazing... I remember 
growing up and _ learning 
‘Closing Time’ on guitar, 
and here I was playing with 
the guy who wrote it. It was 
pretty fucking cool.” 

Pretty fucking cool, 
indeed. The finished product, 
Jeremy’s latest album titled 
“The Silver City,” couldn’t 
have come out any better. 
Slick harmonies, reverb- 
filled guitar riffs, catchy 
hooks and overall impeccable 
songwriting make it a must- 
own disc for any music fan. 

The opening track on 
the album, which bears the 
same name as the album 
itself, is an eerie take on city 
ambiance — lulled voices 
and the din of the Minneapolis light-rail build 
up and give way to the euphoric first track, 
“Welcome to Suburbia,” an ironic take on 
suburban life and how it masks reality. The 
album then begins to play through like a well- 
thought-out story, encompassing both elation 
and sorrow as Messersmith describes living 
life in the heartland. 

The highlight track, “Franklin Avenue,” 
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screams Elliott Smith. The similarities between 
the two are hauntingly apparent in this his most 
accessible song on the record. The twangy 
guitars and Messersmith’s masterful voice 
combine to prove that Jeremy Messersmith is 
not your average musician; this man has talent, 
folks. 

In addition to talent, Messersmith also has 
valuable advice for aspiring young musicians. 

“Work on writing the best songs you can, 
and then record them cheaply. Then just give 
it away. Just give your stuff away,” he said. 
“IT probably gave away like 1,000 CDs... 
Eventually people started talking about it, so 
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I changed it up and made a different mix of 
songs that I recorded at home to give away at 
live shows. It’s like the Oscar Wilde quote, 
‘The only thing worse than being talked 
about is not being talked about.’ Most of 
the people who make good music are being 
talked about.” 

Messersmith’s passion shines through in 
his live shows as well, and he is no stranger 
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to playing at UW-Stout. He 
recounted performing at The 
Underground in the past. 

“IT remember the last time I 
played there. I thought I was 
going to be really awesome 
at bowling because I had 
been playing Wii bowling,” 
Messersmith said. “It turned out 
the skills didn’t translate at all. I 
still really suck at bowling.” 

Regardless, Messersmith is 
equally as excited to perform for us as we are 
excited to have him. 

“I’m looking forward to coming out and at 
least trying to bowl, anyway. [Laughs] We’ll 
see how I do.”

In February, University of Wisconsin-Stout’s Multicultural 
Student Services (MSS) will present four distinct and engaging 
performances celebrating Black History Month. 

“The success of last year’s MSS programming led, in part, 
to presenting an extended February series that is free and 
open to the public,” explained Dr. Freddie Walker, director 
of Multicultural Student Services. “Last year we successfully 
presented and co-sponsored six programs including 
‘Whitewash,’ featuring Antwan Lamar Herron and ‘Beats 
on the Block’ with Buddy King and the Minneapolis Boys & 
Girls Club drum troupe. Through these performances we strive 
to present a vantage point for ethnic diversity and inclusivity. 
The performances serve as avenues from which we can look at 
stereotypes in America that still exist in our society.” 

The MSS February series begins with Mixed Blood Theatre’s 
production of “Dr. King’s Dream” on Monday, Feb. 1 at 7 p.m. 
in the Ballrooms at the Memorial Student Center. The one- 
man performance is a nationally acclaimed celebration of the 
life and career of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Warren C. Bowles, the talented actor featured in “Dr. 
King’s Dream,” has toured for Mixed Blood since 1981. His 
stirring solo performance chronicles Dr. King’s career from 
the beginning during the Montgomery bus strike to his death 
in Memphis. 

“Warren’s performance captures the dignity and humanity of 
a truly unique American leader,” said Charlie Moore, artistic 
director at Mixed Blood Theatre. “The play covers pivotal 
events in Dr. King’s career including the marches in Selma 
and Birmingham, his thoughts on Malcolm X and President 
Kennedy and his soaring ‘I Have a Dream’ speech.” 

“T have seen ‘Dr. King’s Dream’ several times, and I believe 
that Warren is the ultimate professional in his portrayal of Dr. 
King,” said Dr. Walker. “He draws on the events of the time, 
bringing with it an atmosphere of the man so that we gain a 
deeper appreciation for Dr. King the man.

Mary McManus, Ally Center coordinator. “The grant, written

funding to bring Menomonie Middle School students to the 
Mabel Tainter Center for the Arts and UW-Stout to participate 
in personal storytelling through mask making.” 

The project empowers students to understand how Dr. King’s 
dream grew from his experiences as a segregated youth. The 
students will decorate paper mache masks on the inside with 
words that describe who they are now and on the outside with 
a concern they have about their life and future. 

“After creating the masks, a candlelight procession down 
2nd street will bring the students to the Memorial Student 
Center for a review of the masks and readings about Dr. 
King’s life,” said McManus. “The project is designed to be 
a precursor to the Mixed Blood performance and is open to 
students, faculty and staff.” 

The community project and performance are held in honor 
of Martin Luther King, Jr. Day, officially recognized on Jan. 
18. The holiday marks the birth date of Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., observed on the third Monday of January each year, 
around the time of Dr. King’s birthday, Jan. 15. 

The second performance in the MSS February series is Flow 
Theatre’s production of “One Race, One People, One Peace” 
on Tuesday, Feb. 2 at 7 p.m. in the Great Hall at the Memorial 
Student Center. 

“After seeing ‘One Race, One People, One Peace’ at the 
University of Wisconsin-Stevens Point last year, I wanted to 
bring its message on the power of inclusive excellence to UW- 
Stout,” said Dr. Walker. “I believe this performance is the most 
enlightening for the times we live in today.” 

“One Race” reaches beyond political correctness through 
powerful portrayals of the human spirit. The one-hour 
performance uses humor, drama and current events to 
emphasize the power of dialogue and the healing that comes 
from reconciliation. Encompassing a full gamut of social 
stereotypes and issues from homophobia to anti-Semitism,

“Since 9/11, some prejudice seems 
acceptable,” writes Flow Theater 
playwright James A. Chapman.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout 
women’s basketball team has been prevail- 
ing despite the snow and slush. On Dec. 
15 forward Megan Maslowski, a senior, 
was named the Wisconsin Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference (WIAC) athlete of the 
week due to steady performance and her 
contribution to a three-game win streak. 
During the week, Maslowski averaged 13.0 
points, 5.5 rebounds, seven assists and one 
steal. This was the first time she has earned 
this honor. Maslowski is not afraid to pop 
her 3-point shot, averaging eight shots this 
season, three short of last year. She is tied 
with guard Kim Stokke for the team lead in 
assists with 29. Last season her 46 assists 
were third on the team. 

Maslowski isn’t the only player to receive 
recognition. Julia Hirssig, a senior, is a finalist 
for the 2010 Rochester Area Sports Banquet An-

nual Awards. Hirssig currently leads the WIAC 
in scoring (21.7 ppg) and leads the NCAA Divi- 
sion III in field goal percentage (.685). 

These ladies did not have much time for a 
break. Promptly after Christmas, they played 
the University of Mary Hardin-Baylor at the 
Texas Challenge. That day the team shot 61 
percent from the floor in the first half, but 
still trailed by five points at halftime and lost, 
74-63. It turned the ball over 29 times, 16 of 
which were in the first half of the game, scor- 
ing 21 points off the turnovers. The UMHB 
shot off an 8-2 start and built up a lead of as 
much as 22 points with 10 minutes left in the 
contest. They held Hirssig to only four sec- 
ond half points. Hirssig again led UW-Stout 
for game scoring honors with 16 points. Tri- 
cia VanVreede brought 14 more points for 
her team. The game was messy on both sides, 
with neither team shooting well from the 
free-throw line, but this didn’t stop it during 
its next game on the following day. 

On Dec. 29, UW-Stout played Trinity 
University. After 
shooting only 28 
percent in the first 
half and trailing 
35-32 at halftime, 
the Blue Devils 
turned up the de- 
fense in the second 
half. They nearly 
shut down Trinity, 
allowing only sev- 
en second half field 
goals. UW-Stout’s 
offense also knew 
when to step it up, 
hitting 53 percent 


of its second half shots from the floor, 16-30, 
with three 3-pointers and 16 free throws. 
Maslowski led the second half charge, get- 
ting 16 of her 17 points. Stokke brought in 
her career-high of 19 points. Hirssig brought 
in 12 points and cleared 16 rebounds, one 
short of her career high, to claim her fourth 
double-double of the season. Danielle DeW- 
itt, a senior, contributed 12 points. The four 
seniors combined for a total of 70 points and 
45 of the team’s 51 second half points. The 
51 points were UW-Stout’s biggest offensive 
output of a single half this season. They won 
82-67 with as much as an 18-point lead. 

After a short break, they returned on Jan. 
6 to play against University of Wisconsin- 
River Falls. The team overcame a nine-point 
lead in the final six minutes of regulation to 
force overtime, but UW-River Falls took a 
lead again almost right away to defeat the 
Blue Devils, 68-65. The 13th ranked Falcons 
(13-0, 5-0) remained undefeated. It seemed 
as though the team was fighting an uphill bat- 
tle, only holding small leads briefly. The ball 
was traded all evening with UW-Stout finish- 
ing the night with 33 turnovers and UW-River 
Falls with 32. Each team was marked with 24 
fouls. Hirssig led all scorers with 17 points 
and tallied her fifth double-double of the sea- 
son with 13 rebounds. DeWitt had 13 points, 
Maslowski ended with 12 and Stokke with 
six. The seniors combined for 48 points. With 
the 17 points of that game, Hirssig climbed to 
second on the UW-Stout all-time scoring list, 
surpassing Kelsey Duoss. Hirssig had 1419 
points that week. 

Determined to win again, UW-Stout host- 
ed the University of Wisconsin-Platteville on 
Jan. 9. The beginning of the game did not 


look like it would hold any suspense, and 
UW-Platteville started off hot. The Pioneers 
kept the offensive onslaught up and built as 
much as a 15-5 lead before UW-Stout went 
off on a 15-2 run to pull ahead 20-17 midway 
through the period. Hirssig went on to score 
30 points before fouling out with 90 sec- 
onds left in the game. She hit 11-of-17 shots 
from the floor and 8-of-11 free throws. She 
scored nine points in the run and had a game- 
high of eight rebounds. The game was tight 
throughout the second half, tying 13 times. 
UW-Stout called a timeout with 5.7 seconds 
remaining and set up the shot to Maslowski. 
After a couple of passes, Maslowski got the 
pass and took the shot. With .3 seconds re- 
maining she shot a ball that stayed on the rim, 
putting everyone on the edge of their seats. 
The ball went in, and UW-Stout defeated 
UW-Platteville, 86-84. Maslowski finished 
with 17 points, hitting 7-of-8 shots from the 
floor and 8-of-11 free throws. She had a game 
high of eight rebounds. 

UW-Stout stepped out of the conference 
play on Tuesday, Jan. 12, when it hosted 
Northland College. UW-Stout blew past it 
in the second half 79-67. Throughout the 
season, four seniors have been shining, but 
in this game a new, promising face emerged. 
Stacy Bush, a senior, came off the bench with 
about two minutes left in the first half and 
scored five points before halftime. Holding 
an 11-point lead during the second half, UW- 
Stout started a 14-3 run that sealed its vic- 
tory. This game was a prelude for two crucial 
WIAC contests. 

After a 68-80 loss to University of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh on Jan. 16, UW-Stout 
defeated the University of Wisconsin-Su- 
perior two days later. UW- 
Stout got a 32-2 run over 
the first 11 minutes of the 
halftime. With the score 
tied at 43 during intermis- 
sion, the team exploded 
out of the locker room and 
went on to get a 92-61 win 
over the Yellowjackets. 

On Jan. 23, UW-Stout 
played against UW-River 
Falls. UW-Stout _ trailed 
early, with UW-River Falls 
answering every UW-Stout 
basket, but pushed its way 
into a lead late in the first 
half and didn’t trail, winning 
the game, 80-67. UW-Stout 
will host the University of 
Wisconsin-La Crosse on 
Wednesday, Jan. 27 at 7 p.m. 
and will be at University of 
Wisconsin-Whitewater Sat- 
urday, Jan. 30.

The Blue 
Devils continued their winning ways in a 


than most had originally anticipated. In 
fact, its drafting of rookie Clay Mathews, 
a walk-on outside linebacker from the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, turned out 
to be a boom rather than a bust. His impact 
on the defense as a rookie was undeniable. 
Rookie defensive tackle B.J. Raji, the ninth 
overall pick in the 2009 draft, accounted 
for only 25 tackles and one sack this sea- 
son. However, he was slowed early in the 
season due to injury, so expect to see his 
productivity increase next year. 

Having ended the regular season on a 
large win over last year’s NFC champs, the 
Packers looked promising coming into this 
year’s wildcard matchup against the Ari- 
zona Cardinals. This matchup marked the 
third of its kind, featuring three matchups in 
wildcard games that were identical to their 


game against St. Olaf College by defeating 
the Oles 3-2 at the Xcel Energy Center, home 
of the Minnesota Wild. 

Although the game did not have a large 
impact on the rankings, it still held extra im- 
portance with all of the players. “For me it 
was a lot of fun,” said senior assistant captain 
Andy Sternberg. “I played at the Xcel in high 
school, but it’s been six or seven years so it 
was really fun to get back there and experi- 
ence it again.” 

Even though the game was an hour away, 
the Blue Devil fans known as the Devil’s Ad- 
vocates showed up in full force, giving their 
team a virtual home-ice advantage at the neu- 


tral site. 

The game started off in UW-Stout’s fa- 
vor as the top forward line connected to get 
Hanson a back door goal set up by Joel Gual- 
rapp and captain Scott Motz. The same three 
struck once again on a power-play in the sec- 
ond period, with Motz being the recipient of 
great passing by Gualrapp and Hanson. 

After the Oles cut UW-Stout’s lead in half, 
Sternberg buried a shot from the slot that 
put his team up 3-1 early in the third period. 
Once again, UW-Stout made the game inter- 
esting by giving up a power-play goal and 
allowing St. Olaf back within one with 2:24 
left to play.

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Construction team excels nationally 


Smaller campus takes down big time competition

Some schools are nationally known for 
their sports teams or admissions selectiv- 
ity. Soon the University of Wisconsin-Stout 
could be known for something much more 
unique: its award-winning construction as- 
sociation. UW-Stout’s Student Construction 
Association team, composed of seniors Cory 
Bjerke, Jared Duffy, Darrel Johnston, Ben 
Oswald, Dustin Phillips and Tiffany Pierce, 
is currently in the top four to win a national 
competition sponsored by the Mechanical 
Contractors Association of America. 

Twenty-six teams from around the country 
were given a complete set of project docu- 
ments for the remodeling of a hospital cafete- 
ria located in Denver. According to Phillips, 
the teams were required to create a “proposal 
for work that included our complete estimate 
for the total cost of the project, a schedule for 
how we were going to perform that work and 
anything that would set us apart from other 
contractors, like our safety plan and value 
engineering, to give them the best overall 
product at an affordable price.” 

The project was much more complicated 
than any normal renovation because the 
cafeteria will not be shut down while the 
changes are taking place. “The cafeteria 
serves 3,000-4,000 meals daily, and we had 
to keep it fully operational during the con- 
struction and keep all of our activities inside 
a zoned off area,” said Oswald. “Dust and 
infection control was a huge problem we 
had to deal with,” added Pierce. 

The team worked long and hard, ultimate- 


technology so they might obtain a LEED cer- 
tification in the future. All the work was done 
by the students, but they were allowed to use 
UW-Stout faculty and industry members as 
“sounding boards,” including professor Tim 
Becker, the group’s faculty advisor. 

The teams sent in proposals in December 
to a panel of judges. 

“The judges look through all of the pro- 
posals and decide on the top four based on 
professionalism, completeness, innovation, 
adherence to the rules and [other] criteria,” 
said Phillips. The UW-Stout team recently 
found out that it made it into the top four, 
defeating big-name schools like: Purdue 
University, Penn State University, California 
State Polytechnic University and the Milwau- 
kee School of Engineering. Bjerke, Duffy, 
Johnston, Oswald, Phillips and Pierce will 
travel to San Francisco at the end of March 
for the Mechanical Contractors Association 
of America’s annual convention to compete 
for first prize against the other top schools: 
The University of Washington, Colorado 
State University and Oregon State Univer- 
sity. The first place team will win $5,000, the 
second place team earns $2,500 and the third 
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and fourth place teams will get $1,000 each. 
The money that the UW-Stout team wins will 
go to UW-Stout’s Student Construction As- 
sociation, which sponsored its efforts, along 
with the Minnesota Mechanical Contractors 
Association. According to Duffy, the team is 
currently preparing a 20-minute presentation 
for the national convention. 

“They will present to our construction ad- 
visory board this Thursday and then practice 
with other companies that have helped us 
throughout the project,” said Phillips. This 
will better prepare them for the competition 
in March. 

In addition to competing for the prize 
money, the students will get to participate 
in the Mechanical Contractors Association 
of America’s national convention. Speakers 
will include former Secretary of State Con- 
doleezza Rice, Captain Chesley “Sully” Sul- 
lenberg, who landed the plane in the Hudson 
River last year and San Francisco 49ers head 
coach Mike Singletary. The students will also 
be treated to a concert by the band Chicago. 
More importantly, however, they will be able 
to interact and network with some of the top 
executives in the contracting field who can 


provide them with internships and future 
jobs. Duffy has already earned an internship 
in San Diego this summer through his work 
on the project. 

Everyone on the team has great skill for 
and really seems to love construction from 
Johnston’s work with his uncle’s heating 
and air conditioning business, to Oswald’s 
full-time work in construction since age 16. 
Pierce likes the fact that you can work on a 
project and, when it’s finally done, you have 
something to show for it. These people have 
worked hard and truly deserve all their acco- 
lades. You do not have to join the construction 
team to do something great, however. Many 
members of the team wanted to encourage 
their UW-Stout classmates to join organiza- 
tions that matter to them as long as they are 
willing to put in the effort. 

“Tf you have the opportunity to join any or- 
ganization, do so, but only if you’re going to 
use all of its benefits,” said Phillips. “People 
here join stuff just to say they are involved 
but that’s not what this is about.

Past events have helped generate a great 
deal of money for the sorority as well. The 
Walk-Run was put on in memory of Jake 
Jaeckels, a member of Chi Lambda who 
passed away last year. 

“Over 200 people from the community partici- 
pated this year for the Walk-Run,” said Stapleton. 

Another event it put on with Chi Lambda 
was the Teeter-Totter event held on parent’s 
weekend last year. There was a barbeque 
cookout centered around a teeter-totter.

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My Little Secret Revealed 
A story of a UW-Stout student living with a learning disability

Greta Bauer is a 27-year-old graduate stu- 
dent at the University of Wisconsin-Stout 
focusing on vocational rehabilitation. Prior 
to starting fourth grade, her parents noticed 
her reading abilities were not progressing like 
they should be. They took her to Park Nicollet 
Clinic in Saint Louis Park, Minn. to have her 
evaluated by doctors who later diagnosed her 
with the learning disability, dyslexia. Dyslexia 
causes a person’s brain to scramble or jumble 
letters or words. Her parents authorized the 
release of this information so Bauer would be 
eligible for disability services at her school. 

During elementary education, Bauer devel- 
oped coping mechanisms to avoid her peers 
from judging her for it. 

“T would pretend that I forgot my books, 
when actually they’d be in my backpack. The 
teacher would get pissed,” she said. When she 
walks into a room, others aren’t immediately 
aware of her condition. “It’s my little secret,” 
said Bauer. Her secret was exposed while her 
fourth grade class was discussing a book they 
were reading. The teacher disclosed the sensi- 
tive information to the entire class with little 
regard for Bauer’s feelings. Bauer shut down. 

“Everyone needs a support system. Ev- 
eryone needs to be loved. For a child with 
disabilities, it’s harder to get the love and sup- 
port,” said Bauer. “Parents need to choose to 
support the child. Finding out your child has 
a disability is a shock for parents. They need 
to accept that fact, learn about the disability 
and then they can take 
action to help their 
child.” Bauer was for- 
tunate to have that. 

When she entered 
high — school, 
continued to choose 
not to disclose her 
disability. “It’s high 
school,” she said. “At 
that age, people aren’t 
educated about disabil- 
ities. People judge you 
more when they are unfamiliar with them.” 

At that time, Bauer’s academic perfor- 
mance started slipping when her learning style 
did not correspond with the teaching styles 
utilized by her teachers. After a conversation 
with her parents, she came to the realization 
that if she wanted to go to college she would 
need to improve her grades. She would need 
to utilize the accommodations provided for 
her through the Learning Disability office. 
One of those was a quiet environment with

extended time to take an exam. 

“Tt was hard at first; I was super uncomfort- 
able,” she said. “It meant that I had to leave the 
classroom to go take a test elsewhere, when 
going out of the room meant that you were stu- 
pid. I hate when people make me feel stupid; 
it’s the worst feeling in the whole world.” 

Bauer began to feel that she could overcome 
the limitations of her disability. 

“Tt was the right thing to do because my 
grades got better,” she said. If people wanted 
to make fun of me for it I would just show 
them my report card.” 

She was quick to point out that she felt those 
accommodations did not give her an unfair 
advantage over other students when it came 
to tests. She explained that just because you 
have more time on an exam does not mean 
that you’ll do better; you still need to know 
the material. If a student without a disability 
sat down next to her and read a page in a book 
side by side with her, they would notice how 
much longer it would take her in comparison. 

“Tt’s not a privilege, it’s an accommoda- 
tion,” said Bauer. 

She does not know how it happened, but 
one day in high school it just clicked for her. 
She decided that she did not care about how 
others perceived her. Everyone already knew 
that something was different about her; she 
didn’t want a pity party. 

Bauer was determined to be open about her 
learning disability. Through her experience 
she learned that people were more awkward 
toward her if she did not talk about it. So, 
when she left the classroom to go to the Learn-

ranking colleges in terms of providing the best 
learning disability services for students. At 
that time, the best one in the country was the 
University of Arizona. It had the Strategic Al- 
ternative Learning Techniques (SALT) Cen- 
ter, which provides comprehensive services to 
maximize student success. 

Bauer met with Margaret Winter, the 
SALT program director. Winter told Bau- 
er that she was a people person and reas- 
sured her that it takes more than just book 
smarts to succeed. She let Bauer know that 
once she got

ing Disability office and a peer would ask why 
she was going there, she would explain that 
she had a learning disability and was not em- 
barrassed about it. 

“T started to stand up for myself in a way,” she 
said. “The denial started to go away, and I started 
educating others about it [learning disabilities].” 

There came a time during her senior year 
where she had a discussion with her parents 
about preparing for college. Taking her learn- 
ing disability into consideration, they began 


she fit in 
there. She 
transferred to the University of St. Thomas, 
located in Saint Paul, Minn., and completed 
her undergraduate degree in marketing. 
After graduating she began to work at a 
medical device company. She continued to 
keep her dyslexia a secret, even from her em- 
ployer. Her reasoning for this was that she felt 
she did not need special accommodations. 
“T didn’t find that job to be emotionally ful- 
filling,” said Bauer. So many people helped 


her along her path that she wanted to help oth- 
ers on theirs. She decided to apply for the mas- 
ter’s program in vocational rehabilitation at 
the University of Wisconsin-Stout. She is cur- 
rently in her second semester in the program. 

“T feel comfortable, and I am proud,” said 
Bauer. “I went from not being able to handle it 
[her learning disability] to accepting it. I went 
from it being my secret to being embarrassed 
about it to evolving into this woman that is 
sitting here. It has made me the person I am. 
People can change for the better.” 

Kara James, director of Disability Ser- 
vices at UW-Stout, stated that in the 2008-09 
academic school year there were 141 students 
who disclosed a learning disability. “We only 
report what the students or medical profes- 
sionals list as the primary disability,” James 
said. “I know for a fact that there are more 
people who have them that aren’t considered 
primary disabilities.” 

“Tf you sense you have a disability of any 
kind, come talk to me about it. Not that I 
am an expert, but I may be able to help you 
develop strategies to minimize the barriers 
that you are facing in your learning envi- 
ronment. I want to help you build your tool 
box,” said James. 

As for Bauer, she will continue to pursue her 
master’s degree in vocational rehabilitation at 
UW-Stout. She is working toward becoming 
a rehabilitation counselor. When challenges 
meet her along her way, she will do what she 
has always done—she will emphatically rock 
it out.

Elevators in Harvey Hall trap students/faculty between floors

Have you ever had a class on the fourth 
floor of Harvey Hall? It can be intimidating 
facing all those flights of stairs at 8 a.m. The 
elevator serves as an alternative to the hike 
up the stairs. But with recent problems with 
maintenance, the elevator has been out of ser- 
vice. This is a very serious problem for stu- 
dents that are in actual need of the elevator. 

On Monday, Feb. 8, the elevator broke 
down several times throughout the day, often 
trapping students and faculty members alike 
in between floors. 

“T was coming from the second floor try- 
ing to get to the first and the doors wouldn’t 
open for ten minutes. I pressed all the but- 
tons and none of them worked. After wait- 
ing a while, I picked up the speakerphone 
and it connected me to the fire department. 
The doors ended up opening for me a cou- 
ple minutes before the firemen got there,” 
said custodian Andrea Streff. 

“T have been working in Harvey Hall for 
10 years and it just keeps breaking more 
often. There used to be two elevators, so if 
one broke, the other one could still be used 
for the students who need to use them. They 
took it out a while back, and now it leaves 
very limited options on what to do when it 
breaks,” said Streff. 

Once, a young man in a wheelchair fin- 
ished class on the fourth floor only to re- 
alize he could not get out of the building 
because there was no way for him to get 
down the stairs. Again, the fire department 
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Madison, Wis. --- Chancellor Charles W. 
Sorensen laid out an ambitious goal for the 
University of Wisconsin-Stout a number of 
years ago: increase the number of undergrad- 
uate majors to 40. 

That would be nearly double the number 
UW-Stout offered when Sorensen came to 
campus 22 years ago. Sorensen believed the 
limited number of majors was hampering 
UW-Stout’s student recruitment and reten- 
tion efforts. 

“We really needed to ramp up our program 
array if we were going to remain competitive 
among our peers,” Sorensen said. “We needed 
to develop new majors that would be attractive 
to students and would fit within our mission.” 

Provost Julie Furst-Bowe, working with fac- 
ulty and others across campus, then prepared 


came to the rescue. 

“Tf anyone needs assistance, the fire depart- 
ment will always come help them get out of 
the building safely,” said John Murphy, dean 
of the College of Arts and Sciences. 

I was at work in the office next to the el- 
evator on Monday, along with other student 
receptionists. After the third time the fire de- 
partment was called, they joked about how 
we should provide them with valet parking. 

“We have to go put signs on every level 
to alert the students, as well as notify the 
on-campus police,” said office reception- 
ist and junior in the hotel tourism program 
Molly Holm. 

When this happens there is a certain pro- 
cedure that needs to be followed. First the 
building supervisor needs to be notified, 
then the campus police and the fire depart- 
ment are called to help the people involved. 
Usually within a half hour, someone is there 
to fix the technical problem and everything 
is back to normal. 

“This kind of problem is very high on the 
priority list because it concerns the safety of 
students and faculty,” said Murphy. “We re- 
spond to this kind of problem immediately.” 

If any of the elevators on campus ever 
break and you or someone is stuck inside, 
the easiest thing to do is pick up the speak- 
erphone by the buttons. This connects imme- 
diately to the fire department who then come 
to assist anyone inside and help get them out. 
The Harvey Hall elevator has been and will 
continue to be a problem until a permanent 
solution is found. 


an academic plan to accomplish that goal. 

“We worked collaboratively to develop in- 
novative majors that would resonate with stu- 
dents and employers,” Furst-Bowe said. “Our 
academic plan is innovative and aggressive.” 

Sorensen accomplished his goal Friday 
when the UW System Board of Regents ap- 
proved the 40th undergraduate major for 
UW-Stout: a Bachelor of Science degree in 
cognitive science. 

Jerry Kapus, professor of English and phi- 
losophy at UW-Stout, was instrumental in 
developing the new major. He said it “will 
appeal to those students who seek an interdis- 
ciplinary understanding of the human mind/ 
brain and the application of this to technolo- 
gies that enhance human capacities.” 

Students will study human behavior, neu- 


rophysiology, how humans and technology 
interact, the design and operation of intelli- 
gent systems and other systems, officials said. 
“UW-Stout will have the distinction of of- 
fering the first undergraduate cognitive sci- 
ence program in Wisconsin,” Kapus said, “a 
program that applies an interdisciplinary un- 
derstanding of the human mind/brain to serv- 
ing society’s increasing technological needs.” 
Mary Hopkins-Best, dean of the College of 
Education, Health and Human Sciences, said 
that although the study of cognitive science 
is relatively new “the questions that are ad- 
dressed by this field of science have existed 
for thousands of years.” This includes, she 
added, “the age-old questions related to how 
the mind processes information.” 
Hopkins-Best said students will develop

applied research skills through lab-based 
courses. Career opportunities include “the 
design of artificial intelligence and human/ 
computer interaction, software design, envi- 
ronmental design, human factor engineering 
and better treatments for individuals with 
neurological disabilities,” she added.

Doyle's speech to state draws criticism

After Tuesday’s State of the State ad- 
dress, Madison newspaper The Capital 
Times called Gov. Jim Doyle “a lame-duck 
governor who is coasting out of office after 
two terms that might charitably be described 
as “undistinguished.” 

Madison’s local CBS news affiliate, WISC- 
TV3, examined Doyle’s speech in its “real- 
ity check” segment and deemed that several 
statements “need clarification.” 

Assembly Minority Leader Rep. Jeff 
Fitzgerald, R-Horicon called the speech, 
“Jim Doyle’s last work of fiction.” 

These criticisms of Tuesday night’s ad- 
dress refer mostly to healthcare, the econo- 
my and taxes, but these statements also apt- 
ly describe Doyle’s handling of state public 
higher education. 

Doyle buried education at the end of his 
speech. And he spent most of this portion 
of the address advocating for mayoral take- 
over of the Milwaukee Public Schools, a 


controversial decision that is seen to have 
little chance of passing, even with the Dem- 
ocratic majority. 

What substantive words Doyle did have 
on education amounted to mostly incom- 
plete facts and statements left widely open 
to interpretation. 

In his speech, 
Doyle touted the 
Wisconsin Covenant, 
an agreement signed 
by eighth-graders 
that guarantees high- 
achieving students a 
place in a UW System 
school and_ eligibil- 
ity to apply for four 
years of needed-based 
financial aid from the 
private Wisconsin 
Covenant Foundation. 

What Doyle forgot to mention was how he 
cut the available financial aid as soon as the 
first eighth-graders who signed the covenant 
would have been able to apply for it. Now,

those students can only apply for two years 
of aid, instead of four. Few students can com- 
plete a four-year degree in only two years. In 
fact, only 29 percent of students are even able 
to make it out in four years. 

Doyle also said that, since taking of- 
fice, he has tripled 
financial aid for Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin 
students. But, during 
that period, the aver- 
age cost of attendance 
rose from $10,000 
a year to $15,000 a 
year. The Wisconsin 
Higher —_ Educational 
Aids Board estimates 
that this year, there are 
25,000 students across 
the state who qualify 
for need-based state 
grants, but will not be receiving them be- 
cause of lack of funds. 

Doyle ended his speech by thanking the 
men and women of the Wisconsin National 


Guard and all members of the armed ser- 
vices. He said he’s proud to be the governor 
of a state that provides veterans with com- 
prehensive benefits and free college tuition. 
While Wisconsin’s veteran tuition remission 
program has largely been successful, it still 
caps veterans at a set number of credits and 
state funding often doesn’t reach schools un- 
til after the due date for tuition, forcing many 
veterans to front the cost themselves. 

Wisconsin’s veterans and all Wisconsin 
residents and students deserve better. We 
deserve a governor who sees education as 
a public good, a good that can renew and 
enrich our economy, our communities and 
our state. 

United Council is a non-profit organization 
that works for higher education equity. For 
nearly 50 years, UC has advocated for UW 
System students on issues of higher educa- 
tion related to value, quality and the student 
experience. United Council is actively work- 
ing with all major gubernatorial candidates to 
ensure accessible, affordable higher educa- 
tion is a state priority.

Sculpture professor exhibits creative work outside the classroom

Lars Boye Jerlach, a University of Wisconsin-Stout profes- 
sor, has found a unique way to portray his creative thought pro- 
cess outside of the classroom. Before you can understand what 
he does, you must first understand who he is. 

Jerlach, a Danish artist, teamed up with British artist Helen 
Stringfellow in 1999 while pursing Masters of Fine Arts in 
sculpture at Edinburgh College of Art in Scotland. It was here 
that the art partnership tectonic industries developed. In 2001, 
Jerlach and Stringfellow relocated to the United States. They 
currently reside in St. Paul, Minn. 

Jerlach teaches 3D design, sculpture, sculpture II and ad- 
vanced sculpture here at UW-Stout. He recently rewrote the 
sculpture curriculum to be in line with a more contemporary 
approach to art practice, using a more non-traditional approach 
to sculpture making. 

“Tt has more to do with contemporary art practice often incor- 
porating photography, projections, video work and large-scale 


installation etc. It’s no longer just about formal issues such as 
line, volume and mass and of the more traditional understanding 
of the word sculpture,” said Jerlach. 

The work of tectonic industries developed from an examina- 
tion of our all-encompassing desire for instant gratification and 
immediate satisfaction. Jerlach and Stringfellow’s work focuses 
on the artifice inherent within the creation of the modern myths 
and belief systems of popular culture. It concentrates on our 
seemingly endless quest for self-improvement. 

When asked how he would describe tectonic industries to 
those who have never heard of it before, Jerlach said, “It’s an art 
partnership that deals with elements of popular culture. It breaks 
down our urge of self-improvement. It talks about our obsession 
with popular culture in all aspects: celebrity status, food indus- 
try, film industry or any other kind of popular culture. We take it 
apart, break it down and point at different aspects that we think 
are important for people to pay attention to.” 

One of tectonic industries most recent projects dealt with a 
cookery book by Rachael Ray called “365 No Repeats: A Year 
of Deliciously Different Dinners.” Tectonic industries took a

unique approach to the project by literally cooking all 365 dish- 
es in 365 consecutive days and documenting the experience. 

However, Jerlach added an additional twist to the project. Af- 
ter the initial cooking experience, they took all the ingredients 
used, compiled them into alphabetical order and allocated each 
ingredient a shade from a Pantone color chart. This essentially 
designated a color for each ingredient. Each meal was then 
translated into a color grid representing the ingredients used 
displayed in each respective proportion. 

This translated the experience of cooking, eating and docu- 
menting into a purely aesthetic, visual experience. 

“You are taking away all the visceral elements of the experi- 
ence; all the smells, the eating aspect, the taste of it and what 
remains is a visual representation in color,” Jerlach explained. 

The most recent project titled “2010: The Year of Oprah,” 
currently ongoing and deals with mainstream popular culture.

“Currently, we are dealing with popular cults, how they ex- 
ist and how they come into being,” Jerlach explained. “How 
people follow other people because of who they are and what 
they say in the television programs and so on and so forth.” 

This project focuses on transcribing spoken word to text for 
every new episode of “The Oprah Winfrey Show”. The results 
are published online every weekday with summaries posted to 
Facebook and Twitter. 

““The Oprah Winfrey Show’ reaches an enormous amount of 
people,” said Jerlach. “She is kind of an American queen; she is 
probably the closest thing to royalty in America. It’s also about 
the idea that she wields a phenomenal amount of power. She can 
sway nearly everything with regards to taste, intellect and poli- 
tics. Anything she touches can influence people’s opinions.” 


Tectonic industries examine 
the artifice inherent within 
the creation of the modern 
myths and belief systems of 
popular culture. Ultimately 
these created worlds become 
a pervasive form of reality, 
universally meaningful within 
the mainstream collective 
memory. At the heart of the 
investigation lies afascination 
with visual, literal, televisual 
and cinematic pop culture 
that centers on appearances 
and narrative. Borrowed 
language is distorted, 
manipulated and morphed 
to heighten the artificial. 
Referencing immediately 
identifiable cultural signifiers 
in conjunction with our 
seemingly endless quest 
for self-improvement, 
tectonic industries create 
mixed-media installations 
that scrutinize our  all- 
encompassing desire for 
instant gratification and 
immediate satisfaction. 


Artist Statement 


The project started Jan. 8 and goes until the end of the year. 
The project will culminate in an exhibition in Minneapolis in 
October. The ultimate result of the project will be to create two 
distinct streams of information, one which is published in real 
time and one which is cumulative, displaying the collected 
knowledge of the year as a multitude of layers of information. 

Regarding the show, Jerlach said, “It’s an hour on one or two 
topics. It is often more entertaining than it is informative. So, 
what is it that it does to the human psyche, and why is there such 
a huge following?” 

Tectonic industries wants to communicate the necessity of 
re-examining that which we take for granted, to give viewers 
the opportunity to examine our aspirations from the mundane 
to the fantastical. 


Jerlach said, “It’s like the creation of a popular myth. How 
is the myth created in the first place? Why is there a need for a 
myth to be created? Who creates it and who is it for? And why 
do people want to be helped? Currently there is a self-help ele- 
ment in our investigation. It’s the idea of helping yourself, to 
help you help yourself. But why is it that you want to be helped 
in the first place? What is that you want to be better at yesterday 
that you’re not good at today that you think you will be better 
at tomorrow?”

Mark your calendars for Saturday, Feb. 20, world music lovers! The Ragbirds, a robust 
folk-rock/roots band out of Ann Arbor, Mich., will be dominating The Waterfront Bar’s inti- 
mate stage. 

The band’s founder and front woman, Erin Zindle (vocals, violin, mandolin, banjo, accor- 
dion and percussion) leads The Ragbirds sound alongside guitarist T.J. Zindle, alluring bassist 
Dan Hildebrandt and over the grooves of drummer Randall Moore and second percussionist 
Tim Dziekan. 

Zindle, the main songwriter in the group, forms lyrics that engage the listener to look into 
their life and relate the words and images to the common encounters we all experience. Its 
song “Door in the Wall” contains lyrics that grab an audience, such as: 

“So many voices singing songs of revolution/In fact the flood of them together has led to 
their dilution.” 

The Ragbirds incorporate variations on traditional African drum pieces into their show, 
trading their instruments for hand drums. This is just one way that the stage becomes an im- 
provisational playground for The Ragbirds. These talented musicians together create a sweet 
sound for ears of all ages and musical sensibilities. 

The Ragbirds are not only committed to touring, performing some 120-150 shows per 
year for the last few years, but are also committed to green touring. In October 2008, they 
replaced their tour van with a diesel van and converted it to run on waste vegetable oil, al- 
lowing them to travel without dependence on foreign oil and all its related problems. Their 
third full-length album, named after one of their original songs, “Finally Almost Ready,” was 
released last year and was made with recycled plastic trays. Each CD saves six plastic water 
bottles from a landfill. 

The Ragbirds have been featured at some of the Midwest’s largest music festivals, including 
Rothbury, Summercamp and 10,000 Lakes Festival, and have shared the bill with performers 
varying from Widespread Panic to Wilco. In 2009, they even went abroad to tour Japan. 

The Ragbirds encourage the taping and trading of their live shows. Taping is a great way 
to preserve a favorite show and re-experience it at home. On that note, audience taping at 
Ragbirds shows is authorized for non-commericial uses only. 

Donit miss The Ragbirds at The Waterfront on Saturday, Feb. 20 at 10 p.m. The cost of the 


show is $5 at the door and you must be 21+. 


Take a bow, Wisconsin opera houses: Encore! The Renaissance of Wisconsin Opera Houses

You do not have to look far to find evidence 
of the rich history behind Wisconsin’s opera 
houses. For example, Menomonie’s own Mabel 
Tainter Center for the Arts has enjoyed a major 
facelift thanks to community support and $4.55 
million. It now graces the cover of Brian Leahy 
Doyle’s latest publication, “Encore! The renais- 
sance of Wisconsin Opera Houses.” 

Doyle, a native of Shullsburg, Wis., has 
taken up the torch on expanding the literature 
and revealing the importance of small-town 
theatres. With so much emphasis on major 
theaters in big cities such as New York, he has 
provided researchers, theater enthusiasts and 
historians with a breath of fresh, rural, Wis- 
consin country air. 

As Doyle explained, “While traveling 
troupes considered these theaters, or opera 
houses, the ‘small time,’ in these small towns 
the opera house nonetheless served as a sym- 
bol of civic pride and cultural aspiration, as 
well as a public space adaptable to a wide 
range of theatrical and nontheatrical events.” 

The first opera house explored in Doyle’s 


book is the Copeland Opera House, found in 
his hometown of Shullsburg. The theater was 
closed for several decades but will be opening 
its doors again after years of renovation. 

“T was always very curious about what was 
in [the Copeland Opera 
House], so I contacted 
some friends and was 
able to get a tour of it. I 
thought that this would 
make for a really inter- 
esting article, so I started 
doing some research and 
wrote an article for a 
theater journal. As I kept 
doing research on the 
theater, I realized that 
this would make a really 
interesting book.” 

Doyle then was en- 
couraged to broaden 
his scope to include not 
only the Copeland Opera 
House, but opera houses 
from all over the state of 
Wisconsin. He gained 
the support from the Wis- 
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7 Places along the Ways 
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consin Historical Society Press and teamed up 
with Mark Fay, a professional photographer out 
of Eau Claire, Wis., to begin work on his tour 
and research of 10 prominent restored opera 
houses across the state, including Menomonie’s 
Mabel Tainter Center for 
the Arts. 

“The whole idea was 
that when you went to 
the theater, being inside 
the auditorium; being in 
this beautiful building, 
was just as important, if 
not even more important, 
than what was happening 
on stage,” Doyle said. 
“When a theater was 
built, it was a major mo- 
ment in history. It was a 
big event.” 

However, many of 
these opera houses went 
out of business and were 
sentenced to slowly de- 
cay as time went on. In 
many of the larger cities,

the outdated and decrepit 


theaters were torn down in order to make room 
for new establishments. This was not the case in 
many small towns, where there were no practi- 
cal real estate advantages to destroying these 
historic buildings. Instead, they mostly lay dor- 
mant for many years, until recently, when com- 
munity support and people willing to put up 
funds revitalized many opera houses around the 
state both physically and culturally. 

Menomonie’s Mabel Tainter Center for the 
Arts is a prime example of how this process has 
developed in Wisconsin, and that is why it is one 
of the 10 opera houses covered in the book. 

“{The Mabel Tainter] is a really beautiful 
theater, and one of the most interesting things 
about it is that it was built with private fund- 
ing. The willingness to build such a beautiful 
building was amazing,” said Doyle. 

Brain Leahy Doyle is a freelance professional 
theater director, dramaturge, teacher and writer 
who has worked in the performing arts for the 
last 20 years. His book has been well-received 
and was selected as the Book of the Year by 
the Theatre Historical Society of America. The 
book can be purchased through www.amazon.

With the crowd oooing and 
ahhing, it was not quite clear what he would do next. 

After showing the audience his “six pack” abs, it became ap- 
parent that there was a small hole with something white stick- 
ing out of his stomach. Yes, you guessed it; it was the string he 
had just swallowed. He then pulled it out from underneath his 
skin. How it got there from his mouth, no one knows. 

All of the following tricks were in a very similar fashion. 
He would do something, the audience would think it knew 
how he did it, then realize that could not have worked and be 
stumped yet again.

The Maze attended 
the University of Texas 
in Austin a few years 
back and majored in 
psychology when he 
realized his passion 
for magic. Some of 
his tricks are

If 
you sit on the 
right, you use 
your right side 
of the brain 
more, mean- 
ing you are 
more  intellec- 
tual when mak- 
ing decisions and 
are most likely a 
construction or en- 
gineer as your major. 
If you sit on the left you 
are more of an artist and 
are an art or interior student. 
He even went on to explain that 
he thinks if you choose to sit in 


the front of the audience you 
are often early, and are more of a go getter in life. If you choose 


to sit in the back, you may need to rethink your goals. 

“Where you sit tells a lot about personal characteristics of a 
person,” said The Maze. 

In the second half of the show, he explained the hardships he 
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went through during and after college when he was faced with 
the life-threatening illness of Leukemia. He shared how these 
hurdles helped him to find Christianity in his own life and to 
choose the “right path.” He talked about the crazy things he did 
in college and said that he needed this life event to give him the 
extra shove to change his ways. After all of this, he is finally 
doing what he loves most. 

“This is his ministry, and his passion comes with his 
interaction through the audience,” said Campus 
Crusades President

“T liked toward the end where he offered that peo- 
ple could leave because he was going to talk about God 
and he didn’t want to offend anyone. I loved how he shared 
what Jesus did in his life and hoped that we would want the same 
and become interested,” said Gangnon. 

“The Maze goes around the nation and does a lot of stuff with 
Campus Crusade for Christ on other campuses. He works very 
closely with our organization. He was in the area, so we booked 
him. He will be in Eau Claire soon as well,” said Gangnon. “I 
feel the show went pretty well; it was the first time I actually 
saw him perform, but I liked the attendance. We had 600 people 
attend for the one show.” 

At the end of the show, The Maze explained how all of the 
ideas behind the tricks were related to Christ. The entire show 
had an underlying Christian method. This gave the audience no 
clue as to how he did any of his magic but gave new insight to 
many on campus. By the end of the performance, when looking 
around, you could really tell that everyone was, in fact, amazed 
by what they had heard and seen. 

A lot of people who attended the show did not really know 
what the Campus Crusade for Christ organization actually was. 

“When I first joined, my parents thought I was joining a 
cult, but it is actually a nation-wide organization,” said Gan- 
gnon. “Our goal from the beginning of planning this event 
wasn’t that we wanted to increase our numbers. We just want- 
ed to give campus an opportunity to have a relationship with 
Christ. Our ultimate goal is to have our weekly meeting num- 
bers increase.”

The University of Wisconsin-Stout wom- 
en’s gymnastics team put up its top score of 
the season when it traveled to the University 
of Wisconsin- Whitewater Feb. 6, but lost to 
the second ranked Warhawks by a final score 
of 185.775 to 173.875. 

UW-Stout junior Naomi DeLara placed 
first in two events for the night, tying for the 
top spot in vault with a score of 9.375 and 
receiving first place honors alone in the floor 
exercise with a score of 9.55. 

Blue Devils senior Megan Hargens won 
the all-around event with a final score tal- 
lying 37.600. She finished third on floor 
events with a score of 9.40 and rounded out 
a winning performance with solid score on 
the balance beam of 9.375 and the vault with 
a score of 9.35. 

Jan. 29 was another great performance 
by DeLara and Hargens, as DeLara won 
two individuals events again during the 


Blue Devils Victory against Gustavus 
Adolphus College in a dual meet. 

DeLarma was named the Wisconsin In- 
tercollegiate Athlete Conference 
gymnast of the week, making this 
the second time that she received 
the award this year. DeLara won 
the balance beam with a score of 
9.50 and the floor exercise with a 
score of 9.675. 

DeLara’s floor exercise score 
was her highest of the season 
and also just 0.100 points shorts 
of her career-high. She rounded 
off the meet with a runner-up on 
the vault. 

Hargens again won the all- 
around event, including victories | 
in both the bars and vault. UW- 
Stout defeated Gustavus Adol- 
phus College by a final score of 
173.725 to 169.750, bringing the 
season win/loss record to 2-4.

Men's basketball defeats two top 5 teams

The University of Wisconsin-Stout men’s 
basketball team isn’t holding anything back 
this semester. Despite the fierce competition, 
these men show a remarkable display of ath- 
letics and are creating a new name within the 
realm of college basketball. After two con- 
secutive defeats of two top five nationally 
ranked teams, these men are among the elite. 

On Feb. 6, the Blue Devils dominated their 
match against University of Wisconsin-Os- 
hkosh, 70-48. They went on a 28-5 run late 
in the second half of the game, which turned 
the once tight game into a blowout. Midway 
through the second period, UW-Stout came 
up with steals on three consecutive UW-Os- 
hkosh possessions. Just minutes later, Jordon 
Nelson, from Maple Grove, Minn., hit two 
straight 3-pointers. These 31 points sealed 
the victory. 

Eric Hostetter led all players with 18 
points with Mahlon Thomas right behind him 
scoring 13 points. With this win, UW-Stout 
moves into third place in the WIAC stand- 
ings, past University of Wisconsin-Platteville 
and University of Wisconsin-La Crosse who 
each lost that day. 

Three days prior, UW-Stout defeated its 
second straight top five nationally ranked 
team and formidable opponent: University 
of Wisconsin-Stevens Point. The game began 
evenly in the first half by both teams with the 


largest lead by a mere five points. There were 
five ties and eight lead changes by the first 
period. The Blue Devils knew to step it up 
and started off hot in the second half with an 
11-0 run, giving them an 11-point lead. 

Point cut the lead to six, but it kept on it 
and made another run, this one a 10-point 
streak. Eight of the 10 points were scored 
by Micheal Fant. UW-Stevens Point got the 
last possession of the game but came up 
unsuccessful as a game-tying shot bounced 
off the rim at the buzzer, giving UW-Stout 
its second straight big win. 

The games’ top scorers Thomas and Jer- 
rod Buchholtz scored 13 points each. Thomas 
also tied with Jerrel Enerson-Matthews with 
7 rebounds. Matthews finished the game with 
10 points, seven boards and seven assists. 

On Jan. 30, UW-Stout also showed its 
top game, defeating conference leader and 
WIAC fifth ranked University of Wiscon- 
sin-Whitewater, 95-77. Again, Enerson- 
Matthews showed his top game, scor- 
ing the first 10 points as the Blue Devils 
jumped out on a 14-3 lead. They would 
increase their first-half lead to as much as 
20 points during the game. The halftime 
lead was at 46-36 thanks to the 18 points 
Enerson-Matthews scored. 

Fant had many great plays, includ- 
ing hitting a 3-pointer with 13:03 
left, when the lead was 19. He imme- 
diately followed up with a steal anda 
lay-up to increase the lead to 21. Fant 


scored 11 points 
in the game, all 
within | minute 
and 18 seconds. 
A lot is at stake 
for this team with 
the WIAC men’s 
basketball tourna- 
ment quickly ap- 
proaching. With 
its next game on 
Wednesday, Feb. 
10 at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin- 
Superior, it has 
the possibility of 
a long streak of 
wins to continue. 
Its head coach Ed- 
die Andrist seems 
to have faith. 
“Here at Stout, 
we have come so far 
and accomplished 
many program 
milestones but the 
train is not stopping 
here,” Andrist said. 
“We have a great 
deal of unfinished 
business.”

Mark Thomas accomplises prestigious 
award nabbing 400th career win 


Hirssing topples record books, becoming all time leading scorer

The University of Wisconsin-Stout wom- 
en’s basketball team has experienced what 
may seem like a back and forth season. Af- 
ter starting the season with four losses in a 
row, the team bounced back, winning 13 of 
its last 19 games. 

On Feb. 3, the Blue Devils faced off 
against the first place University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stevens Point at Berg Gymnasium in 
Stevens Point, Wis. What was first thought 
to be a good matchup, turned into a lopsided 
game as the Blue Devils never trailed. UW- 
Stout senior Megan Maslowski put up the 
first points of the night to start their offensive 
arsenal. It was here where UW-Stout initially 
took the lead and never looked back. 

Going into halftime, the Blue Devils held 
a narrow six-point lead. However, this lead 
would never be tested, as they defeated the 
Pointers 90-76 in regulation. 

UW-Stout finished the game with five 
players scoring double digits. Danielle De- 
Witt finished with 20 points, Kim Stokke 
tallied 12 points and Tricia VanVreede and 


Maslowski both finished with 10 points. Ju- 
lia Hirssig’s 27 points put her career total to 
1618, trailing Ju- 
lie Maki’s record, 
who played for 
UW-Stout from 
1989-93, by two 


points.

Thomas’ career record has now im- 
proved to 401-210. His first collegiate 
win came in 1987, when he then took 
over a UW-Stout team that had only won 
two games in its previous two seasons. 

When asked what the most nostalgic 
moment of his 23-year coaching career is, 
Thomas said, “There are far too many to 
single any out. What makes me the most 
proud is walking by the trophy case every- 
day and seeing the excellence the women’s 
basketball program has brought to the uni- 
versity. To single one out would be the first 
championship we won, as it represented 
the very first “women’s” championship in 
school history.” 

The women’s basketball team concludes 
its regular season play when they play against 
the University of Wisconsin-Platteville on 
Feb. 13 at 4 p.m. and the University of Wis- 
consin-Eau Claire on Feb. 20 at 3 p.m. 


Peter has excelled in the triple jump through- 
out her entire career at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout with impressive wins at the 
WIAC Championships, Oshkosh Invite and 
Lake Superior Challenge as well as winning 
the WIAA Division HI Championship in 2005 
and 2006 while in high school.

Critical Super Bowl interception

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Students give input on renovation 
Plans for the buildings remodel have officially begun

Over 40 students gathered at the Grandview 
Terrace in the Memorial Student Center for a 
Stout Student Association Meeting on Feb. 
16. Students gave input to Stephen Pederson 
of the Frisbie Architects Inc. in River Falls, 
Wis. as well as members of Mackey Archi- 
tects, a St. Louis firm. These firms have been 
hired to redesign the MSC. 

The purposes of the meeting was to explain 
to attendees what the LEED certification en- 
tails and to discover students’ likes and dis- 
likes about the current design and layout 
of the MSC. 

LEED is a program that the Green Build- 
ing Council has put in place to measure how 
much energy and resources a building uses. 
It stands for leadership, energy and environ- 
ment design. A “green building,” or “sustain- 
able building,” is one that is built in such a 
way that is environmentally responsible and 
resource efficient. 

“We have been asked to design a LEED cer- 
tifiable building,” explains Merillee Hertlein, 
interior designer and director of sustainability 
at Mackey Mitchell Architects. “I did a little 
bit of research before coming here, and I was 
very impressed with the commitment and the 
sustainability and initiative that you already 
have in place. It’s very obvious that is an is- 
sue that’s important to UW-Stout.” Accord- 
ing to Hertlein, “Green buildings save a lot of 
resources. The largest contributors to global 


warming are industry and transportation.” 

Hertlein also explains that, “Green build- 
ing is huge right now. There are a lot of rea- 
sons for this—government incentives, profit 
energy and profit resources. Your generation 
understands this issue that you’re going to be 
inherited with.” 

The open forum was SSA President Philip 
Rizzo’s idea, according to Lucy A. Nicolai, 
director of the Memorial Student Center. “He 
decided it this way so everyone could meet 


Past and future 


The Memorial Student Center has been in 
its current location since 1985. Four years 
ago, a market study of the wants and needs of 
the student body was conducted. 

“From there, we did identify that the stu- 
dents wanted a renovation, and we identified 
what they wanted to see in the renovation,” 
said Lucy A. Nicolai, director of the Memo- 
rial Student Center. Then, we came up with a 
vision statement for the project.” 

UW-System guidelines asked the commit- 
tee to hire preplanning architects. The scope 
of the project was identified, and data was pre- 
sented to the student government. In October 
2009, the SSA voted and approved the $18 
million project. Issues that were addressed 
were infrastructure, fire protection, window 
replacement and the electrical system. 

Students wanted more natural light in the 


building, better way-finding, updated din- 
ning service areas, more lounge space, more 
visibility for the student organizations and a 
destination point for the meeting rooms in our 
building. They wanted a “union-square” con- 
cept that would become a beehive for central 
activity where an individual walks into the 
building and knows immediately that there’s 
activity going on. 

Nicolai adds, “Probably one of the biggest 
recommendations and decisions the planning 
committee had to make was to eliminate the 
bowling alley due to trends, the cost of upkeep 
and the cost to get them.” 

“The other thing during the whole planning 
stage was we wanted to consolidate our din- 
ning service areas so we would go from three, 
the Grandview Terrace, Heritage Café and the 
Pawn, down to two,” said Nicolai. “That’s not 


with the architects.” 

Nicolai also said that it is important for the 
students to be in the know as to what is hap- 
pening with the MSC. 

“This is the students’ home,” said Nicolai. 
“This is where we want them to land whether 
it is between classes, club meetings, grabbing 
a bite to eat, talking to our staff, getting in- 
volved or being entertained. This is the place 
where we want people to come back to.” 

“We are at the beginning of figuring this 
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to say the Heritage Café would go away, but 
it will be incorporated somehow in the 
new plan.” 

There is a voting process that takes place, 
and this stage of the planning was completed 
in November 2009, and then the architects 
were chosen. Frisbie Architects is Wisconsin 
based, and they are in conjunction with Mack- 
ey Mitchell out of St. Louis. Frisbie Architects 
will coordinate the electrical, mechanical, 
plumbing and heating, and Mackey Mitchell 
will do the actual design for the building. 

“They will be back on campus March 3 
with some design that they will preview with 
the design committee,” Nicolai said. “Now 
that they’ve been assigned our project, all the 
ideas and design concepts are run through the 
design committee.” 

“There are milestones we have to reach,” 
Nicolai continues. A real milestone is that 35 
percent of the documents have to be done by 
early May and given to the Division of Fa- 
cilities (DSF) because, in June, we are hop- 
ing it goes to the Board of Regents. There is

he information we gather here will provide 
a particularly powerful roadmap for us as your 
designers.” 

Students expressed opinions such as: vari- 
ety in the layout of the building, lounge space, 
windows, natural lighting, color schemes, 
meeting rooms, handicap accessibility and 
the front door, which at present the student 
body feels needs to be larger and more wel- 
coming. 

“During the preplanning, the SSA rec- 
ommended getting a front door,” said Ni- 
colai. “If you’ve ever had to give directions 
in this building, it’s very difficult. We tell 
people you have to go outside the building, 
then you come back in, and it becomes very 
confusing. We really want this to be a bea- 
con of light that says, ‘We are open— Here 
is our front door—Meet me here.”” 

“Tt’s very interesting,” said Burse on the 
students’ comments. “There’s a lot going 
on, a lot of ideas and the take-aways are the 
warmth, the sitting choices, the two levels 
and the front doors.” Burse adds, in regard 
to the discussion, “It’s important that we be 
good stewards of energy.”

“We want this to be transparent process. 
We want to keep people in the know,” Ni- 
colai says. 


an approval process throughout this whole 
thing. The Board of Regents is first, then State 
Building Commission needs to approve it. 
Then they want to take it back to the student 
government again and the student body. And 
then the big document gets submitted to DSF 
for bidding out the project. The question will 
be asked, ‘What’s it going to cost to renovate 
and construct?’ Then we’re hoping we vacate 
the entire MSC building by January of 2011.” 
Nicolai said they are working out the details of 
relocating both the staff and student activities. 

Nicolai, who has been in the MSC since its 
conception, said, “The architects will tell you 
this building has really good bones. It’s a neat 
building, it just needs some updating, a reno- 
vation. The only square footage that might be 
increased is whatever’s needed to make that 
front door, but we’re not adding on anything 
outside that. The outside will look pretty close 
to what it is now. People will see that front 
door, and once you get in here that’s where the 
wow is.”

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Profile of new professors on campus 
Assistant Professor Paul Anheier

New to the campus this 2009-10 academic 
year is Assistant Professor Paul Anheier, who 
teaches Freshman English, Writing Hypertext, 
and Writing Technical Manuals. Anheier came 
to the University of Wisconsin-Stout from the 
University of Minnesota-Twin Cities, where 
he is working on his doctorate in Rhetoric and 
Scientific and Technical Communication. He 
also holds an MLS. in Scientific and Techni- 
cal Communication from the University of 
Minnesota. He holds a B.S. in Biomedical 
Engineering and another in German Literature 
from the University of Wisconsin-Madison. 

Anheier’s initial goal was not to become a 
technical communication teacher, but while 
working toward his degree in engineering, he 
was introduced to the technical communica- 
tion field. “They had me take a class in it, but 
I didn’t want to because I already had a degree 
in literature. But I took it, and I didn’t really 
realize (until then) there was this whole world 
of professions in technical communication. 
That’s what got me interested in what I do 
now. That is what led me to my next schooling, 
which was the University of Minnesota-Twin 
Cities in their Masters of Science program in 
technical communication.” 

Anheier was planning on going back into 
the workforce, however, during his second 
year of graduate school, while doing some 
teaching, he realized that he really liked the 
classroom and how important writing and writ- 
ing instruction was to him and how important 
writing instruction was. “I decided that was 
my mission to the world, said Anheier. “So I 
decided to stay on for a Ph.D.” 

Anheier had not originally considered 
UW-Stout when he began prospecting em- 
ployment. He said, “I think once I got here to 
campus, though, and met the people and the 
department, what I really liked about Stout 
was that everyone was dedicated to teaching. 
You can still do research and things like that, 
but, for instance, in the English department, 
all the faculty here teach freshman composi- 
tion, and even though I am a technical com- 
municator, I still have an invested interest in 
composition. It’s a very closely related field. 
I really liked the unified force of teaching; I 
thought that was really interesting. Stout was 
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kind enough to hire me on with the promise 
that I would finish up my dissertation. I feel 
fortunate to be here.” 

He also appreciated the location of UW- 
Stout being close to family and friends in Wis- 
consin and Minnesota. 

About Wisconsin and the Menomonie area, 
Anheier said, “Having spent six years in Min- 
nesota, I liked it there; I liked the Twin Cit- 
ies. But there’s something to be said, for me at 
least since I’m a Wisconsinite, to come back 
here and just be around the people and the 
culture. After being cooped up in the city, the 
concrete jungle, I’m in the countryside now. 
I can look and see horses, donkeys and aban- 
doned tractors outside my window. That really 
appeals to me, as well as being able to recap- 
ture some of that outdoorsy stuff I didn’t do in 
grad school.” 

The outdoorsy stuff refers to the snowshoe- 
ing, ice fishing and camping that he did while 
growing up in Appleton, Wis. Anheier says 
Menomonie is small, yet he likes it and the 
people make the place. He also runs, enjoys 
concerts and writes electronic music, which he 
shares with the friends he was once in a space- 
rock band with in Madison. He is also a chef 
and confesses, “I have a problem buying used 
cookbooks. I read them like other people read 
fiction.”

But I like 
working with the first-year students as well, 
because they are really positive about being in 
college. This is their first year, so though they 
are new and they are willing to try new things, 
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they want to grow.” Hanson enjoys discus- 
sions in the larger classes and witnessing the 
energy the students bring to the classroom. 

Her linguistic studies have helped her in her 
travels to places such as France, England and 
Africa. Her travels have also aided her in her 
teaching of International Technical Commu- 
nication courses. “The world is so huge and 
there is always something to learn.” 

Now in Dunn County, Hanson was happy 
to discover that there is a rail trail (the Red 
Cedar Trail). She is an avid outdoors person 
who enjoys biking and hiking. She appreci- 
ates the campus theater and the events held at 
the Mable Tainter Center for the Arts and 
other area arts.

Asbestos scare, major inconvenience 
A supposed asbestos sighting causes scheduling conflicts in Harvey Hall

Room 312 in Harvey Hall that frequently 
filters students in and out was temporarily 
quarantined on Thursday, Feb. 18 due to an 
asbestos scare. Caution tape blocked the door 
and the thin rectangular window on the door 
was covered up for the remainder of the week. 
After some investigation, it was determined 
that the situation was not threatening, and the 
classroom has since been reopened for use. 

Professors were forced to use alternate ven- 
ues to hold classes for the latter part of the 
week, which, needless to say, was an inconve- 
nience. One of the several professors affected 
was Mike Levy, the Chair of the Department 
of English and Philosophy. 

“Tt was a lot of inconvenience,” said Levy. 

“As chair, I spent a good part of the after- 
noon dealing with the situation. On Friday, I 
had to teach in a classroom which was inap- 
propriate for my class.” 

Joan Menefee, a professor in the English 
department, was also affected by the class- 


room change. “It was a little frustrating to 
meet in the first-floor conference room, but I 
found class to be surprisingly successful. The 
students and I pulled together to make the best 
of a confusing situation.” 

This is not the first time this year that as- 
bestos has been reported on campus, and it is 
more than likely that it will not be the last we 
hear about it. Asbestos containing materials, 
or ACM, was used in many building materials 
throughout campus years ago in buildings like 
Harvey Hall. 

“As the campus buildings aged, the ACM 
broke down or became damaged,” said Su- 
perintendent of Building and Grounds Zenon 
Smolarek. “As we encounter situations where 
work is planned or damage has occurred in 
an area where ACM is present, the ACM is 
abated as needed.” 

The University of Wisconsin-Stout has an 
in-house, licensed abatement staff that is qual- 
ified to do small scale abatement. If a larger 
scale problem comes about then an outside 
ACM abatement contractor licensed by the 
state of Wisconsin must be called in to abate 


the area. 

Constant exposure to asbestos can cause an 
array of health concerns, most notably a dis- 
ease that most of us only hear about on legal 
advertisements, Mesothelioma. It is cancer of 
the mesothelium, which is a protective lining 
that covers most of the body’s internal organs. 
If not treated, Mesothelioma can result in 
death in as little as four months. 

“You can’t help worrying, but we were as- 
sured before they reopened the room that no 
asbestos was present in the air, which they 
tested with a machine,” said Levy. 

Although there was no evidence of as- 
bestos in this particular situation, the fact 
that asbestos was used in the construction 
of these buildings is something that will be 
constantly monitored. 

“The question is not whether or not there is 
asbestos in the building, but whether or not it 
is safely immobilized,” said Levy.“‘I believe 
that the university is doing its best to deal 
with asbestos given the very limited financial 
resources they have been allotted by the state 
of Wisconsin.”

Police chief gone after short stint 
Wayne Stolpa steps down amidst controversey 


After only one 
year as police chief, 
Wayne Stolpa 
stepped down at the 
beginning of Febru- 
ary amid numerous 


accusations from 
Menomonie citizens 
that he had been 
“rude and unprofes-

sional.” There were 
also complaints lodged by several Menom- 
onie police officers that were later withdrawn. 
Though he is giving up his position as chief, 
Stolpa will stay on in the Menomonie Police 
Department as a consultant until the end of 
January 2011, retaining his salary and par- 
tial benefits. Many people are not very happy 
about this decision. 

“He’s going to be called a consultant, but I 
doubt if we’re ever going to ask him for any 
consulting services,” said Menomonie Mayor 
Dennis Kropp. 

“(This plan is causing] more of Dunn 
County’s taxpayer money [to be] wasted,” 


a concerned citizen commented on a similar 
story posted by local television station WEAU 
on its website. “Why should we pay Wayne 
Stolpa for another year?” 

Stolpa maintains that he acted appropriately 
but has agreed to step down. He recently re- 
leased the following statement: 

“T appreciate the opportunity to serve the 
citizens of Menomonie. In my time with the 
City of Menomonie, we made many difficult 
changes which were for the betterment of this 
law enforcement agency and the public we 
serve. I am looking forward to seeing the Po- 
lice Department continue to develop, and I am 
excited to begin the process of providing law 
enforcement services to another agency and to 
continue training law enforcement personnel 
throughout the state.” According to local tele- 
vision station WQOW, “The Police and Fire 
Commission still believes Stolpa is highly 
trained and capable of running a department. 
However, the commission admits Stolpa made 
too many changes too fast. All sides agreed it 
is time to move on.” 

Stolpa has been temporarily replaced by 


interim Chief Chris Langlois. Though he is 
new to the position, Langlois is no stranger 
to police work or to the city of Menomonie. 
According to Langlois, he began his law en- 
forcement career in Racine, Wis. in 1972 after 
graduating from the University of Wisconsin- 
Oshkosh. In 1976, he came to Menomonie as a 
patrol officer and has since served the depart- 
ment as a lieutenant and assistant chief. 

“Chris is one of our most experienced of- 
ficers,”’ said Ron Standfort of the Menomonie 
Police and Fire Commission, the group that 
chose Langlois as the interim police chief. 
“We hope closure is occurring, we hope all of 
the community can come together and I know 
the Police and Fire Commission are going to 
be very happy with Chris and with [the] staff. 
We're ready to go.” 

Standfort’s sentiments are shared by other 
members of the community. 

“Tt’s difficult because it was brought out 
into the open, but now that it’s finished I think 
Menomonie will move on and be fine,” said 
Ted’s Pizza owner Jim Gounaikis. 

Langlois recognizes that many Menomonie 


citizens do not have the best impression of the 
police department and vows to do everything 
in his power to change that. He said that his 
“only concern at this time is to get the depart- 
ment back to focusing on what’s really impor- 
tant: serving the community.” He adds that, 
“We have made great strides already. Morale 
is good and officers are enthusiastic about 
coming to work.” 

A permanent police chief will not be named 
for several months. The Menomonie Police 
and Fire Commission hopes to start taking ap- 
plications in the next few weeks, but it likely 
will not hire anyone until at least late summer. 
When asked if he hoped to become the perma- 
nent chief, Langlois could not give a definitive 
answer, saying that the decision would be left 
up to the Police and Fire Commission. 

The majority of Menomonie citizens seem 
confident that Langlois can improve the police 
department. Internet discussion boards on the 
topic are filled with assertions that he will doa 
great job. By all reports so far, he is doing an 
excellent job.

yes. UW-Stout helps you with all of these 
things. Regardless of your-choice in country, 
UW-Stout has many opportunities to not 
only get scholarships and financial~aid for 
studying abroad but to get help in filling out 
the paperwork. 

“Students need to be aware of the Financial 
Aid office,” Williams explains. “There are 
many grants and many scholarships out 
there... I’m surprised more students don’t 
look into it. I think that’s because there is a 
certain amount of work involved.” 

Depending on the school you go to, some 
exchange programs charge UW-Stout’s 
tuition and fees. A few schools have direct 
enrollment, but the price is not much 
higher. Most schools offer apartments, 
like our Red Cedar Hall, but some schools 
assign host families for students to live 
with. Usually, it is recommended that a 
student have at least $1,000 in spending 
money, but that varies by program and 
length of enrollment. 

“The trick is to find a cheap flat,” said 
Marie Chapman, a junior who is currently 
studying in Palma de Mallorca, Spain.

spending. Control is a must!” 

In the initial stages of the application 
process, students will meet with their 
advisor to-see which classes can help in 
your major, andshow many credits to take. 
It is recommended that students travel 
during their sophomore year because you 
still have general education courses left.

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However, if a student plans to attend a 
specialized school for their major, junior 
year is better. 

“(A student should) plan far enough in 
advance,” Said Williams. “Start planning 
your freshman year and it won’t set you 
behind at all. If you change your major it 
might affect you, but meeting with your 
advisor will keep you on track for graduating 
in four or five years.” 

It is also a great idea to plan in advance 
because the application process can take 
a while. - 

“Depending on how Jog ON ttt take, 
some students get (the paperwork) done in a 
week,” Said Williams. “It’s just how much 
pressure you want to put on yourself. Allow 
yourself time to get the paperwork done, 
some programs have more than others.”

Nowhere is this illusory intuition better 
presented than in the cable news networks.

We here at the University of Wisconsin-Stout are extremely 
lucky. Already this year we have enjoyed live music by some of 
the best in the Midwest, and Thursday, March 4 is no exception. 
Twin City experimental R&B group Black Blondie will hit the 
stage with politically charged hip-hoppers Junkyard Empire at 
8 p.m. in The Underground. The event is free, so there is no 
excuse for missing out! 

“Tt’s super exciting to think that this thing that we’ve utterly 
poured our hearts and souls into apparently really moves other 
people,” said Tasha Baron, keyboardist for Black Blondie. “We 
have also been lucky with some of the really exciting experi- 
ences we’ve had. We played out in Philadelphia with The Roots, 
Jill Scott and Amy Winehouse. That really was inspiring.” 

Black Blondie has been enjoying the success of their debut 
album, “Do You Remember Who You Wanted to Be,” released

in 2009. Vita.mn called the disc one of the top 20 local albums 
from 2009, and it also received positive praise from the Star 
Tribune, The Onion, URB Magazine and a host of other repu- 
table publications. 

“One thing that helped a lot is that we played tons and tons of 
live shows for almost three years before we released our album, 
so we were a pretty tight unit by the time that all happened. We 
worked on the album forever,” Baron said. “Another thing that’s 
been really cool is that critics have been really thoughtful in 
how they describe our music. That means a lot.” 

The three official members of Black Blondie are a tight-knit 
group, with their roots extending back to 2006. Their expert 
songwriting reflects how beneficial a good relationship between 
band members can be. 

“Sometimes we write little bits and parts for each other, and 
we give each other a lot of feedback, which gets a little intense 
at times, but I think we are all pretty good at taking criticism. 
We just try lots of stuff out and try not to be afraid of trying 


things that might suck for a second, and then, if it feels good, 
we go with it,” said Baron. “Some of the stuff that I’ve thought 
is the worst at first later becomes my favorite.” 

The band consists of members Samahra on vocals, Liz Draper 
on bass, Tasha Baron on keys and unofficial percussionist Kahlil 
Brewington. The name Black Blondie was decided upon almost 
immediately after Samahra commented on how her friend re- 
minded her of a black Deborah Harry, (a.k.a Blondie). 

“The name has kind of evolved with the band. At this point, 
black doesn’t particularly reference race, but more so I guess it’s 
a combination of literally what the name means and also we have 
sort of a dark sound and we consider ourselves to be pretty experi- 
mental and forward-looking, so that’s where the Blondie reference 
fits in. She was very forward-looking for her time,” said Baron. 

Black Blondie’s style is a well-balanced blend of soulful melo- 
dies, jazzy beats, experimental keyboards and funky bass lines. 
Front woman Samahra’s seductively soaring vocals tie all of these 
qualities together into a neat package ready to be shipped world- 
wide. Both the image and sound of Samahra manifest the ideal 
Amy Winehouse, a soul powerhouse sans the train-wreck persona. 

“T think the reason we sound so unique has a lot to do with 
our musical backgrounds in that they are very diverse,” said 
Baron. “The first thing I got into was weird jazz. Then later I 
ended up getting into a lot of R&B, then orchestral music. Then 
I got into African and Cuban music and that kind of stuff.” 

Baron went on to talk about how their style has been dubbed 
many different things including alternative R&B, hip-hop, soul, 
pop; all of which are accurate but do not completely capture the 
diversity of their sound.

Speaking of diverse sounds, joining Black Blondie at The 
Underground will be Junkyard Empire, one of the Twin City’s 
premiere hip-hop groups. Like Black Blondie, Junkyard Em- 
pire’s style is really more of an eclectic mash-up of genres that

transcends any sort of definite classification. They incorporate 
powerful guitars and booming drums that weave in between 
full-force rock ‘n roll and smoothed out jazz progressions. Lead 
emcee, Brihanu, blankets the full sound of the band with mas- 
terfully crafted lyrics about politics and society; a style reminis- 
cent of Rage Against the Machine. 

Junkyard Empire originally began as an avant-garde instru- 
mental jazz ensemble, but felt they needed a powerful lyricist to 
complete their sound. After hosting a few auditions, the mem- 
bers decided Brihanu would be the best fit, and the rest, as they 
say, is history. 

There has been a growing interest in Junkyard Empire among 
various media outlets, undoubtedly fueled by their powerful 
“No Peace for War Makers Rally” performance at the Minne- 
sota State Capitol to conclude the 2008 Republican National 
Convention protests in Saint Paul, Minn. The band also worked 
closely with The League of Pissed Off Voters (a.k.a. The League 
of Independent Voters) and canvassed neighborhoods in Saint 
Paul during the 2008 presidential election. In addition, the 
group also supports the Anti War Committee, Food Not Bombs 
and the Fair Trade Organization.

Mini-game loss ends hockey season

The University of Wisconsin-Stout 
men’s hockey team ended its season last 
Saturday to the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Stevens Point in a three-game series 
that eliminated the Blue Devils from the 
NCHA Peters Cup tournament. 

The Blue Devils started the series on fire, 
beating the Pointers Friday evening at the 
Dunn County Ice Arena.

UW-Stout outshot the Pointers 38-26, 
while freshman goalie Tom Lescovich had 24 
saves for the Blue Devils, starting the series 
out ahead. 

The second game of the series, however, 


did not go as well as the Blue Devils had 
hoped. With UW-Stout only needing a tie to 
advance to the league semi-finals, the Devils 
found themselves in a 1-1 tie in the third pe- 
riod of the second game. 

The Blue Devils turned up the pressure late 
in the third period, bombarding UW-Stevens 
Point with several shots, resulting in numer- 
ous prime scoring opportunities. The Blue 
Devils were unable to capitalize, however, 
and the game was sent into overtime. 

To win the series, the Blue devils had to 
stop UW-Stevens Point from scoring. But 
with two minutes remaining in the five min- 
ute overtime, UW-Stevens Point entered the 
zone and shot the puck past the UW-Stout 
goalie giving the Pointers the victory. 

With the series now tied 1-1, a 20 min- 
ute mini-game was played to determine 
which team would advance to the second 


round of playoffs. With the intensity high 
and the season at stake for both teams, the 


mini-game ended in another 
tie sending both teams into 
overtime once again. 

After four full periods and 
two overtimes played, UW- 
Stevens Point scored less than 
a minute into overtime to win 
the series. 

Despite the quick end to 
the Blue Devils season, the 
records set by the senior 
class were substantial. These 
records include: most wins 
in a season, first regular sea- 
son NCHA title, first NCHA 
playoff title, first trip to the 
NCAA tournament and first 
trip to the NCAA final four.

(the second overall pick in the 
‘03 draft) for an aging Brian 
Cardinal (Knicks) in a trade 
of two sparingly used players. 

The Cavaliers had the big- 
gest splash, adding Antawn 
Jamison to try to make a run 
at an NBA championship. 
However, the Cavs had to give 
up their 2010 first round draft 
pick and departed former fan 
favorite Zydrunas Ilgauskas.

“The 2010 Training and Development Summit 
will focus on key issues, needs and strategies fac- 
ing today’s training and development industry,” 
said Summit coordinator Mandy Wolbert. “At- 
tendees will gain hands-on, applicable strategies 
at the 2010 Training and Development Summit.” 

Registration begins at 8:30 a.m., and partici- 
pants are invited to a continental breakfast. The 
event officially begins when attendees are wel- 
comed and treated to an hour-long keynote pre- 


sentation by Jeffery Russell. 

Russell is the Co-Director of Russell Consult- 
ing, Inc. (RCI), a consulting and training prac- 
tice he formed with his partner, Linda Russell, 
in 1987. Russell has provided consulting and 
training services to groups in the United States, 
Jamaica and China. His presentation will focus 
on leadership, strategy and leading change. 

Russell has written several books on training 
and development, including “Ultimate Per- 
formance Management,” which focuses on 
designing company performance manage- 
ment systems. 

“If you want to explore practical strategies 
for developing a performance-oriented culture 
in your company and performance management 
skills in both your managers and individual con- 
tributors, this book is for you,” said Wolbert. 
Russell also wrote “Strategic Planning Training,” 
which offers tips on conducting training work- 
shops on strategic planning, problem solving and 
decision making. The first 20 people to register 
for the Training and Development Summit will 
receive a free copy of one of Russell’s books. 

After Russell’s presentation, participants will 
be able to choose two of three break-out sessions 
to attend before or after a complimentary lunch. 

One option is “Training and Learning Across 
Generations,” led by UW-Stout grad Erin Nier- 
enhausen, who is currently the training and de- 
velopment facilitator for Nestle Nutrition in Eau 


Claire. Nierenhausen will discuss the best meth- 
ods to train people of different generations work- 
ing in a company. 

Another option for the break-out sessions 
is “Innovation: Threat or Opportunity? You 
Choose!” led by globally-known innovation 
catalyst Kris Ahlquist. Ahlquist has worked with 
companies in over 15 countries and, according 
to the Summit website, will make sure attendees 
of her workshop understand “definitions of key 
terms such as innovation, the innovative con- 
tinuum, creativity; characteristics that determine 
a person’s innovation style and how they can use 
that style to contribute to innovation; and how to 
analyze [an] organization’s current innovations.” 

The final break-out option is “Training to 
Transform Performance Reviews into Perfor- 
mance Partnerships,” led by keynote speaker Jef- 
fery Russell. Russell will focus on how to prepare 
managers for their roles in performance reviews. 

“You will walk away with important ‘ahas!’ 
for guiding the transformation of dreaded perfor- 
mance reviews into effective performance part- 
nerships after attending Russell’s presentation,” 
said Wolbert. 

The 2010 Training and Development Sum- 
mit will conclude with a corporate panel moder- 
ated by UW-Stout professor Kat Lui. The panel 
will be composed of Trish Broskowski-Dunn, a 
UW-Stout grad who is the organizational effec- 
tiveness manager for Rockwell Automation in 


Milwaukee, and David Draper, who has worked 
on learning and development projects around the 
world and is currently an instructional designer 
for We Energies. Also in attendance will be Gen 
Schmidt, a program manager in the Education 
and Training group at Quad/Graphics, Inc. and 
a member of the advisory committee for UW- 
Stout’s master’s program in Training and Devel- 
opment. According to the Summit website, the 
panel will discuss effective ways of managing 
human capital and linking people strategies to 
business objectives and strategies they use when 
resources are restricted. 

Participants are encouraged to sign up as soon 
as possible, not only because the first 20 to do so 
will receive one of Russell’s books, but also to 
secure a place in the program. The student regis- 
tration fee is $59, which includes the one-credit 
tuition fee if you choose to use this workshop 
for credit with the Retooling Training Strategies 
for Today’s Economic Environment (TRHRD 
400/600-700A) class.

Graduates securing jobs at high rate 
Job placement rate nearing perfection in recent years 


Recent graduates of the University of Wis- 
consin-Stout shrugged off the effects of the 
worst recession since the Great Depression, 
with nearly all of them securing employment, 
according to a new annual undergraduate em- 
ployment report. 

The report, compiled by the Career Services 
office, showed that 97 percent of the students 
who graduated in December 2008, May 2009 
and August 2009 are employed. Despite the 
poor national economy, the employment rate for 
UW-Stout students actually increased slightly; 
the employment rate for the previous year was 
96 percent. UW-Stout has an average place- 
ment rate of 97 percent for graduates the past 
10 years. 

Of the employed 2008-09 graduates, 74 per- 
cent work in their respective fields of study or 
in a related field. 

“This report shows just how valuable and 
effective an education at UW-Stout is,” said 
Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen. “We have 
worked hard to ensure that the majors we offer 
match the needs of employers in the Chippewa 
Valley and elsewhere.” 

The median salary also increased for the lat- 
est crop of graduates, from $35,360 last year 
to $36,000. Two majors — manufacturing en- 


gineering and packaging — reported average 
salaries of $50,000. Applied mathematics/com- 
puter science majors averaged $49,000 a year, 
while information technology management ma- 
jors averaged $48,000 a year. 

“Although the job market is tight, our stu- 
dents have prepared for professional careers 
in an applied-learning setting, which produces 
innovative and creative graduates,” said Amy 
Lane, Career Services director. “Many employers 
recruit at UW-Stout because they know our stu- 
dents are well-prepared for work in their field.” 

The report also shows that the percentage of 
students who continue their education rather 
than enter the job market increased slightly, 
from 10.3 percent to 11.4 percent. 

Besides offering majors that are attractive to 
employers, UW-Stout students receive a variety 
of services that help them gain a foothold in the 
workplace. Chief among these is the Coopera- 
tive Education Program, which places students 
with employers for work-related experience be- 
fore graduation. Some 734 students participated 
in co-ops in 2008-09. 

The co-op program fits within UW-Stout’s 
designation as Wisconsin’s Polytechnic Univer- 
sity by offering students an active and applied 
focus on their education, officials said, and

bridges the transformation of college students 
to professionals within their career fields. 
“Career Services works with students begin- 
ning in their freshmen year through their senior 
year by preparing them for a co-op and profes- 
sional positions after graduation,” Lane added. 
“Many students receive offers of employment 
from their co-op employer or another profession- 
al that they meet during their co-op experience.” 


Case in point 


One student is living proof that University of 
Wisconsin-Stout students are succeeding in the 
real world. Andy Denamur, a 23-year-old busi- 
ness management major, has turned his intern- 
ship into a promising career opportunity. His 
internship with Northwestern Mutual Financial 
Network- The Blevons group went so smoothly 
that the company is prepared to offer him a full- 
time job upon graduation. 

Northwestern Mutual Financial Network is 
the marketing name for the sales and distribu- 
tion arm of The Northwestern Mutual Life In- 
surance Company based in Milwaukee, Wis. 


Matt Coopman, Director of Development 
for the company, had nothing but positive 
things to say about Denamur. 

“Andy has a strong work ethic, will to suc- 
ceed and helps others, which all contribute to 
his success in the business,” said Coopman. 

Denamur is a financial representative in- 
tern who meets with individuals and busi- 
nesses to help them achieve financial security. 
He performed this job for a full year before 
a full-time position became a possibility. His 
collegiate career at UW-Stout was one of the 
reasons that he was able to be so successful. 

“T think UW-Stout did a great job giving 
Andy the tools to succeed,” said Coopman. 
“He is doing a great job applying them outside 
the classroom.” 

Denamur was able to secure one of the 20 
allotted internship positions out of hundreds 
of applicants. 

“T think all students who strive for excel- 
lence in and outside of the classroom should 
be recognized for their accomplishments,” 
said Coopman. “Especially when making an 
impact on the community.”

This is you, your 
families, the owners of the Menomonie 
businesses that line the streets, the bars we 
frequent, the farms we see on the outskirts 
of town and even the large corporations 
like Wal-Mart. 

Every time we give the federal government 
power, we lose a little bit of our own power. 
As college students we are the ones who will 
be using our power in the real world, becoming 
the business owners and managers, and truly 
influencing those around us. We must ask 
ourselves, “do we want to conduct our own 
power, or are we going to give it up to the 
federal government so they can take care of us 
when we are in a time of need?” 

We can see how our agency has begun to 
slip away from us by taking a look at just 
how much power our 
government has over 
our everyday lives here 
at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. For 
instance, we have to 
smoke in certain areas, 
there are times we can 
and cannot consume 
alcohol (for those 
readers under-age, you 
cannot drink at all), 
seatbelt fines, fines for talking on the phone 
while driving, certain foods are deemed good 
or bad for us by imposing higher taxes on 
products, we have curfews on public lands, 
noise restrictions on the houses we live in, 
codes regarding what is safe in our own 
houses-all of these and more directed by the

simple idea that the government can protect 
us. Just imagine how much more agency 
would be lost if the federal government 
controlled our health care? 

We would have mandates on our weight, 
what foods we can eat, what activities we 
can partake in, where we can travel to, and 
countless other activities we encounter every 
day. All of this because the government would 
be providing our health care and controlling 
our actions as a consequence of it. 

Health care is rooted in the best place 
possible- that is, helping those who can not 
help themselves. But this question goes much 
deeper than just helping the people who can 
not help themselves. This question hits at the 
very core of what it means to be an American: 
having the individual responsibility and 
what’s more, the individual power to influence 
the world around us. The second we give 
that power up to the federal government in 
Washington, we lose, and may never gain 
back, the fundamental right of being an 
American and may never gain it back. This 
is where we need to take a stance against 
health care, and this does not and should not 
be an emotional stance. 

If we give our own health to the federal 
government, what will come next? We have 
already seen where social legislation has 
gotten us in the past. Not all of it is bad, but 
all of it has proven irreversible, regardless of 
its goodness for the country in the long run. 
What Washington should be proposing is not 
a government-run health care system, or even 
an option of a government-run health care 
system. Rather, Washington should propose a 
reform that will keep true to what the federal 
government’s responsibilities are: to keep 
the citizens from being exploited by the ones 
with power. 

This reform should suggest that the 
federal government needs to take steps in 
order to produce an environment, free of 
mandates, which allows citizens to find the 

health care they deem 
best-suited 
for them at the best 
price. The rest of the 
problems should be 
left for the state and 
governments 
to decide what best 
fits their budget and 
citizens. This would, 
in effect, make the 
health care bill a non- 
issue for Washington. 

There needs to be a return to the basics. The 
federal government should limit its ability 
to govern our actions. The best place to 
start taking our agency back from the federal 
government is right here, by demanding that our 
representatives do not pass this health care bill.

Do we need health reform to be a healthy 
union? To go about answering this question, 
we must realize that in order to form a more 
perfect union, the first task will always be 
establishing the health and well-being of the 
citizens of this country. If we fall short of this 
first premise, all progress thereafter will also 
fall short of its potential. 

To begin, health reform is a complicated 
issue. It is easily misrepresented and easily 
misunderstood. Keep in mind that no solution 
is a perfect one. 

The roots of this problem are deeper than 
we can even begin to imagine - 17.7 percent of 
the GDP to be exact. That’s $2.51 TRILLION 
a year that we spend on health care! If nothing 
is done to reform the current system, by 2050 
health care will eat up 50 percent of the GDP. 
That is bankruptcy at its best. 

The major philosophical question, or 
the underlying principle, behind health 
care reform is whether we see health as a 
human right. Some argue that the system 
has lost all modes of empathy. I would 
argue that America is the most empathetic 
nation on earth. When someone is in 
trouble, we always give a helping hand, 
no matter who it is. But it is also true that 
we are the only wealthy, industrialized 
nation that does not have a universal 
healthcare system. 

The conflict of interest then is with the

system we have created. By not providing 
primary care to those without insurance, we 
all pay a much higher price when we have 
to go to the emergency room. The intended 
goal of your insurance provider is not to 
provide the best possible health care, it is to 
make a profit. 

So long as profit (and not patient) is the 
underlying principle behind health care, 
it will not be a human right, and costs will 
continue to rise. 

For over 100 years, Congress has 
attempted to insure all Americans, yet 
it has not happened. Why has it not 
happened? My feeling it that politics, as 
usual, reeled in a victory time after time. 
Whenever we have been close, it has been 
derailed by delusion. 

The same tactics used to derail reform last 
time are in motion once again. We hear from 
Republicans that we should scrap the bill, 
start over and go line-by-line until we can 
agree on something. I do not buy that for a 
second. The republicans had control of the 
House, Senate and the executive branch from 
2000 to 2006 and did not once bring up health 
insurance reform. They do not want it. Iam 
not surprised that the Republicans are trying 
to kill the bill. It is true that a majority of their 
campaigns are funded by health insurance 
companies. If I wanted to get reelected, then 
obstructionism would probably sound like a 
logical approach to governing. 

But what is logical is not always what is 
right, and what is right is not always easy. 


New groundwater 
protection bill

When it comes to water, Wisconsin is 
the envy of many states across the country, 
but that does not mean we have the luxury 
of taking our abundant water resources for 
granted. There are loud warning signals 
around the state: Waukesha’s demand for 
water has outstripped supply; the Little Plover 
River and Long Lake, both in the Central 
Sands area, routinely dry up as groundwater- 
based crop irrigation has increased; and 
changes in weather patterns have reduced 
rainfall in northwestern Wisconsin, leaving 
many lakes and rivers severely depleted. 
The time is now to proactively protect our 
water supplies. 

In the late 90’s, the Wisconsin Academy of 
Sciences, Arts and Letters engaged hundreds 
of citizens, scientists and policy makers in 
a 3-year discussion to answer the question, 
how can we ensure a healthy ecosystem and 
clear, abundant water supplies for tomorrow’s 
Wisconsin? Their conclusion was that 
Wisconsin’s management of water resources 


is fragmented, reactive and insufficient to 
meet emerging needs. In order to assure our 
water future, Wisconsin must recognize the 
interconnectedness of our waters, and the 
interdependence of often competing uses 
and demands. 

This week, Senator Mark Miller and 
Representative Spencer Black proposed the 
new Groundwater ProtectionAct, asignificant 
step forward in integrating management of 
our water resources and securing our state’s 
water future by providing: 

* Direction to balance demands on our 
groundwater supplies; 

* A means to fairly and openly address 
existing water supply problems; and 

* Guidance to proactively prevent 
groundwater shortages in vulnerable areas.. 

Lori Grant, Water Protection Program 
Manager with the River Alliance of 
Wisconsin, notes, “This bill is just what 
we need to help balance what we take out 
of the ground with the competing needs of 
our above-ground natural resources. Let’s 
hope the bill is quickly passed so we can 
prevent the next Little Plover River.” 


The current reform bill has incorporated 
Republican ideas from the hundreds of 
committee hearings in the past year.. After 
the Health Care Summit, the president 
highlighted four bi-partisan ideas that will 
be incorporated into the bill. These include: 
undercover patients to hold insurance 
companies accountable and to eliminate 
fraud and waste in Medicare and Medicaid, 
a proposal to eliminate medical malpractice 
disputes, increasing doctor reimbursement and 
expanding tax-free health savings accounts. 

These are the most recent additions; there 
are plenty more areas in which there is 
agreement. Make no mistake though, there 
is disagreement and that which holds back 
Republicans from joining the Democrats is 
the idea of how to regulate or if regulation is 
even needed. 

In a letter to both the majority and minority 
leaders in Congress, President Obama said, 
“I believe that we must hold the insurance 
industry to clear rules, so they cannot 
arbitrarily raise rates, reduce or eliminate 
coverage. That must be a part of any serious 
reform to make it work for the many Americans 
who have insurance coverage today, as well 
as those who don’t.” 

Bothparties agree that insurance companies 
should not be able to deny coverage to people 
with pre-existing conditions or drop them 
when they get sick. Both parties also agree 
that we should not be subject to lifetime caps 
on our health insurance. Why do they agree? 
Because those are the regulations in place 


for members of Congress-that is their right! 
This bill would give that right to all citizens 
of this country. 

Unfortunately, Congress disagrees on how 
to enforce those standards. One side proposes 
government regulation, while the other 
proposes competition in the marketplace. 
Competition works to a certain extent, but 
if the government does not force insurance 
companies to abide by anti-trust laws or 
certain minimum standards (like those for 
members of Congress), then you can throw 
competition out the window. 

We need to rethink the role that government 
plays in the health of our society. The 
perception is that a government bureaucrat 
will get between you and your doctor. How 
is that different than an insurance bureaucrat 
getting between you and your doctor? I will 
tell you: the insurance bureaucrat wants to 
eliminate your coverage if you get sick, and 
the government bureaucrat wants to make 
sure you keep your coverage when you get 
sick. If you do not believe me, ask one of 
the 10,000 to 14,000 people who lose their 
health insurance every day. 

Whether you call health care a right 
or a privilege, you can not deny that an 
unhealthy nation always falls short of its 
potential. It is time to put politics aside 
because a healthy solidarity is our most 
valuable asset. Remember, the public’s 
health is more important than private 
profits. We must not let perfection be the 
enemy of progress.

Feingold statement 
on human rights

Mr. President, although I know the Obama 
administration strongly supports human rights 
and adherence to the rule of law around the 
world, I have been struck by several very 
public examples where this important issue has 
gotten short shrift — 
most notably in senior 
State Department 
meetings with foreign 
governments. Perhaps 
the starkest example 
was the Secretary of 
State’s visit to China 
last year, where she 
said that U.S. efforts to 
advance human rights 
“can’t interfere on the 
global economic crisis, 
the global climate 
change crisis and the 
security crisis.” 

Since joining 
Congress in 1993, 
I have emphasized 
that human _ rights 
must be at the 
center of our foreign 
policy. The Obama 
administration shares this view, but I 
remain troubled that in certain instances 
human rights continue to take a back seat 
to other competing concerns deemed more 
pressing. As we seek to address the many 
crises we face both at home and around 
the world, we cannot afford to miss — or 
avoid — opportunities to raise human 
rights concerns. I do not believe quiet 
trade-offs are necessary or consistent with 
the principles for which the United States 
stands. Moreover, whatever the perceived 
short-term benefit of remaining quiet when 
human rights are being undermined, there is 
often a long-term cost to us. Our commitment 
to and enforcement of international human

rights standards are part of our strength — 
when they are called into question, our own 
national security is undermined. 

Human rights, good governance and the 
rule of law are important not only in their own 
right, but also for the positive contributions 
they can provide to our efforts on counter- 
terrorism, stability, and development. As 
we continue the fight 
against al Qaeda 
and its affiliates, a 
robust human rights 
agenda that is deeply 
intertwined with 
our broader national 
security goals will 
help us achieve our 
counterterrorism 
objectives. At the 
same time, our 
counterterrorism 
policies and those of our 
partners must respect 
basic, fundamental 
rights in order to be 
truly effective. 

Mr. President, 
developing a coherent 
and effective foreign 
policy that successfully 
incorporates trade, 
security, and human rights concerns is no 
easy task. But we cannot further perpetuate 
the current imbalance by remaining silent 
on critical human rights concerns. Silence 
speaks volumes and gives a free pass to 
those who commit such abuses, as well 
as those who might commit them in the 
future. We must voice our concerns loudly 
and consistently as we seek to build 
global partnerships rooted in policies that 
incorporate good governance, the rule of law, 
and human rights alongside our economic 
and security priorities. By downplaying the 
former in order to focus on the latter, the 
administration risks weakening a key pillar 
of American strength.

gestions are found practical 
and advisable, some member 
of the staff is assigned to 
ascertain the facts and pre- 
pare the copy, or is held 
responsible for having the 
copy in the hands of the 
editor on time. He may 
either prepare it himself or 
have it prepared. 

After the copy has been 
turned in, it is read over by 
the editor and faculty advis- 
or and if satisfactory, the 
amount of space it will oc- 
copy and its position in the 
paper is determined. These 
facts are marked on a dum- 
my which is made out for 
each week’s paper. The 
copy together with the 
dummy is then placed in the 
hands of the mechanical 
force. 


The mechanical force is 
composed of members of 
the different printing class- 
es. The work is centered 
around a mechanical sup- 
erintendent of the shop 
whose duty it is to arrange 
all mechanical work and see 
that the paper is issued at 
the required time. The 
work is sub-divided among 
a foreman of composition 
and compositors; a chief of 
proof-readers and_ proof- 
readers; a foreman of stone 
work and assistants; a fore- 
man of press work and 
feeders; a foreman of bind- 
ing and assistants; and a 
foreman of distribution and 
distributors. Each fore- 


man is held responsible by 
the mechanical superir- 
tendent for the work com- 
ing under his division and 
it ishis duty tosee that the 
work is finished in the allot- 
ted time. 


On the mechanical force of 
the STOUTONIA the different 
positions are taken care of 
by the following members 
of the Stout Senior printing 
classes. H. W. Gossett, 
mechanical superintendent; 
A. C Schaefer, foreman of 
composition; H. A. Zillmann, 
chief of proof readers; E. 
W. Knutson, foreman of 
stone work; Clarence F. 
Belk, foreman of presswork; 
John W. White, foreman of 
binding; and Charles Hyde, 
foreman of distribution. 


The time required to issue 
our weekly paper is estima- 
ted approximately one hun- 
dred hours per week. The 
cost of issuing an eight page 
paper, one thousand copies, 
on stock such as is used in 
this issue, considering all 
labor free student labor, is 
about $ 3.00 per week. 

In order that one may have 
a clearer understanding of 
the mechanical organization 
of our paper, a visit to our 
shop is advised. We wish 
to take this opportunity of 
informing all students, visi- 
tors, and others who may be 
interested in our work, that 
the print shop is open at all 
times during the day for 
ins»ection.

Movie Review: Shutter Island

The year is 1954, and two U.S. marshals, Teddy Daniels 
(Leonardo DiCaprio) and Chuck Aule (Mark Ruffalo), have 
been beckoned to a remote island off of the coast of Massa- 
chusetts in order to investigate a mysterious disappearance of 
a murderous inmate. 

The island (Shutter Island) is used by the U.S. government 
to house the criminally insane. Its remote location testifies to 
the ill-mannered nature of those who reside there. 

Not long after arrival, Daniels begins to question wheth- 
er he has been brought to the island by the government as 
a means of keeping him quiet. Although he quickly finds a 
promising lead to the missing inmate, the hospital refuses to 
provide Daniels with information that may lead to breaking 
the case wide open. 

Oscar-winning director Martin Scorsese steps away from a 
bang-em-up plotline (Gangs of New York) and steps into the 
realm of the unknown. Scorsese’s unique approach to cinema- 
tography suggests to the viewer that upon arrival, nothing is 
quite as it seems. 

Daniels’ arrival on the island was all but planned, as he in- 
tended on pursuing a personal case of his own. However, as 
Daniels digs deeper and deeper into the case, he begins to real- 
ize that this objective may claim his psychological normality. 

The further he pursues the investigation, the further he will 
be forced to confront some of his most profound and devastat- 
ing fears. He soon begins to realize that he may never leave 
the island alive. 

“Shutter Island” dives into the human psyche of Daniels. 
You can constantly see his world changing around him. Ques- 
tioning reality from delusion, Daniels finds himself in a situa- 
tion where he can trust no one and has to fend for himself. 

Based on a novel by Dennis Lehane, “Shutter Island” pro- 
vides the viewer with a who-done-it that consists of twists and 
turns up to the credits. 

Initially it seems just like an interesting detective story, but 
as you go along, tons of surprises and twists occur. The movie 
turns out to be something that you never would have expected. 

In my honest opinion, this movie was a dark, moody film. 
Although over two hours in length, the movie zips through its 
running time. However, it may take some viewers to a place 
that they may not want to go.

Movie Review: Alice in Wonderland

In his latest film, Tim Burton, director of such movies as “The 
Nightmare Before Christmas” and “Edward Scissorhands,” 
teams up with Disney again to craft the new, major 3D motion 
picture, “Alice in Wonderland.” 

Burton takes the rather unexpected route of producing some- 
what of a sequel to the original Lewis Carroll tale of “Alice in 
Wonderland,” which ends up resembling something more akin 
to the second book in the series, “Through the Looking Glass.” 
This is the very first problem I encountered with this film - the 
extremely misleading title. I expected that the film would be a 
darker version of the original novel, but, instead, found that the 
film was a mix of both stories in the series. 

Title confusion aside, I found myself pleasantly surprised at 
this interesting and somewhat creative twist on the animated Dis- 
ney version of the “Alice in Wonderland” story. The film opens 
with a brief glimpse at a young Alice who is plagued by strange 
nightmares of smiling cats and white rabbits in waistcoats. Later, 
an older Alice (Mia Wasikowska) is 19 and, unbeknownst to her, 
is being set up by her family to be married to a man she hardly 
knows. Alice is asked for her hand in marriage and finds herself 


and chases it down a ridiculously long rabbit hole. Alice winds 
up in Underland, more commonly known as Wonderland, and 
embarks on a journey with some odd characters to some oddly 
familiar places. Convinced that she is dreaming, Alice refuses to 
believe what is happening to her, especially the part where she 
discovers she is the girl named Alice who will slay the Jabber- 
wocky, a dragon that is controlled by the evil Red Queen, and free 
Underland from her tyranny. 

Johnny Depp is convincing as the Mad Hatter and thus suc- 
cessful at keeping viewers interested throughout the film. Jumping 
schizophrenically from a happy, insane drunk to a strangely dark 
Scott, Depp is excellent in this role. Other famous faces include: 
Ann Hathaway as the quirky, endearing White Queen, Helena 
Bonham Carter as the amusing-but-not-quite-frightening-enough 
Red Queen, Crispin Glover as the unnerving Knave of Hearts and, 
most importantly, Mia Wasikowska as the sincere heroine, Alice. 

Long-time Tim Burton fans may be disappointed to find that 
this is indeed a Disney filmed aimed at children. The tone of the 
movie fights to be docile and kid-friendly while also being pur- 
posely weird and trippy, which does not work well and creates a 
disjointed feeling at times. Parts of the film worked for me with 
their energy and whimsical nature; however, I was disappointed 
to find this was not the dark and edgy adaptation that I was hop- 
ing for, although it does have its moments of twisted weirdness. I 
would recommend it mostly because of the strength of the visuals 
(like the mesmerizing Cheshire Cat) and some of the performanc- 
es (especially Johnny Depp’s). As far as the 3D experience goes, 
I cannot comment because I saw the 2D version of the film; 3D 
movies make me dizzy and not in a good way.

SSA meeting serves as open forum 
Chancellor Sorensen fields questions from student body

It has been nearly a month since Chancel- 
lor Charles W. Sorensen sent out his memo 
regarding alcohol abuse to the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. Word of it spread to local 
media outlets who made the trip to Menomonie 
the very next day to gauge student reaction. 

The story has recently garnished national at- 
tention. USA Today took note of the issue and 
even published a piece that cited excerpts from 
a letter written by senior Jerad Maplethorpe 
that first appeared in the Stoutonia. 

On Tuesday, April 20, Sorensen attended 
the Stout Student Association meeting to hold 
an open forum on the issue. All students were 
invited to attend and voice their opinions and 
concerns to the man behind the memo, but less 
than five non-government affiliated students 
addressed him directly. 

“We are becoming a very distinguished 
polytechnic university,” said Sorensen. “Why 
tarnish (our image)?” J find it very odd that 
any student would want the image of a binge- 
drinking campus.” 

All of the major issues from the memo were 
discussed, the first of which being the elimina- 
tion of bar specials. One student mentioned 
that eliminating bar specials would drive 
students to more house parties where alcohol 
consumption is less regulated. 

“T can’t control drink prices,” said Sorensen. 

Dean of Students Joan Thomas will be lead- 
ing the effort to implement new policies that 
will attempt to better regulate house parties, 
which are notorious for providing to minors. 

Another issue brought up was implementing 
more Friday classes and why those who do not 
drink on Thursday nights will be affected. 

“We’ve always had Friday classes,” said 


Sorensen. “We are just moving towards a 
healthier array.” 

The SSA proposed the idea of class 
schedule optimization far before the memo 
from the chancellor was even a thought. 

“We brought this before senate previ- 
ously to expand class scheduling so courses 
will fit students needs,” said SSA President 
Phil Rizzo. 

In addition to more options for Friday class- 
es, another aspect of the proposal is to include 
more weekend activities for students, such as 
intramural sports. UW-Stout has the financial 
support and facility availability to have many 
events on campus, according to Thomas. 

Punishment of students guilty of alcohol 
infractions was another topic of discussion. 
Criteria for what crime deserves what punish- 
ment is still up in the air. 

“There won’t be a list of hard and fast rules 
saying if you do this, then that happens,” said 
Thomas. “Every circumstance is different.” 

She went on to say that students will be 
made aware of the potential consequences 
of engaging in high-risk behavior. Student 
input from the SSA will be welcomed and 
encouraged. 

“It could affect them being enrolled. 

We want to make the environment more 
healthy for those who don’t participate,” 
said Thomas. 

One example was a student some years back 
who got three underage citations before the 
first day of classes. He was allowed to continue 
his education here but failed out before the end 
of the first semester. 

“Some students are here for the wrong 
reasons, and they don’t belong here,” said 
Sorensen. 

The new proposal is set to be completed by 
the middle of May.

One on one with the chancellor

Immediately after Chancellor Sorensen 
responded to questions at the open forum, I sat 
down with him to conduct his first interview 
with the Stoutonia this year. He provided his 
thoughts on the article we published last issue, 
even mentioning that he sent a copy of the 
caricature that was drawn of him to his grand- 
children. The Q-and-A session that followed 
further addressed the chancellor’s memo. 


Q: Did you expect this type of media reac- 
tion to the memo? 


A: I didn’t expect the national exposure. 
I knew there would be local exposure. First 
the state media picked it up then it went on 
the wire and even Germany has been in touch 
with us. I think it represents that we hit a real 
nerve, that people are concerned about this, 
not just at Stout or in Wisconsin, but broadly. 
Carlton College invited me over to talk to them 
because they are going through something like 
we are. It reflects the fact that it is a common 
issue in higher education. 


Q: Was this memo in the works before the 
most recent 
student death 
or did that in- 
cident prompt 
that? 


A: It 
prompted it. I 
came to work

that we could have toned 
down, but we put it out 
there as an indication that 
this is one of the aspects 
you're going to be look- 
ing at. 


Q: Have you met with 
the new mayor, and how 
will that affect the drink 
specials aspect of the 
memo? 


A: No, we have not 
met yet. We’re meet- 
ing next week, I think. 
I’ve shaken his hand but 
have not sat down and 
talked about this issue or 
any other issue at all. I 
can’t change the price of 
drinks, but (Communica- 
tions Director) Doug Mell 
and I went around one 
afternoon just looking 
at the windows[of bars] 
and I just found it rather 
egregious that you are selling a large amount 
of alcohol, vodka in particular, that is intended 
to get someone inebriated very, very quickly. 
We have talked 
to the Tavern 
League about that 
and they aren’t 
that unreasonable. 
They are willing 
to talk about some 
things to help us 


that day, I 
heard of the accident and I met with my senior 
leadership group and said, “I’ve just had it.” I 
don’t want to have to deal with any more dead 
students. We wrote a memo that we decided to 
send out, and I was criticized for the timeliness 
of that because I was leaving and the break 
was coming up and I wanted people to look at 
it and know what I was doing before they went 
on break. There was no malice of intent to put 
it up the very day that young man was buried, 
but that happened. 


Q: One of the points the memo touched on 
was punishment of students who were to ac- 
cumulate multiple underage drinking citations. 
Students pay to go here, so how can you justify 
punishing them? 


A: If there is danger or harm to the univer- 
sity on or off campus, we have the right to 
expel. We’ve done that; expulsion is not new 
around here. We’ve done that this year, but it’s 
pretty egregious when that happens. Something 
we've talked about is how frequently someone 
can get in trouble with alcohol and not be told 
that you just don’t belong at this university. 

I suppose in some respects it was a reaction 


and other things, 
not. I think drink specials would be a hard nut 
to crack. There is common ground that we can 
work with. 


Q: What do you see the role of the students 
being in promoting this initiative, especially 
the SSA? 


A: [hope that they get behind logical poli- 
cies and logical enforcement of those policies. 
I think the best programs would be supported 
by the student body and peer-to-peer is more 
effective than faculty-to-student or administra- 
tion-to-student. 


Q: Are there any extra safety measures that 
will be taken around campus? 


A: We do the walk-around every year to see 
where dark spots [on campus] are. We looked 
at the Blue-light emergency system a long time 
ago and found out they’re not being used. I’ve 
been here 22 years, and I think every sexual 
assault has been alcohol-related. We report 
assaults at the state level, but we don’t do the 
concurrent reporting on alcohol use. I think we 
have to marry those two somehow.

Q: Have you seen the documentary made 
by UW-Stout alum Paul Feine regarding the 
drinking age? 


A: I didn’t see it all. I saw the owner of The 
Flame say that I didn’t believe in underage 
drinking, and I don’t because that’s the law. Pll 
go back and look at it all. 


Q: Do you think the negatives would out- 
weigh the positives if the Amethyst Initiative 
came to fruition? (The Amethyst Initiative is 
made up of chancellors and presidents that sup- 
port debate on the 21-year-old drinking age.) 


A: Eighteen and 21 is the issue we are deal- 
ing with right now. I was asked to sign off on 
[the Amethyst Initiative]; I did not. I’ve been 
reading some literature and maybe the issue 


and the reaction it caused. 


isn’t 18 versus 21; maybe the issue is 19—a 
middle road someplace. I’m not opposed to 
that necessarily because if you can go and fight 
in Iraq at 18, then why couldn’t you have a 
drink legally at 18? But right now, it’s the law. 


Q: Closing thoughts? 


A: I think we’re out for the better good of 
the student body. I’m a parent. I’m a grandpar- 
ent. I just can’t imagine getting that phone call 
saying your son or daughter got injured in an 
accident and they may die. That’s hard to take. 
I’ve dealt with grieving parents; its just damn 
difficult.

Obama and Reagan the nuclear abolitionists

Although you might not like it to be true, 
Ronald Reagan and Barack Obama have a 
lot in common, especially when it comes to 
dealing with nuclear arms. In his 1984 State 
of the Union Address, while referring to the 
then Soviet Union, Ronald Reagan said, “A 
nuclear war cannot be won and must never 
be fought. The only value in our two nations 
possessing nuclear weapons is to make sure 
they will never be used. But then would it not 
be better to do away with them entirely?” That 
in a nut shell was a clear nuclear abolitionist 
philosophy that Reagan pushed for all the 
way until his two terms were up. 

In 1986, as the Cold War was drawing to 
a close, Reagan and then Secretary General 
Gorbachev met in Iceland at a peculiar 
summit in which the two most aggressive 
seekers of nuclear power both agreed that 
a world without nuclear weapons was the 
only path toward peace. Unfortunately, 
they were unable to come to an agreement 
on the terms of a treaty. This was in large 


part due to Reagan’s determination to 
implement a missile defense system, which 
the Soviet Union would not agree to, so a 
deal was not made. 

That year topped the estimated global 
high for nuclear weapons at 70,000 
warheads. A 2009 estimate shows now 
that the number has dropped significantly 
to 23,375 nuclear warheads. 

So, how does President Obama fit into 
this picture? Well, it was one year ago 
when President Obama took a trip to the 
city of Prague, the capital of the Czech 
Republic, to deliver the same message that 
Ronald Reagan had once championed: “To 
seek a world without nuclear weapons.” 
This is by no means going to be an easily 
accomplished task, and Obama said himself 
that he would probably not live to see the 
day of a world without nuclear weapons. 
Regardless of the improbability, he argued 
that the United States and Russia started 
the nuclear race, so we must be the ones to 
end it. He promised that in the next year, 
the United States and Russia would seek a 
lasting treaty that will begin the reduction 


of nuclear arms with the hope that the world 
would follow in their footsteps. 

One year after what some have called 
Obama’s naive proclamation on April 15, 
Russian President Dmitry Medvedev and 
President Barack Obama signed a landmark 
Nuclear Arms Treaty. This treaty will reduce 
both countries’ national nuclear stock piles to 
a maximum of 1550 warheads, with more cuts 
promised in the future. Obama said it was an 
important milestone, but “just one step on a 
longer journey” of nuclear disarmament. 

The longer journey is one that all nations 
will need to be a part of. That is why one 
week after the treaty was signed, Obama 
hosted a 47-nation nuclear summit to secure 
lost or displaced nuclear materials in order 
to prevent the crazies in this world from 
getting their hands on them and potentially 
destabilizing the world’s security. 

This multilateral approach to foreign policy 
is one that will create lasting relationships 
for future generations to come. These issues 
should receive bipartisan support but more 
often than not, political games trump the 
basis for agreement. The senate still needs 


to ratify this treaty, and I’m sure they will. 
(However, republicans are already building 
up talking points to portray Obama as weak 
on defense.) In reality, this vision was 
shared by republicans and democrats alike; 
Russians and Americans alike. We need to 
remember that it is in the best interest of all 
countries to work together on the problems 
of our generation, because future generations 
depend on it. 

While speaking to his first United Nations 
General Assembly on Sept. 23, 2009, Obama 
said, “It is my deeply held belief that, more than 
at any point in human history, the interests of 
nations and peoples are shared. The religious 
convictions that we hold in our hearts can forge 
new bonds among people, or they can tear us 
apart. The technology we harness can light the 
path to peace, or forever darken it. The energy 
we use can sustain our planet, or destroy it. What 
happens to the hope of a single child - anywhere - 
can enrich our world, or impoverish it.” 

We need to support our leaders, despite 
their party identification, if their policies are 
promoting a lasting peace agreement. Those 
are values we all should share.

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Cutting taxes down

This year, millions of middle-class 
families will find the tax burden lighter and 
bigger refund checks in their mailboxes. 
That’s because the Recovery Act reduced 
taxes by almost $100 billion last year and by 
$220 billion this year. For American families, 
that translates into significantly lower taxes 
and larger tax refunds. In fact, refunds are 
up an average of $260, a 10 percent increase 
this year. As you file your tax returns, I hope 
you'll keep in mind the many new credits 
and deductions. 

The Recovery Act was passed to help 
our economy start creating jobs again. It 
invested in needed infrastructure projects 
across the nation, helped those hardest-hit 
by the recession, and kept police officers, 
firefighters, and teachers on the job serving 
our communities. It provided 40% tax cuts to 
help businesses start hiring again and provide 
relief to middle-class families struggling in 
the recession. 

How do those low taxes benefit you? This 
year, as you’re filing your taxes, remember 
that you might be eligible for these benefits: 

¢ Making Work Pay credit: 95% of working 
families are receiving this credit, which 
means $400 less in taxes for individuals 
and $800 less for married couples. You’ ve 
probably already seen the effects of this 
credit in your paycheck. 

° College expenses: Families and 
students can claim up to $2,500 to pay for 
college expenses. 

e First home purchase: If you have 
bought your first home by April 30 of this 
year, you can claim an $8,000 deduction. 
And many other homebuyers can claim a 
deduction, as well. 

e Energy efficiency incentives: If you’ve 


made your home more energy efficient 
through steps like adding insulation or energy- 
efficient windows, you’re probably already 
saving money on your energy bills. But now, 
you can also claim a $1,500 tax credit. 

e New vehicle purchases: If you bought 
a new vehicle between February 17 and 
December 31 of last year, you can deduct the 
state and local sales taxes from your federal 
tax return. 

e Family tax credits: If you’re a moderate- 
income family, the Recovery Act increased 
your tax credits: the Earned Income Tax 
Credit is now $5,657, and it’s now easier to 
claim the Child Tax Credit. 

e Tax-free unemployment _ benefits: 
Unemployment benefits are usually taxable — 
but if you were looking for work last year, 
the Recovery Act made the first $2,400 in 
unemployment benefits tax-free. 

¢ Small business and family farm benefits: 
The Recovery Act spurs investments in small 
businesses by cutting the capital gains tax 
on investors in small businesses who buy 
stock (in the next two years) and hold it for 
more than five years. The Act also extends 
enhanced small business expensing, which 
doubles the amount small businesses can 
immediately write off their taxes for capital 
investments and purchases of new equipment 
made in 2009 from $125,000 to $250,000 and 
increases cash flow by providing a 5-year 
carryback of 2008 net operating losses for 
small businesses.

These are still the hardest times we’ve seen 
in decades, and America has a long way to go 
before its economy is fully back on track. But 
we’ve made real progress —and these tax cuts 
are part of the reason why.

Although statistically much safer, there 
are some health risks involved in the use of 
marijuana. Prolonged smoking of marijuana 
carries with it the same effects of smoking 
cigarettes, such as cancers of the mouth and 
throat. Unlike cigarettes, marijuana does 
not contain poisons or as many carcinogens 
because it is a natural, organic product. 

There is virtually no way to overdose 
on marijuana and no deaths have directly 
correlated with the use of marijuana. 
According to “Medical News Today,” there 
have been zero cases of recorded overdose on 
marijuana in its entire existence. 

Although it is safer, marijuana should have 
limitations so as to protect yourself and others 
around you. A time when marijuana should 
not be used is when operating a motorized 
vehicle, mainly because it impairs motor 
skills and slows reaction time. Like alcohol, 
there is a time and place to use marijuana so 
as to not put yourself or others in danger.

Cracking down on China

Wisconsin’s strong and dedicated workforce 
and the thousands of businesses that employ 
them represent the very best of our state. 
But deeply flawed trade agreements have 
put many of Wisconsin’s firms and working 
families in a difficult position. In recent 
years, thousands of businesses have closed 
and hundreds of thousands of Wisconsinites 
have lost jobs because trade policies didn’t 
provide them what everyone deserves, a fair 
and level playing field on which to compete. 

One of the biggest problems has been our 
trade policy with China, which has devastated 
Wisconsin manufacturers and contributed 
to tens of thousands of jobs leaving the 
state. Paper companies, for example, have 
provided family-supporting jobs for decades 
in communities around the state, but too often 
today they are forced to compete with Chinese 
companies that receive large government 
subsidies, and pay only a fraction of the wage 
American firms pay. In 2006, the average 
manufacturing wage in China was a mere 81 
cents per hour. 

Further compounding the problem is China’s 
deliberate manipulation of its currency, which 
has put American manufacturing firms, like 
our paper companies, at a huge disadvantage. 
It is hard enough for American manufacturing 
firms and workers to compete against 81 
cents per hour wages, but when you include 
what some estimate to be up to a 40 percent 
advantage gained by China’s manipulation of 


its currency, it is just that much tougher. 

China’s currency manipulation must end, 
and I recently joined a bipartisan group 
of senators in introducing legislation that 
addresses the kind of deliberate currency 
manipulation, by countries like China, 
that unfairly impacts U.S. trade. Our bill, 
the Currency Exchange Rate Oversight 
Reform Act, will crack down on this abuse 
by imposing stiff new penalties, such as 
instituting tariffs on those countries’ exports 
or banning companies from those countries 
from receiving U.S. government contracts. 

Ihave consistently fought against the flawed 
trade deals that have hurt American businesses 
and jobs, including the trade measure that 
gave China permanent Most Favored Nation 
status. That trade agreement helped devastate 
communities across Wisconsin, hurting 
businesses that had prospered for decades 
and shipping tens of thousands of family- 
supporting manufacturing jobs to China. 
American businesses deserve to compete on 
an equal footing and our government needs 
to take seriously these unfair practices that 
have been hurting our national, state and local 
economies for years. 

With the U.S. trying to climb out of the 
worst recession since the Great Depression, 
China’s continued currency manipulation 
hurts Wisconsin businesses, workers, and 
communities at the worst possible time. The 
previous administration failed to adequately 
address this problem in its dealings 
with China’s government. The Obama 
administration must do better. 


America benefit from the legalization of 
marijuana?” Well, try this on for size. 

Government-controlled sale of marijuana 
could have more benefits than just a reduction 
in crime related to it. If licit, the government 
could control the crop itself and apply an age 
limit similar to that of alcohol or cigarettes. 
Sale of marijuana in designated locations 
could actually help our economy. In some 
European cities, such as Amsterdam, the 
legalization of marijuana has significantly 
helped the economy and the government 
prosper. Not only would this bring in a 
lofty amount of revenue, it could potentially 
contribute to an increase in tourism. 

Instead of money illegally exchanging hands 
without ever being recorded, transactions 
made would be recorded into a company’s 
annual revenue. It would be especially 
beneficial to our economy if a tax were to be 
levied on marijuana, similarly to the tax on 
cigarettes and alcohol. Taxpayers would also 
be saving money because less funding would 
have to be put into enforcing marijuana laws.

They draw on 
shared experiences, personal relationships and current trends to create their graphics. 
a" “T try to find inspiration in everything. It comes from the people I’m around a lot and the things 
I’ve seen in my life, and then I tweak it to make it something everyone can wear,” said Wilson. 

Although it may seem like fun, owning and operating the Family Fashion is no easy task. 

“Tt’s tough now. I’m in football, which is five days a week, plus going to school and trying to 
graduate, plus trying to get products to stores; it’s a lot of work,” said Wilson. a 
“However, at the end of the day, when you see an order that comes in where you 
don’t recognize the name or where it’s from, that feeling you get when you pack- 
age up their stuff and send it out, it makes it all worth it.”

The Bacchae 


Tackling the production of “The Bacchae” was 
no easy feat. The Greek drama demanded atten- 
tion to the sense of the verse and challenged the 
actors to recognize their dual role as storytellers 
while still fully embracing their characters. 

The character Dio- 
nysus is central in the 
story of “The Bac- 
chae,” the Bacchae 
being the female fol- 
lowers of the god in 
his mortal form. Dio- 
nysus is the patron 
deity of winemaking, 
agriculture and the- 
ater. The many finely 
tuned elements of the 
production effectively 
portrayed Dionysus, who was known for freeing 
one from one’s normal self by madness, wine 
or ecstasy. 

Cast in February, 
the rehearsals be- 
gan later that month 
when the other ele- 
ments of the play 
began developing 
as well. The set 
and costume design 
mostly took place 
weekday afternoons 
during the theatre 
practicum class 
hours, and the cast 
rehearsals were held 
in the evenings. 

In his last per- 
formance as an un- 
dergraduate at the 
University of Wis- 
consin-Stout, senior 
Jordan Chabalowski 
played a strong and 
complex Dionysus and led the audience through 
the story. 

The dramatic makeup, hair and almost primal 
body language of The Bacchae Chorus (Kelly 
Boberg, Andrea Burbey, Elizabeth Merrill, Toni 
Morzenti, Carly Sigears) were focused toward 
Dionysus when he was around. Together they 
drank wine, were merry, danced and screamed 
as the scenes unfolded. 

The set design helped to evoke a sense of 
disarray that is central to the main idea of the 
play. Most scenes took place among the now 
dilapidated palace, set in ruins. There are many 
images of Greece conjured in the production 
that bring to mind that feeling of grandeur. The 
muted tones of the palace walls gave the sense 
of what was yet is no longer. 

The main set used erosion cloth and organic 
materials such as rope and fabrics, which added 
versatile and evolving details to the use of the 
main set. The production was infused with a sense 
of mystery, enhanced by the lighting, costumes 
and makeup. 

The costume designs thoroughly and unique- 
ly blended with the set. For instance, when

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the Bacchae summon the ocean and become 
wrapped in the waves and Dionysus conjures 
up the dark side, his skirt unwrapped to be long, 
flowing strips of fabric that represented the air 
licking flames and his larger than life presence 
at times. 

Theater Director Paul Calenberg’s thorough 
knowledge of Greece and mythology could be 
seen in many layers of the production: directing, 
design, music and choreography. 

“The play is speaking to the need to embrace 
that which is natural — to lift it [the natural] up and 
celebrate it in moderation,” Calenberg explained. 

The character of Pentheus, played by Will 
Schipke, represents the denial of the play’s cen- 
tral idea, “release by revelry.” The costumes 
of Pentheus and the Guards consisted of very 
straight lines and leather, contrasting with the 
flowing fabrics incorporated into the costumes 
of the other characters. The sacredness of the 
Bacchaian ceremonies was shown in the produc- 
tion when the dress 
was symbolically 
lowered down onto 
Pentheus. 

The stage pres- 
ence of the actors 
was very _ strong. 
Their movements in- 
corporated bits of tai 
chi, yoga and dance, 
fully utilizing their 
bodies and the stage 
to create the scene. 

The background 
and context of “The 
Bacchae” is com- 
plicated, so it was 
important that actors 
saw their role not only 
as a character, but as a 
storyteller as well. 

The interpretation 
performed featured monologues from various 
characters, each portraying the characters quite 
fully. The main roles of some characters were 
storytellers. Also, the monologues and long pas- 
sages were not only told in words to the audience, 
but by actions, use of expression and music. Au- 
diences learned of the tragic death of Pentheus 
(meaning “grief” in Greek) in the monologue of 
the Second Messenger, played by student Travis 
Kane. Describing his account of the tragedy, 
the shock was unforgettably described, “Time 
seemed to stand stalk still.” 

The cast of “The Bacchae” had great working 
relationships and featured a burst of a lot of new 
talent, which is very exciting for the future of 
UW-Stout’s theater. 

A renovation to the University of Wisconsin- 
Stout’s Theater in Harvey Hall is scheduled to 
be completed by second semester of the 2010- 
11 school year. Construction will start after the 
take-down of this production. The main features 
of the existing theater will remain; however, a 
series of large-scale renovations are in order. 
So, keep your eyes peeled and ears open to see a 
production in the new theater unveiling in 2011.

End of the year concert | Quietdrive & Take Cover

On Tuesday, April 13, Blue Devil Productions hosted an end- 
of-the-year concert featuring Quietdrive and Take Cover. There 
was a great turnout with over 400 students in attendance. Before 
the show, I had a chance to sit down and talk with both bands 
about what they have been up to and what is going on with their 
most recent tour. 

Starting out in Minneapolis, the local band Quietdrive released 
their first album in 2002. After posting demos online and meet- 
ing up in each others’ basements, they finally came up with the 
perfect name. 

“We had other names we thought about calling ourselves. With 
other choices being Never Ending and Audio Entropy,” said lead 
vocalist Kevin Truckenmiller. “Quietdrive just worked.” 

“We all started making music for different reasons, but I did 
because I grew up playing,” said drummer Brandon Lanier. 
“When I turned 14, I really got into it and really started to ap- 
preciate it.” 

The band has recently been touring in Japan and just came 
back in February. Now they are starting their college campus tour 
around the U.S. They have played in many situations from back- 
yards to main stages. 

“Our most favorite place to play was the NorVa, a nightclub in 
Norfolk, Va., because it had hot tubs and basketball courts back- 
stage,” said guitarist Justin Bonhiver. “But we have had some 
horrible places too, like the Burrito Shack. We ended up not play- 
ing because it was that bad. However, we definitely love playing 
around the Cities because it just seems like everybody under- 
stands us there and its where we are from.” 

Even though they have played at many different venues, the 
group is no stranger to the University of Wisconsin-Stout stage 
at the Memorial Student Center. 


“We were here at UW-Stout three years ago and had a great 
time — that’s why we decided to come back. We might even come 
and play a third, you never know,” said Truckenmiller. 

After everything the band has done, they have some funny sto- 
ries about things that have happened on the road. 

“One time these girls followed us after our show to our friends 
house for a party,” said Truckenmiller. “They showed up after tail- 
ing us from over two hours away. They came into the small party 
we were at and we didn’t say anything. When it was time to go to 
sleep, Justin passed out and they 
stole his phone and took all our 
numbers from it. Then all the next 
day we got texts from these two 
random girls. We let it go on for a 
while, but eventually had to stop 
texting back.

“The craziest thing that has 
ever happened on tour is a dif- 
ferent story,” said Truckenmiller. 
“We were going up Dead Man’s 
Pass in Oregon during a blizzard 
and some of the roads were closed 
off. We ended up getting stopped 
by a cop because we didn’t have 
chains on our tires and we got 
off with a warning. Then when 
we were coming back down the 
mountain, we saw a guy with a 
shotgun surrounded by cops. The 
guy turned towards us, aiming the 
gun at our car. Justin just stopped 
and we backed the car up and got 
out of there. The guy was trying 
to commit suicide by cops. That 
was pretty nuts!” 

The band’s commitment to its 
music has gained it not only re- 
spect, but new fans as well. 

“We always offer unique and honest music from the heart,” 
said Truckenmiller. “Other bands’ songs are all co-written by 
someone else. I thought people followed bands, not corporations 
that made the band. That’s not how it’s supposed to be.” 

The band has big plans for what is still ahead in its career. 
They are currently writing their fourth full-length album, and a 
year from now they hope it will be released and they will be tour- 
ing more extensively. 

The Blue Devil Productions staff was happy with the way the 
performance went. 

“Overall, the night was a huge success,” said BDP music di- 
rector Becca Anuszewski. [/As the new music director this year, 
this was the first show I planned completely on my own, so it was 
exciting to have that great of a turnout. Quietdrive was amazing, 
as they always are live, and both bands put on a super good show 
for everyone. I don’t think one person was unhappy; it looked like 
they were having the best time and for me that is all that matters.” 

“TI came to the show because I have always been a big Quiet- 
drive fan, but I ended up leaving with a Take Cover CD. I liked 
how BDP had an opening band that fit with what people in the 
audience would like,” said junior Molly Holm. “I also liked how 
both bands seemed to want to connect with fans on a whole dif- 
ferent level. They were out taking pictures and signing auto- 
graphs for quite a while after the show was over. I was impressed 
by how much they seemed to care about pleasing the fans.” 

Quietdrive seems to try to make their fans happy in any way 
they can. 

“T’ve listened to Quietdrive for years and they have always 
been a favorite of mine,” said Anuszewski. “Knowing they have 
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played here before, I thought it would be a great show to put on 
again because many people are huge fans. From there I just con- 
tacted the band and they happily agreed.” 

Take Cover, a Minneapolis group, opened for Quietdrive. 

“We started as an idea and ended up fitting together piece by 
piece,” said bass player Chad Marcell. “We play pop-rock and 
got our name while watching the music video Take Cover by 
Acceptance. It was just shot so well that our jaws dropped. It was 
catchy and stuck with us.” 

The band has been together for 
just under two years, and the last 
tour they did was also with Qui- 
etdrive. They toured for about 
three weeks, playing through all 
the states out to Manhattan and 
all the way back. 

“It’s a big change from put- 
ting our education on hold to 
going on the road. It’s an uphill 
battle, but it’s all worth it trying 
to make it happen,” said lead 
vocalist Ryan Wickard.

laughing. “It was frightening; we just wanted to get out.” 

The fans are how the band makes their dreams happen. 

“We really love the fans. Once we saw a girl that had a tattoo 
sleeve based off our lyrics,” said Wickard. “We have actually 
seen quite a few fans at our shows that will come up after and 
show us how they incorporated our lyrics into tattoos. That is 
really cool.” 

Every young group is bound to have difficulties, Take Cover 
being no exception. 

“The biggest challenge is having the drive and going with it 
and forcing it. Everyone has the passion, but the right road to 
take is what’s hard to decide,” said Marcell. 

“The genre that we’re involved in is saturated with insincere 
music with people that don’t believe in what they are singing 
about. We have on our side that our songs come from things we 
have actually experienced. Breakups, family problems and other 
life events make our music pretty relatable, with music being the 
best way to get through it,” said Wickard. 

They seem to enjoy touring for so many reasons other than 
the obvious. 

“We love touring with Quietdrive,” said Wickard. They have 
been doing it and have so much experience. They understand 
what we are going through since they have been in our position 
before. They act as father figures to us and took us under their 
wing, unlike other bands that have belittled us because we are 
just starting. We like how they treat us as equals.”

The Hmong Stout Student Organization’s 
(HSSO) week of Hmong Awareness Events may 
be over, but it is never too late to learn more 
about the culture of you or your classmates. 

HSSO is an organization that has grown 
exponentially each year since it was started in 
1988. The organization’s mission is to inform 
University of Wisconsin-Stout students and the 
community about Hmong people. 

HSSO is advised by Dang Yang and has 
seven executive board positions: president, 
vice president, public relations, treasurer, web- 
master, historian and social coordinator. The 
executive board generally makes the decisions 
for the organization; however, input from all 
members is heard and regarded. 

With 55 members, HSSO is the strongest di- 
versity organization on campus. 

The organization hosts a series of smaller 
events during the school year and always has 
a Halloween dance. This year’s formal Red 
Carpet Dance was an event that was only 
made possible by a creative and committed 
group. The organization’s biggest events are 
the Hmong New Year, last week’s Hmong Ed- 
ucational Conference and Hmong Awareness 
Week. This year’s events were a treat for all 
who were involved. 

November 2009 marked Menomonie’s third 
Hmong New Year celebration, which is dif- 
ferent from traditional New Year’s Eve. It is 
often celebrated at a location with soccer and 
volleyball tournaments. Usually vendors sell 
traditional food such as egg rolls, sticky rice 
and papaya salad in addition to Hmong clothes, 
toys and movies. People perform Hmong folk 
songs and dances at these celebrations. Keep 
your eyes peeled for next year’s fourth Hmong 
New Year celebration early next December. 

“Come to our events, get to know us — that is 
how you can find out who we are,” encouraged 
Jenny Xiong, vice president of HSSO. “The 
best way to learn about the Hmong culture is to 
spend some time with the group, ask questions 
and take a step to bridge the gap.” 

The interesting history of the Hmong people 
was influenced by many factors, one being col- 
onization. The Hmong people had to run away 
from their homes during the Vietnam War and 
were in refugee camps that sent them to one of 
three countries: France, Australia or the U.S. 
This move scattered the people to reside in dif- 
ferent regions of the world; the Hmong people 
are now without a country of their own. 

The Hmong community is closely knit. More 
traditional Shamans stay close with relatives by 
last name and clan leaders, but Christians, as 
some Hmong families are, are especially close 
with those of their church communities. 

Back in Laos, Thailand and Vietnam, Hmong 
families usually had many children to compen- 
sate for the traditionally high level of mortality 
in children due to living without the availability 
of many resources. Nowadays, family is still as 
important as ever in Hmong culture, but fami- 


lies have adapted to different considerations 
when planning a family. 

As they age, those without children to help 
them take care of the crops and property often 
have a difficult time surviving. A large family 
helps to assure that the help needed by the fam- 
ily will always be there. 

Hmong traditionally do not celebrate birth- 
days, which originates back to Laos/Thailand/ 
Vietnam, when exact birthdays were unknown. 
Days of birth were differentiated by the climate 
or other features of the day and of the year, such

Vang’s message is 
inspirational; she spoke of the importance of

as the point of the crops and the season. 

There are only 18 last names that are had 
by Hmong people and networking is promi- 
nent. The questions “Who are your parents?”, 
“Where are you from?” and “Where else do you 
have family?” are raised quite frequently. 

The Hmong language and culture are fasci- 
nating and different in many ways from the tra- 
ditionally instilled culture of the United States. 

The written form of the Hmong language, 
Romanized Popular Alphabet (RPA), was de- 
signed in the early 1950s by a group of French- 
American missionary-linguists. The missionar- 
ies then taught the written system to the people 
in order to communicate with them, and provide 
for a new record of history to be taken. 

The Hmong Educational Conference was 
held Saturday, April 10 in the MSC, kicking 
off Hmong Awareness Week here at UW-Stout. 
“Weaving Cultures and Success-Integrating 
Hmong into Mainstream Professions” was the 
theme of the event, which consisted of three 
motivational presentations by individuals who 
have discovered how to integrate their culture 
into their profession. 


putting a Hmong background on your resume 
when applying for jobs and shared how being 
Hmong has allowed her access to cover an array 
of stories and topics. Being Hmong is different 
because of the exposure and familiarity of areas 
that are not had by other people. In today’s job 
market, diversity appears to be taking its place 
near the head of the table as employers choose 


which individuals will add something to diver- 
sify their company or organization. 

The Capstone Keynote Speaker at the con- 
ference, Tou Ger Xiong, activist and comedian, 
spoke of how he became a comedian and how 
he is able to raise Hmong awareness through the 
medium of comedy. 

In addition, a part of this year’s Hmong 
Awareness week was speaker Elvis Thao from 
the recent film “Gran Torino.” He spoke of his 
past experience in a Hmong gang. 

The multicultural presence here in Menom- 
onie is a unique opportunity to learn about our 
own cultures by learning about the culture of 
others. We can show support by searching 
for the answers to the questions that we face 
throughout the day and remembering that the 
more diverse exposure we face now, the more 
comfortable we will be encountering diversity 
in the future. 

Members of the organization will wrap up 
the school year with a banquet and an end of 
the year camping trip. This is an organization 
on campus that seems to have a solid under- 
standing of its members and that will continue 
to use innovation to promote its message and 
camaraderie on campus and in the community. 

Next year, HSSO hopes to recruit more 
members, especially those of other ethnicities, 
and to continue to inform more people of who 
the Hmong people are.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout paintball 
team recently traveled all the way to Florida to 
compete. The tournament was open to an large 
amount of national teams.

The game of paintball is ultimately a game of 
points. For Division AA regulations, there are 
100 total points available per game and in each 
game there are five participants. A team receives 
two points for every man “alive” as well as 
four points for every eliminated opponent. In 
addition, the team may also receive up to twenty 
points for being the initial team to obtain the 
center flag. Teams earn 50 points for hanging 
the flag on the other team’s starting gate. 

Starting the tournament, the team played its 

first three games perfectly, gaining 
the 300 points and ultimately 
opening the tournament with a 3-0 
record.

In the 200-meter dash, Kendall Wade won the 
event with a time of 21.88 seconds, followed by 
Sam Flood, who finished right behind in second 
with a time 21.97 seconds.

Memo from the Chancellor affects students, faculty & community

The notorious e-mail sent out by Chancellor 
Charles W. Sorensen over a week ago caused a 
buzz around campus that has yet to die down. 
The memo listed Sorensen’s plans to curb al- 
cohol abuse on campus. Some efforts that will 
be taken include scheduling a full complement 
of classes on Fridays to prevent Thursday night 
drinking and taking a stronger stance on alcohol 
related infractions such as underage drinking 
and using fake identification. Efforts will also 
be taken to try to eliminate drink specials at lo- 
cal bars. This comes on the heels of the alco- 
hol related death of yet another University of 
Wisconsin-Stout student, the sixth in the past 
two years. 

Deaths stemming from alcohol abuse are 
a disturbing trend that seems to be growing 
among the youth of our nation. A University of 
Wisconsin-Eau Claire student recently lost his 
life due to head trauma from a fall. This same 
type of incident recently ended the life of a high 
school student who was recruited to play foot- 
ball at Notre Dame University. Both instances 
were attributed to alcohol use. 

The most recent victim on this campus, Mi- 
chael Dixon, passed away from the injuries he 
suffered after being hit by a car driven by fellow 
UW-Stout student Isaac Storandt. The general 
feeling around campus went from somber, after 
hearing the tragic news, to agitated, after stu- 
dents received the chancellor’s strongly worded 
memo one week later. The student body’s re- 


action was instant and to the point. Facebook 
groups opposing the memo were created and 
had more than 10 percent of the student body 
joining them after only one day. 

“This is a culmination of all the tragedies that 
have occurred in the past few years,” said cam- 
pus police Sgt. Robert Starck. “I really think the 
chancellor has the students’ safety and best in- 
terests in mind.” 

Perhaps the most controversial issue ad- 
dressed was instituting more Friday classes. 
Many UW-Stout students have been able to 
create full-time schedules of 12 credits or 
more without having to attend a Friday class. 
This makes “Thirsty Thursday” a very popular 
drinking night. This transition to having more 
Friday classes could have a bigger affect on 
students’ work schedules than their social lives. 
This campus has a reputation of being a com- 
muter campus in which many students attend 
classes Monday through Thursday and work on 
the weekends. 

“T think this is going to have a tremendous 
impact on students,” said the Director of the 
Technical Communication Undergrad Program 
Matt Livesey. “I think a lot of students have 
planned to be able to work full-time on Fridays. 
This is a pretty dramatic change, and it’s a pret- 
ty sudden change.” 

There are ways around scheduling a Friday 
class with the emergence of the Distance Educa- 
tion program. “I think people are going to seek 
out online classes. It’s difficult to get people to 
be in class on Friday anyway,” said Livesey. 


Proposal’s potential effects on 
bar specials, underage drinking 


The latter part of Chancellor Sorensen’s 
memo proposes to eliminate drink specials at 
local establishments and inflict harsher penal- 
ties on underage drinking. “This whole memo 
was kind of a shock,” said owner of The Buck 
Damon Anderson. “We had a meeting (with 
the chancellor) about a month ago that seemed 
pretty productive.” 

UW-Stout has had a reputation of underage 
drinking in recent years, the most notable event 
being the 133 underage drinking citations at the 
Sigma Tau fraternity back in 2007. Those un- 
der the age of 21 have resorted to using fake 
identification, making it a big problem on cam- 
pus. Anderson pulled out a stack of IDs six 
inches tall wrapped in a rubber band that have 


been confiscated within the past year or so. The 
most unique of these was the driver’s license of 
an 80-year-old woman that a 19-year-old male 
tried to pass off as himself. Aside from the clear 
counterfeits, there are IDs that are able to pass 
as authentic. “Right now there is somebody who 
is manufacturing IDs on campus; they’re next to 
perfect,” said Anderson. 

Sorensen attributes the use of quality fake 
IDs to the fact that UW-Stout has a very good 
graphics program. Bars, such as The Buck, are 
beginning to take extra special precautions to try 
to keep minors out of bars. 

“We have an ID scanner coming that will 
have a barcode reader. It’s a pretty state-of-the- 
art piece of equipment,” said Anderson. He feels 


The faculty will also be directly affected 
by the change. Many departments al- 
ready offer a full slate of classes 


on Friday, so this will not im- 
pact them dramatically. The 
conflict arises with faculty 
members who have dedicated / 
Fridays to staying current 
with their industry. “It’s 
always been Stout’s com- 
mitment to have one day 
in five for consulting or 
research,” Livesey — said. 
“That’s easy to do if Friday 
is the day. It’s easy from the 
administration perspective, but 
it also helps on the faculty side 
because we know we can make 
ourselves available.” 

The addition of Friday classes will 
undoubtedly affect the campus 
culture and impact student 
as well as faculty life.

this is a necessary step to keep underage kids out 
and prevent being given citations that penalize 
bars $475 dollars. 

Students who are cited for alcohol infractions 
could face more than just a monetary fine; mul- 
tiple violations could lead to suspension. 

The matter of eliminating drink specials would 
affect all customers of the bars, not just students. 
Legal precedent may hinder the chancellor’s 
plans to outlaw specials. The state Supreme 
Court ruled in favor of bars near the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison campus when a lawsuit 
was filed against them in regards to having drink 
specials after 8 p.m. on Fridays and Saturdays. 

Even if specials are outlawed, there is little 
chance that it will have a major impact on bar at- 
tendance. Someplace Else, a Menomonie bar, is 
one of the most popular destinations in the later 
stages of the evening, and it offers no specials 
after midnight. Specifics of the process of imple- 
menting the prohibition of drink specials could 
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not be answered, but the official stance of the 
Tavern League of Wisconsin is that they are 
against it. 

As for the issue of more Friday classes, 
Anderson does not think that it will affect 
business whatsoever. 

“Quite frankly, my biggest night is Wednes- 
day during the week,” said Anderson. “Students 
are going to go out when they want to go out, 
regardless of it being Advisement Day, or if 
there are Friday classes.” As of now, the chan- 
cellor has no plan to implement more Thurs- 
day classes in an attempt to curb Wednesday 
night drinking. 

“We hope that the chancellor will 
continue to keep an open door with the Tavern 
League,” said Anderson. Stoutonia attempted to 
reach Sorensen for an interview but was unsuc- 
cessful due to the chancellor’s decision to go on 
vacation after the memo was sent out, as well as 
his busy schedule early this week. 


Smoking ban to include all tobacco 
Expansion of the smoking ban to be voted on by students

Students may remember voting on a refer- 
endum last April proposing that the University 
of Wisconsin-Stout campus institute a smoking 
ban. That vote resulted in a record turnout with 
63 percent of voters approving the smoking ban. 
Now, the smoking ban became a campus-wide 
tobacco ban, which in- 
cludes smokeless tobacco. 
The issue with this is that 
the students’ voices were 
not accurately represented 
when this decision was 
made. Director of Com- 
munications Doug Mell 
addressed the Stout Stu- 
dent Association at their 
meeting on March 16. 

“We are doing more 
than what the referen- 
dum says,” said Mell. He 
backed up 
tion’s decision to change 
the current smoking ban 
to a tobacco ban by saying 
if smoking is banned and chewing tobacco isn’t, 
then a message is being sent that this campus 
condones smokeless tobacco. 

“Society is moving towards a tobacco ban on 


administra- 
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campus,” said Mell. “In five years every campus 
in Wisconsin will be tobacco free.” 

There is no regulated enforcement of the 
smoking ban. 

“We’re not going to have a Gestapo; peer-to- 
peer enforcement will work the best,” said Mell. 
“When the ban takes hold, people will volun- 
tarily respect it.” 

The SSA tried to relay to Mell that this is not 
what the students had vot- 
ed on and that a new vote 
needed to be proposed to 
accurately depict the feel- 
ing of the student body on 
the changes. 

“The key is getting the 
students’ voices,” said SSA 
Senator for the Graduate 
School Tim Solfest. “It’s our 
priority as student govern- 
ment leaders to make sure 
that we’re actively seeking 
students’ input. This issue 
really brought that to the 
forefront for us.” 

Mell informed the SSA 
at the meeting that the deci- 
sion had already been made by administration 
on the tobacco ban. ““We’re not taking personal 
freedoms away from anybody,” said Mell. “If it 
saves one life it will all be worth it.” 


After concluding the forum about the changes 
to the ban, Mell spoke with his colleagues off 
the record, away from 
the eyes and ears of the 
student government. His 
parting words to them 
were, “It’s 10 people out 
of 9,000; it’ll be fine.” 

Although the mem- 
bers of the SSA were not 
aware of the comment, 
swift and decisive action 
was taken. A resolution 
was quickly proposed to 
prohibit expanding the 
ban to include all forms of 
tobacco without the consent of the student body. 
The resolution passed unanimously, which would 
prompt yet another meeting in which Chancellor 
Sorensen would personally be attending. 

This meeting took place on April 6 in the Ce- 
dar/Maple/Oakwood rooms in the lower level of 
the Memorial Student Center. 

“Tt seemed like a logical step to take,” said So- 
rensen. This is where the disagreement between 
the administration and the student government 
took place. Students have the right to give their 
input when campus policy affecting student life 
is being changed, according to Wisconsin State 
Statute 36.09(5). Since this current policy does 
not take into account the thoughts of the student 


body, an opportunity will be granted to students 
this month to voice their opinion when they re- 
ceive the SSA elec- 
tion ballot. 

“On April 15, there 
will be a link on your 
e-mail to the SSA 
elections and infor- 
mation about the (to- 
bacco) referendum,” 
said Solfest.

The 
chancellor reassured the SSA that the outcome of 
the upcoming referendum will dictate the actions 
taken by administration regarding the tobacco 
ban. This is the student body’s chance to have 
its voice heard; the closer to 9,000 votes the ref- 
erendum can get, the more accurate the results 
will be.

The re- 
quirements for the Samuel E. Wood Medallion 
Award are as follows: The student has to be a 
senior graduating in either the spring or fall of 
2010; the student has to have acquired 90 cred- 
its or more; the student has to have a cumulative 
GPA of 2.8. 

Letters of recommendation from people the 
student has worked with are requested. Applica- 
tions must be broken down by each academic 


year spent at UW-Stout, starting with the fresh- 
man year, with only one page per year. Name and 
personal contact information must be included in 
a cover letter only. Visual organization is encour- 
aged, such as headers and bulleted points. Final 
applications should be submitted to the Samuel 
E. Wood Medallion Award Web Site, which 
can be accessed at https://orgsync.com/forms/ 
show/19137. The Samuel E. Wood Medallion 
Award packet is also available at the SOC desk. 

The criteria on which applicants are evaluated 
include: leadership opportunities taken both on 
and off campus, relative work experience and 
personal development. The applicant’s GPA and 
other academic achievements are considered but 
are not the deciding factor. Applications should 
be grammatically correct. 

All applications are due by Friday, April 16. 
Winners will be notified the following week and 
presented the award at the annual Leadership Rec- 
ognition Program on Wednesday evening, May 5, 
from 6:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. in the Ballrooms.

New professor profile: Jennifer Grant

In the science laboratory with her white coat 
amid the test tubes and microscopes, Jennifer 
Grant, PhD, took time to introduce herself to 
Stoutonia readers. She is a new professor in Hu- 
man Biology and Proteomics at the University of 
Wisconsin-Stout. 

“Tt’s what we call the study of proteins and 
how it all changes,” Grant said. “It’s their struc- 
ture, their functions. What I study is how their 
levels change in heart disease and aging.” 

She is an expert in liquid-chromatography/ 
mass spectrometric methods (LC-MS) and experi- 
enced in the physiochemical study of proteins, in- 
cluding peptide derivatization and chromatography. 

Growing up in New England and later Min- 
nesota, Grant received her Ph.D. in Molecular 
and Cellular Pharmacology from the Wisconsin 
Medical School in Madison. She also holds a 
Master of Science in Biochemistry and a Bach- 
elor of Arts in Biochemistry. 

Grant’s father held a Ph.D in engineering and 
built semi-conductors. She says what her father 
did for his generation with computers, micro- 
chips and satellites is the equivalent of what she 
is doing for her generation in the medical field. 


“And that’s why I value my career,” Grant 
said. Grant realizes there is a big fear of 
chemistry and biology, so she tries to get 


students to interact with science using the 


skills they know, skills they have brought 
into her classroom from their own majors. 
“The students that come into my class are very 
talented,” Grant said as she held up a DNA mod-

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el built by one of them. Grant envisions herself 
teaching at UW-Stout for several years to come. 

“Most students don’t know what proteomics 
is,” said Grant. “Stout has been doing some pro- 
tein work as a part of genetic work, but I see stu- 
dents developing a broader appreciation of what 
proteins do.” 

In the last year, Grant has published papers on 
the effect of aging and stress on the heart. 

“Nobody else has done such a rigorous com- 
parison,” said Grant. “It’s rare for people to look 
at the proteins involved in aging. Most people 
look at the genes. So, we (she and other scien- 
tists) look at the proteins, and we have done a 
pretty direct comparison to protein levels chang- 
ing in models of hypertrophic hearts (hearts that 
have been enlarged).” 

Grant is taking the study further to start a pro- 
gram to discover how gender affects aging. 

On a personal note, Grant finds Menomonie is 
very outdoorsy. 

“T enjoy the Red Cedar Trail for skiing,” she 
said. Grant also likes fly-fishing and hiking. She 
says UW-Stout is great and her advice to all stu- 
dents is this: “Professors are there for students to 
ask questions; take advantage of that.”

On March 21, the U.S. House of 
Representatives passed the federal health 
care act with a vote of 219-212. This is 
unacceptable considering how massive this 
2,000 page bill is and that how this bill will, 
over the next few years, sink its way into 
our everyday lives.

Consumption is costing us

It comes as no surprise to most that 
Wisconsin is known nationally for its 
drinking culture. One could even go as far as 
stating that Wisconsin’s drinking is known 
globally. Try typing Drinking Culture into 
a Google search. You will find that before 
you can even type the letter “t” in culture, 
ten potential suggestions pop up. Wisconsin 
is listed third behind Drinking Culture in 
America and Drinking Culture in Korea. The 
other seven suggestions are countries such 
as Ireland, Germany, Russia and Australia. 
Wisconsin has the highest self-reported 
cases of binge drinking, drunk driving and 
alcoholism in the nation. Dunn County 
has the highest national binge drinking rate 
among 18-24 year-olds.

From an early age, Wisconsin kids are 
thrust into a world where alcohol is a part 
of almost every major social function from 
high school graduation parties to weddings 
and even funerals.

One of the most tragically 
overlooked aspects of the drinking culture in 
Wisconsin is the fact that responsibility while 
consuming does not often go past the idea of 
“Don’t drink and drive,” and, as previously 
stated, we do not take that idea very seriously, 
as we have the highest self-reported cases of 
drinking and driving in the nation. Alcohol

been thought that abusive and irresponsible 
consumption only affects the person drinking. 
But the truth of the matter is that irresponsible 
consumption costs Wisconsin millions of 
dollars a year, not to mention the emotional 
effects that can reach thousands when an 
alcohol related tragedy occurs. 

With some of the recent events that have 
taken place throughout UW-Stout and 
Menomonie over the past few years, eyebrows 
are beginning to be raised and questions are 
being asked. Why are young, bright lives 
being lost? Who steps up to the plate and 
finally decides to address this issue head on? 
Chancellor Sorensen’s memo last week did 
just that; he addressed the issue despite some 
inevitable public push-back. The immediate 
feedback was quite predictable, with students 
arguing that they should not be punished for 
others’ mistakes and that they do not need the 
chancellor or UW-Stout to be their mother. 
In all reality, these claims are honest and 
fair. The majority of UW-Stout students do 
drink responsibly, and because they do, will 
not be affected by these new additions. Often 
when new policies or changes occur, one is 
quick to assess how this could potentially 
affect them as an individual, rather than how 
it will benefit the population as a whole. 
Students should be comforted in knowing 
they have a chancellor and administration 
that care about their general well-being and 
safety. Alcohol does hinder the lives of those 
who choose to abuse it and, unfortunately, 
it can affect the lives of those around them.

The groundbreaking and delegating has 
already begun at the local disc golf course, the Brickyard, located 
off Highway 25 near the Red Cedar Trail and the Humane Soci- 
ety. With the increased traffic and interest comes the opportunity 
to continue to improve the disc golf course, involving the com- 
munity and offering the resources for new players to learn the 
game and throw a round. 

Filled in by Jason Hendrickson, an avid player and disc golf ad- 
vocate here in Menomonie and everywhere he goes, the improve- 
ments to the Brickyard this spring and summer are going to be 
substantial. With assistance from the UW-Stout Construction As- 
sociation and the City of Menomonie, there will be work done to 
replace the existing steps with professionally built staircases. As of 
April 6, the code and plans for the project have all been finalized, 
so construction should start within the next couple weeks. 

With help from various UW-Stout classes and programs, the 
club has already performed a basil bark treatment for female 
buckthorn with spring control being done for male buckthorn, 
poison ivy, garlic mustard and other brush and invasive species. 
The course will be hosting a pair of bat houses, each which can 
hold 150-225 bats. It has been found that bats consume an aver- 
age of 1,000 mosquitoes per hour, so at max capacity, 450,000 in- 
sects could be digested per hour at night. That means a lot fewer 
gallons of bug spray to apply! 

Thinking ahead to hot days and lawn mowers, the turf will get 
a dose of vegetation growth inhibitor, which reduces the number

| It was a windy day and 
the team was still get- 
ting used to not seeing 
snow on the ground af- 
ter a spring break trip to 
Florida. The Blue Dev- 
ils used a few different 
methods to sweep the season opener. 

In the first inning of the first game, the Blue 
Devils sent 25 batters to the plate, scoring 20 
runs. Jon Schoch from Chippewa Falls, Wis.

Over spring break the team saw a lot of ac- 
tivity as it journeyed to Winter Haven, Fla. to 
play eight games during its annual trip. How- 
ever, the team had some difficulties to over- 
come before it even left Menomonie. It only 
had one athlete playing in the same position 
as last season and it was sporting a new head 
coach: Seth Maier. Maier was previously the 
assistant coach for two years. 

“This will definitely be a new look,” Maier 
said.

“All the games were tough, but we started 
the trip off playing the #11 ranked team in the 
country: Augustana.” 

“You want to win every game,” Maier added, 
“With that said, baseball is a game of failure. 
Hall of famers only succeed 3-out-of-10 times. 
It’s going to happen, but we go into every game 
wanting and expecting to win. You must play 
well to win, and we didn’t play as well as we 
could have. Even though we did not win every 
game, we competed at a high level.” 

On the following day the Blue Devils played 
Allegheny College and again the game was 
tight. Anderson hit a two run double at the bot- 
tom of the seventh, but the Gators shot back 
with five runs in the top of the eighth effectively 
winning the game 11-10. Allegheny carried its 
winning streak into the second game and domi- 
nated 17-5. 

The Blue Devils were finally able to gain 
their footing on the following day against Ham- 
ilton College. Hamilton won the first game 2-0, 
but UW-Stout refused to stay down because of 
the losses.

Giebel has been contributing heav- 
ily, recording 13 of the Devils’ runs scored, and 
is the also their leading hitter. 


“We are always disappointed when we 
lose because we’re competitive, but we had 
a great time playing together and all the ex- 
perience we got on the trip will help us to be 
successful during the upcoming conference 
play,” Giebel said. 

On the final day of the trip, UW-Stout wasted 
little time and scored runs against Western Con- 
necticut early in the game. UW-Stout sent 12 
batters to the plate and Colonial’s starting pitch- 
er only managed one out. It finished the game 
with a 9-7 win and began the second with an 
early lead. Western Connecticut quickly turned 
the tables, racking up five runs in the second in- 
ning.

The Blue Devils are led by 
this All-American who has com- 
piled five top-five finishes in 
the team’s six tournaments so 
far, including two individual 
victories.

Prior to their trip to Decorah, the Blue Dev- 
ils traveled to Florida for the National Training 
Center College Spring Games where the girls 
eared a 5-5 record for the trip. 

The team began its Florida spring break trip 
with a pair of wins Saturday, March 20, when 
the Blue Devils defeated Hope College, 9-5, 
and the University of Chicago, 2-1. 

In the fifth inning, UW-Stout earned six runs 
against Hope College, then put the game on 
ice when Jenna Johnson launched a three-run 


home run in the seventh inning, crushing the 
Flying Dutch, 9-5. 

While the first game was an offensive per- 
formance by the Blue Devils, the second game 
revolved around defense as the UW-Stout out- 
fielders gunned down two Chicago runners at 
the plate, including the final play of the game 
when Olivia Schroeder threw a bullet from 
right field to catcher Alison Gray for the final 
out of the game. 

“We as a team have great chemistry and it 
helps having a strong freshmen class,” said 
sophomore representative Katrina Nelson. “It 
helps the upperclassmen work harder which ul- 
timately improves the team in the long run.” 

The following day, UW-Stout lost a nail-biter 
to Middlebury College after the Panthers defeat- 
ed the Blue Devils 6-4. Even though UW-Stout 
took a 4-1 lead in the third inning by pounding 
out three runs, the Panthers chipped away at the 
lead, tallying two runs in the fifth inning and 
three more earned runs in the seventh inning to 
win the game.

The second half of the tournament went 
better for the Blue Devils as they went 3-2 
defeating Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, 4-0, Morrisville State College, 9-2, 
University of Southern Maine, 3-2 and falling 
to D’ Youville College, 4-6, and Eastern Con- 
necticut State, 0-10.

As this season’s team captain, 
Hargens leaves her team with big shoes to fill 
but with a grand legacy as well.

17-1.25 in the long jump. Smith also plays 
basketball for the Blue Devils. 

Laura Knudsen, the head coach for both 
teams, is entering her second year in the posi- 
tion.

Is clean diesel an oxymoron? Not anymore.

Are you considering buying a new car? 
I can offer you a suggestion on how to be 
very environmentally friendly with your 
next big purchase. 

About a year ago, after doing much 
research on the topic of diesel vs. gasoline, 
I purchased a 2003 Volkswagen Jetta TDI, 
which is a turbocharged diesel car. Most 
Americans have a bad impression of diesel 
cars. They look down on diesels for being 
loud, hard to start and for having a perceived 
high impact on the environment. These 
complaints may have been valid 30 years ago 
when diesel cars were first introduced, but 
the new clean diesels of today are currently 
the “greenest” cars on the market. 

Today’s diesels meet the same emissions 
standards as gasoline vehicles. Advances 
in engine technologies, ultra low sulfur 
diesel fuel, direct electronic injection and 
improved exhaust treatment have made 
this possible. 

In 2007, the Key Resource Survey 
research indicated that over 90 percent 
of college students placed environmental 
issues as most important. The vehicle we 
choose to drive has a major impact on our 
environment. In Wisconsin, it is illegal 
to throw away a plastic water bottle, so 
why is it okay to drive a vehicle that gets 
terrible gas mileage and will take up space 
in our landfills after only a couple hundred

If you thought that April 20 already had 
enough meanings, you can add one more to that 
list. The oil rig explosion in the Gulf of Mexico 
will most likely be remembered as the day 
Beyond Petroleum reminded us that offshore 
drilling can cripple both the economy and the 
ecology of a region. 

This crisis will not be forgotten easily, and 
my guess is that the Democrats in Congress will 
use this accident in the Gulf to forward their 
agenda in the United States Congress for a long 
awaited 21st century energy policy. So, how 
will this rig explosion shape the debate? 

Let’s first look at the arguments; on one side 
we have the conservationists and proponents 
of renewable energy sources. These people are 
passionately aware of the affects fossil fuels can 
have on the planet in both the production and 
consumption phases. On the other side, we have 
the realist Republicans who are proponents of 
non-renewable energy sources like gasoline. 
These people are also passionately aware of 
the consequences on our economy if we were 
to halt the production of fossil fuels. Not only 
would our economy rely heavily on the oil 
from foreign nations (as we already do), but our 


thousand miles? We need to use our finite 
resources to the best of our abilities. 

What really gets me pumped up about 
diesels is that you can be environmentally 
savvy without sacrificing issues of 


automotive power, speed or viability. Let’s 
first talk about power and speed of a diesel 
engine. On average, diesel engines produce 
about two and a half times more torque than 
gasoline engines. Torque is what actually

supplies the power to 
move the vehicle and 
the extra torque also 
offsets the diesels’ 
comparatively lower 
horsepower numbers. 

Unlikemost gasoline 
vehicles, diesel 
engines are almost 
always paired with a 
turbocharger, — which 
increases the density 
of air entering the 
engine to create more 
power. You can also 
modify a diesel engine 
by adding a “chip” 
or by programming 
the engine to further 
increase power and fuel efficiency. 

Second, with a diesel engine you will 
attain much better fuel mileage and have 
longer life expectancy on your engine. A 
diesel engine has a different combustion 
cycle than a gasoline engine. In a gasoline 
engine, fuel is mixed with air, drawn into

the cylinder, and ignited by a spark plug. 
In a diesel, air is drawn into the cylinder 
and compressed first without fuel present. 
This compression heats the air to such a 
high temperature that when fuel is then 
injected into the cylinder, it combusts. By 
using higher compression ratios and high 
combustion temperatures, diesels operate 
more efficiently. 

As a result, diesel vehicles attain about 


ig Jetta TOA Geen et 
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50 percent higher fuel economy than 
gasoline vehicles. The life expectancy of 
a diesel engine is also over twice as long 
as a regular gasoline engine, which means 
less waste in our landfills. According to the 
Environmental Protection Agency in 2008, 
if 33 percent of U.S. drivers switched to 


diesel vehicles, the country would reduce 
its oil consumption by about 1.5 million 
barrels a day, cutting oil imports by more 
than 10 percent! 

Lastly, diesel engines have a minimal 
impact on our environment when compared 
to other vehicle options. According to 
a study by atmospheric scientists at 
Stanford University, it was found that 
the production and use of E85 fuel would 
increase ozone levels significantly; 
therefore increasing photochemical smog 
and aggravating medical problems such 
as asthma. What about Hybrid cars? Well, 
hybrids have two motors: an electric motor 
and a gasoline-powered motor. Replacing 
the battery banks on these cars has a very 
negative impact on the environment, due 
to the lead used in the batteries. If the 
battery banks that come out of the hybrids 
are not recycled properly, the caustic 
substances in the batteries are released 
into the environment and can seep into the 
waterways and poison groundwater. 

When choosing your next car, consider 
choosing a diesel and help make prudent 
use of our finite resources. As an owner of 
a diesel car, I can vouch that you will not 
be disappointed in the performance of the 
car, fuel mileage and life of your engine. 
Up front you may have to pay more for a 
green diesel, but you will be rewarded by 
the savings in fuel and longevity of a diesel 
engine where 300,000 mile life-spans are 
not uncommon.

entire lifestyle would change as a consequence 
of “going green.” 

The conservationists’ philosophy benefits the 
planet while the fossil fuel philosophy benefits 
the economy. Both arguments are fair in their 
particular perspectives, but neither argument 
will actually benefit both the economy and the 
planet, at least for now. So, what to do? 

A renewable energy future is inevitable, but 
the process to get there is still uncertain. The only 
way I see a green future taking root in our society 
is when both the ecology of the planet and the 
economy of the world face a crisis. In an essay 
entitled “On Seeking a Change of Environment,” 
author David Hall writes, “A crisis is a turning 
point which invites a novel future.” If this oil 
spill has taught us anything, it’s that time is 
of the essence. We must not wait for the next 
catastrophe to progress this nation forward. 

We have had catastrophic oil spills in the 
past, but these have had little to no effect on the 
commerce of the economy. And so, it has not 
been in our economic interest, or at least in our 
immediate economic interest to change the way 
we harness and apply the earth’s energy. 

The catastrophic oil rig explosion in the Gulf 
of Mexico on April 20 was a costly accident. As 
of now, there had been approximately 210,000 
gallons of oil spewing into the Gulf each day 


since the explosion. It could be weeks before 
they actually cap all the wells from leaking into 
the ocean. 

Regardless, the damage is already done, and 
it’s about to get a lot worse. The fishing industry 
in the Gulf, which is worth billions, will not be 
able to get back to business for at least a year, 
maybe more. The tourism industry will have its 
work cut out for them as the coasts of Texas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and Florida 
will soon be covered with a thick black layer 
of oil. Even worse, speculators are already 
predicting another summer of at least $4 a 
gallon gasoline. 

Now as far the ecology goes, only time 
will tell. But the Gulf is already seeing habitat 
destruction on a massive scale. When you look 
at the wildlife, you see seagulls, pelicans, turtles, 
jelly fish, shrimp, tuna, dolphins and whales all 
being affected. Some species will die off, many 
will be severely depleted in population and some 
will most likely migrate to cleaner waters. 

The last major oil spill was the Alaskan Exxon 
Valdez in 1989. According to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration, two 
decades later there’s still 21,000 gallons of oil 
just below the surface. That means the oil is 
going to be in the Gulf’s waters for some time 
to come. 


To explain the lopsidedness of our energy 
policy, you must look at the investments from 
both the private and public sphere. A New York 
Times article recently reported that technology 
companies spend 5-15 percent of revenues on 
research and development. But energy companies 
on the other hand spend one-quarter of 1 percent 
(who by the way make a lot more than technology 
companies). They went on to say that the federal 
government spends $30 billion a year on health 
research while only spending $3 billion on clean 
energy research. In any case, we don’t spend 
nearly enough investing in the future of our 
planets energy policy. 

As David Hall said, “A crisis is a turning point 
which invites a novel future.” This rig’s explosion 
is not only going to dramatically dismantle the 
economy of the gulf region and the country as a 
whole, but it will also create ecological problems 
never seen before in such a populated area. If this 
oil spill has taught us anything, it’s that we can’t 
forsake the planet for the sake of the economy or 
vice versa. We must make a major investment in 
a renewable energy future that benefits both the 
ecology and the economy. Offshore drilling is an 
old and imperfect practice. We’ve been invited 
to a novel future; let’s take advantage before it’s 
too late.

The University of Wisconsin-Stout men’s 
baseball team was in a serious funk, but after a 
9-6 victory on May 2 at the University of Wis- 
consin-Oshkosh, the Blue Devils finally stopped 
a 10-game, two-week-long losing streak. 

The two major issues working against the 
Blue Devils: injuries and pitching issues. 

Early in the season the Blue Devils lost their 
starting third baseman and their starting right 
fielder to injury, causing several players to step 
up in their absence. Though they have been do- 
ing an admirable job, the run production has 
dropped and proved that the backups are indeed 
only one play away from starting. 

Another major dilemma that has plagued the 
Blue Devils was the inability of pitchers to get 
the ball over the plate. 

“We need to make the routine plays and throw 
more strikes,” said head coach Seth Maier. “It is 
not only tough on the pitchers but on the hitters 
as well. They start pressing thinking that they 
need to score runs.” 

Though the Blue Devils lost 10 games in a 


row, they lost six of the 10 games by only one 
run. Losing close games tends to be harder on 
players than blowout losses, but coach Maier 
does not see it affecting his team adversely. 

“Tam proud and happy how the players come 
every day and compete,” said Maier. “They 
always give maximum effort. They play hard 
and respect the game, and that is what we ask 
of them.” 

Coach Maier also admires his team’s prep- 
aration on the road during the losing streak. 
In fact, on the April 11-12 road trip to White- 
water, Wis., a hotel manager wrote a letter 
to the coach and praised the team for being 
well-behaved, quiet and courteous during 
their hotel stay. 

“We have great kids with great character,” 
said Maier. 

Although four games remain this 
season, the possibility of the Blue 
Devils making the WIAC tournament 
is out of the equation, as they are of- 
ficially eliminated. 

Just because this is the case, the 
Blue Devils will not start giving half 
of their effort.

“We still want to win every game,” said 
Maier. “We want to compete and succeed.

Three of the remaining four games are 
against the University of Wisconsin-Stevens 
Point, with the series culminating on Sat., 
May 8 at 12 p.m., which is senior day.

“We can only comment on our thrower’s group 
by saying that this year has been a great final 
season for several veteran throwers who are 
finishing their college careers,” said Schofield. 
“They have rallied together and truly become 
a dominating force on the UW-Stout Track & 
Field team.” 

The coaching duo pointed out the leading ath- 
lete, Sean Larson. Larson has received an All- 
American/National Runner-up Indoor Cham- 
pionship, and he will also be competing for 
conference titles in both the hammer and discus 
events. As a successful track and field player, 
he will once again return to the NCAA Champi- 
onships in late May. 

Senior Sam Mayer will be a sturdy candidate 
in the women’s discus and hammer events at the 
upcoming WIAC. She will also be traveling to 
a national meet. 


Showing the strength and depth of UW-Stout’s 
throwing program, seven of the eight men and 
four of the six women have all qualified for the 
conference championship. Blue Devil seniors 
Andrew Berlin and Geoff Schruth are both in 
the short-term capable men’s discus event at the 
national level and still have a good chance of 
going on to the meet. 

Head coach and UW-Stout alumn Laura Knud- 
sen has set an incredible amount of records as a 
UW-Stout track athlete herself and continues to 
be a competent coach in her second year. 

May 7-8 marks a large Outdoor Conference 
Championship held in the University of Wis- 
consin-River Falls. Over half of the Blue Devil 
team is qualified to compete, in which the quali- 
fications are defined by where athletes sit in the 
tops of the ranks. 

Eight Blue Devil athletes are invited to the 
Outdoor National Championship meet, held af- 
ter the semester on May 27 through the 29 at 
Baldwin-Wallace College in Cleveland, Ohio. 

Marking this season’s top athletes is a hard 
task being that all track and field athletes have 
worked hard and are ranked highly. As anoth- 
er coach with high regards for Sean Larson, 
Knudsen states that Larson “automatically 
qualifies” by ranking sixth place in the ham- 
mer throw. He is also ranked 11th in the nation 
in the discus. Kendall Wade is ranked fourth in 
the nation in the 200m dash and Sam Flood is 
ranked nationally in both the 100m dash and

200m dash. Peter Johnston, 
Andrew Berlin and Geoff 
Schruth are all nationally 
ranked in the men’s track 
and field list as well. For 
the women’s national list, 
Sam Mayer is ranked sixth 
for discus and she is on the 
list for the hammer throw. 
Ashlea Peter is ranked 14th 
for the triple jump. 

“Thus far, I think our 
team did about as well as 
we could have hoped to do 
this season,” said Knudsen. 
“Two weeks ago we had 
nine provisional marks for 
nationals in one meet. This 
past weekend we had four 
individuals improve their 
marks for nationals, includ- 
ing one automatic mark for 
nationals. Overall, I have 
been very pleased with how 
our track and field teams are 

doing this year.”

Stationed in both Germany and Minot, N.D., 
Brockman spent his four-year enlistment work- 
ing security forces and was deployed to Iraq, 
where he led security patrols, EOD missions 
and provided perimeter security. 

When Brockman’s military stint was finished, 
he returned to the Minneapolis area. He began 
working odd jobs and playing summer baseball. 
After several years of working, Brockman de- 
cided to pursue a college degree. With approval 
from his wife, he tried out for the UW-Stout 
baseball team. 

“T just wanted to give it my best shot,” said 
Brockman. “Baseball’s been a big part of my 
life and I wanted to prove to myself I could do 
it and compete at the college level.” 

At fall baseball tryouts, two things stood out 
to the coaches. 

“Effort and a great attitude,” said head 
coach Seth Maier when remembering his 
first impressions of Brockman.

“We definitely want to improve 
and rank higher than last year’s champion- 
ship standings.” 

The Blue Devils will tee off May 11 in the 
first round of the NCAA championship. 

Highlights of the NCAA Division IIT Men’s 
Golf Championships will be shown on CBS at 4 
p.m. eastern time, Sat., June 19. The CBS sea- 
sonal show will feature highlights of 17 differ- 
ent NCAA championships that took place dur- 
ing the spring season. 

UW-Stout also had four golfers place in the 
top six spots at the Edgewood College Spring 
Invitational on the Bishops Bay Country Club 
course in Middleton, Wis. on Friday, April 30. 


In addition, the Blue Devils went on to win 
the Edgewood College Spring Invitational by 
eight strokes. 

Andy Smith earned his second consecutive 
medalist honors by carding a one-under 71 on 
the 6740-yard, par 72 course. Smith earned his 
first medalist honors the previous week at the 
Bobby Krig Invite on April 19 at the Le Sueur 
Country Club, where he shot three-under-par 
turning in identical rounds of 69 to finish a 54- 
hole course with 214 strokes. 

Also placing for the Blue Devils at the Edge- 
wood College Spring Invitational were Sean 
Larson, Dieter Zuehlke and Derek Holmes. Lar- 
son and Zuehlke both tied for third with a 75, 
while Holmes tied for sixth with a score of 76. 

As a team, UW-Stout turned in a nine-over- 
par score of 297, getting past UW-Eau Claire, 
who finished second with a score of 305.

Who’s to say that I am a football guru? Whenever I play Madden, I draft the biggest and fastest 
guys in the game; little knowledge of football is necessary. However, when addressing an actual 
draft, you have to keep in mind team needs and player concerns. Weighing pros and cons of the 
pros and cons helps one to determine who and when players will be selected and how they will 
perform. Most draft experts say it takes three years to determine the worth of a player, but who 
wants to wait that long? Here is a brief look at the NFC North’s 2010 NFL draft in order from 
best to worst (in my opinion). 


Detroit: Picking in the top five selections for the second consecutive year, Detroit managed 
to shore up some serious areas of need. Entering the draft, the Lions needed to add impact players 
on both sides of the ball. After Sam Bradford was selected first overall by the St. Louis Rams, the 
Lions found themselves in a perfect situation, selecting Nebraska defensive tackle Ndamukong 
Suh second overall. Suh provides the Lions with a much-needed anchor to their defensive front, 
which has been lackluster as of recent. Neglecting to draft an offensive lineman to protect last 
year’s number one overall pick (Mathew Stafford), the Lions instead traded up into the first round 
again to select California running back Jahvid Best. His speed is undeniable, but can he really 
handle a full load in the NFL? After Kevin Smith went down last year with a torn ACL, the Lions 
knew then and there where they had to go in the draft. Arguably the biggest boom or bust player 
in this year’s draft, Best provides the Lions with a spark on offense that could hit the end zone 
on any given carry. Whether his small frame and injury-ridden past may cause an issue has yet 
to be determined. 


Draft grade: A 


Minnesota: Although they originally possessed the 30th pick overall, the Minnesota Vi- 
kings traded their selection to the Detroit Lions to move down four spots (34th overall) and 
move up in the fourth round. Having gambled that Florida State University cornerback Patrick 
Robinson would fall to them at 34, which didn’t happen, Minnesota selected lengthy Virginia 
cornerback Chris Cook. In trading down to draft Cook, the Vikings have saved themselves from 
having to sign a first round pick tender. Trading up in the second round, the Vikings then se- 
lected Stanford running back Toby Gerhart. Gerhart, the 2009 NCAA Heisman Trophy runner 
up, will see limited playing time behind Adrian Peterson. However, his deceptive speed and bat-

tering running style could be a perfect comlement to Peterson. The selection of USC’s Everson 
Griffen with the 100th overall pick provided the Vikings with yet another potent pass rusher to 
an already boisterous defensive line. Originally labeled as a first round talent, Griffen fell to the 
fourth round due to character issues and work ethic. 


Draft grade: B+ 


Packers: The Green Bay Packers sat and watched 22 picks come off the board before 
landing the star offensive tackle from Iowa: Bryan Bulaga. After leading the NFL in sacks al- 
lowed and quarterback knockdowns, the Packers figured to address their largest area of need: 
the offensive line. Although their secondary is aging (Al Harris is 35 and Charles Woodson is 
33), the Packers figured to protect their franchise quarterback in Aaron Rodgers. However, their 
secondary was addressed in the third round when they selected Morgan Burnett, a strong safety 
out of Georgia Tech. Burnett adds athleticism to their secondary and could see some playing time 
over Atari Bigby very soon next year. Green Bay’s selection of Mike Neal in the second round, 
a defensive tackle from Purdue, provides them with another big-bodied defensive lineman to use 
in their newly developed 3-4 defense. 


Draft grade: B 


Chicago: There isn’t much to say about the Chicago Bears 2010 NFL mock draft. Like last 
year, Chicago’s first round pick was forfeited to Denver due to the trade for Jay Cutler. In fact, 
the Bears’ first selection didn’t come until the third round, when they selected Florida free safety 
Major Wright. Expect Wright to come in and play right away. The other two notable selections 
the Bears made were Northwestern defensive end Corey Wootton and Central Michigan quarter- 
back Dan LeFevour. Wootton has the size and skill set to play just about anywhere on the line, 
which will be a welcomed change to the Bears’ porous defense. LeFevour, otherwise referred to 
as the poor man’s Tim Tebow, provides insurance for the future at the most important position 
in football.
